There are 53,000 miles of shoreline in the United States. 
Not all of it, by any means, is suitable for houseboats, but 
there are endless possibilities, as you can see.

@ Not all houseboats are stay-put-ers. If your urge is to 
travel and you don’t want to sacrifice the comforts of home 
when you shove off, a craft like the Lazy-Days, shown here, 
may be your ticket. She goes places and she is much more 
than just a cramped boat. She’s nautical and big, yet doesn’t 
demand long marine experience. You can learn to skipper 
her in an hour, along with such fundamentals as how to 
recognize a channel and which side to stay on. 

You can drift a boat like this down the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi to New Orleans, cruise along the Gulf to Florida.

And there is a fascination to watching a dish progress 
toward the stage of perfection until it is ready to eat. 
And since more and more people are becoming interested 
in cooking, you are likely to have an attentive audience. 

Some of the cookers shown here use an alcohol lamp, 
but most of them are electric, and many have automatic 
controls. With the laiter, and a good recipe to start with, 
fine cooking is assured, for built-in thermostats supply exact 
and constant cooking temperatures. Once a control is prop- 
erly set, the heat is measured so accurately that foods cannot 
burn Or boil over. All these cookers may be used outdoors 
as well as indoors. If you want to eat where there’s no 
electricity, then the alcohol burner is for you. They all make

lees leaking flat roof 


@ If your flat roof is less than ten years old, and outwardly 
appears sound, a leak or two need be no cause for alarm. 
Chances are they can be plugged quite simply. Leaks are 
often caused by nails that work loose, or a seam that has 
opened. Repair is merely a matter of resetting the nails or 
resealing the seam. 

Chronic leaks and leaks that do not respond to such 
simple treatment are another matter. A little leak, long 
continued, can lead to big and expensive trouble. When 
you walk on the roof, does it feel soft and spongy in spots? 
This is a common symptom of deterioration underneath. 
When a roof is old, fixing and patching to make it last 
through just one more winter may cost you more in eventual 
carpentry bills. The time has come to re-roof. 

Up until recently, the most accepted way to surface (or 
resurface) a flat roof was to cover it with several plies 
of asphalt-saturated felt, each ply well coated with hot 
asphalt and the whole thing topped off with a wearing coat 
of gravel or marble chips. It’s called a built-up roof. Under 
prime conditions such a roof may be good for 20 or more 
years. But it is a heavy roof, expensive to apply, requiring 
specialized equipment and trained application men. 

Another popular way to cover a flat roof is with asphalt 
roofing that comes in rolls. It is applied with cold cement. 
This is an inexpensive and relatively easy roof, but it is 
not likely to last much over ten years and it is not very 
attractive. Nor is it designed to be walked on. 

The third and newest way to surface a flat roof is to coat it 
with a synthetic rubber called Nepolon. It is marketed by 


ys . 

Bird and Son of East Walpole, Mass., and it has advantages 
other roofings do not. Its cost, 36 to 45 cents a square foot, 
is initially higher, but it is made up for by greater durability 


New Nepolon roofing goes on like paint 






and ease of maintenance. A 3-coat Nepolon roof will last 
at least 20 years. After that, a coat every 4 or 5 years will 
keep it going indefinitely. Nepolon is so simple to recoat 
(it’s done with a roller), any handyman can do it. 

Nepolon is ideally suited for sun decks, roofs designed 
for foot traffic, low-pitched roofs, and roofs with unusual 
contours. It is the type to get when the structure can support 
only lightweight roofing. It is flame-resistant. 

Nepolon can be applied over plywood, canvas deck, or roll 
roofing, but it cannot be applied over shingles. They’re too 
uneven. It goes on beautifully over concrete, and is now 
getting widespread commercial application on concrete shell 
structures. Synthetic rubber (neoprene) coatings have 
proved their resistance to weathering during the last 25 
years, but they were available only in black, red, and 
aluminum. Now Nepolon has added decorative color to 
neoprene’s weatherability and abrasion resistance, and made 
it a useful roofing for houses. Tinted (or white) Nepolon 
can be used as a top coating over an economical neoprene 
base. It is easy to change the color of the roof with later 
coatings of Nepolon. 

When flashing (joint waterproofing) on a roof is faulty, 
Nepolon can be a lifesaver. Because of its fluidity and ad- 
herence, it makes a tight, waterproof seal under even the 
most adverse conditions. Its high elasticity allows it to 
expand and contract with the roof structure, so sealed joints 
stay sealed, do not break open. 

Faulty flashing was responsible for the leaks that resulted 
in the structural roof damage shown in photograph A, below. 
The symptom of this damage was the sponginess of the roof 
underfoot. Canvas bedded in neoprene makes a durable new 
flashing between flat roof and sloped area adjoining (B). 
Edges of the asphalt shingles are sealed with a primer. The 
asphalt would otherwise discolor the Nepolon. Nepolon is 
applied with a roller (C). Thickness of Nepolon film is 
measured (D). Three coats, each 18 mils thick, are applied. 
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A buckling surface means trouble underneath 


2. A deteriorated slope root 


Roofs don't last forever. If you wait too long before 
re-roofing, moisture may get in under the roof covering 
and buckle ii. That is what happened to the 5-ply built-up 
roof shown in photograph A, above. Buckling on a compara- 
tively new roof may mean either moisture is present or 
the roof was improperly laid. Asphalt shingle roofing laid 
in cold weather may expand and buckle when warmer 
weather comes. It is one reason why re-roofing should be 
done in mild or warm weather. 

Don't wait for serious leaks to develop before re-roofing. 
Minor leaks may be doing more damage than you realize. 
Continuing over a period of time, they can cause serious 
structural trouble. Wood may rot, plywood may delaminate, 
termites and carpenter ants may be attracted by the moisi 
conditions and move in. Spot patching can prolong the life 
of an old roof two or three years, but it may not be worth 
it. Leaks stain ceilings and walls. can cause hazardous fall- 
ing of plaster. Don’t wait for this to happen. 

It is sometimes possible to apply new roofing over the 
old, but when the old is in extremely bad condition, it is 
advisable to remove it down to the bare boards. That was 
done here (B). Removing the roofing revealed the wood 
sheathing underneath had been so weakened by chronic leak- 
ing it was no longer a good nailing surface. It would have 
to. be reinforced by an entirely new plywood skin. 

First, the old plywood was covered with 30-pound asphalt- 
saturated felt. Besides sealing off the old roof, this covering 
also protected the house from the weather until the new 
roofing could be applied. New sheathing-grade plywood sur- 
facing over this felt (C) strengthened the roof and pro- 
vided a smooth, solid base for the new roofing. It, too. was 
capped with a layer of 30-pound felt. The felt is held in 
place by nails driven through metal discs. The discs give 
necessary holding power with a minimum of nailing. 

Slate, tile, metal, wood, asbestos, and asphalt shingles 
are all possible surfacing materials for slope roofs. Each 
has its merits. Asphalt shingles, combining economy, fire- 
resistance, and attractive appearance, have the most wide- 
spread use of all the materials just named, and were chosen 
in the installation shown here (D). 

Not all asphalt shingles are alike. Some may weigh only 
165 pounds per 100 square feet. Use this weight shingle 
when price is the most important consideration. Standard 
shingles weigh 235 pounds per “square,” which is how 
roofers refer to 100 square feet. Use this weight when good 
quality is wanted but when initial cost is also a factor. 
When top quality and long-term economy are wanted, a 
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300-pound shingle, such as Bird’s Architect Shingles used 
here, is recommended. They are substantial enough to pro- 
vide a rich, heavy shadow line, associated with quality roofs 
and quality homes. In many ways, they are comparable to 
standard slate. 

Most asphalt shingles should not be applied to a roof 
with a slope of less than 4” in a horizontal foot. On such 
shallow roofs. high wind can drive rain up under shingle 
edges, and it can be trapped there. Because of their greaier 
weight and extra size, Architect shingles can be applied to 
roofs as shallowly sloped as 2” in a foot. The heavier weight 
of 300-pound shingles keeps them lying flat even in high 
wind, helps seal out the rain. 

Larger. as well as heavier, shingles of this kind have 
only two tabs per shingle length instead of three, and pro- 
portionately fewer vertical cutouts. This design feature ac- 
cents the horizontal line of the roofing, helps give the house 
a long, low look that is pleasant. 

Fire resistance in an asphalt roof is in the granules 
embedded in the shingle surface. The granules also protect 
the shingle against the deteriorating effects of the sun’s rays. 
The granules on these heavier shingles are three times the 
size of those on ordinary shingles. The fire safety of an 
asphalt shingle roof sometimes entitles a house to a lower 
fire insurance rating than a house with a less fire-resistant 
roof. The large granules also improve the roof color. 

Choose the color of your roofing not only on the basis 
of looks, but on how the color performs. Black and dark 
colors absorb heat. This may be an important drawback in 
areas subject to hot weather. The useful heat a dark roof 
absorbs in winter is negligible because the sun is low.

3. A roof deck that puddles 


A roof deck is designed for pleasant outdoor living. If 
puddles linger on it long after a shower is gone, they can 
dampen your enjoyment in more ways than one. 

In the case shown here (A, above), roof deck material 
of fiberboard composition had become wateriogged be- 
cause of a leak. Walking on the waterlogged area had 
compacted it, creating the shallow depression where water 
collected. Water standing on an ordinary flat roof is not 
objectionable in itself. Some roofs are designed to hold 
water. It helps keep the house below cool. But here it indi- 
cated a leak had preceded it. 

Deck material like that illustrated here can be checked 
for moisture content with a moisture meter. Most good roof- 
ers have one. A meter is needed because material can have 
a damagingly high moisture content without its being ap- 
parent visually. This deck material was waterlogged and 
had to be removed. 

In re-roofing, the stripped-down deck was covered with 
asphalt-saturated felt (B). On top of this felt, a thin layer 
of latex concrete was poured and graded to drain from 
the center toward the roof edges. The concrete does not 
| 


have enough of a pitch to make the deck appear anything 


but flat, but it will give added protection against future 
puddling (photograph C).

A. Leaks at the joints 


If your roof leaks, investigate its joints. Almost always 
it is joints that give trouble first. A roof has many joinis. 
You'll find them where a roof adjoins a wall, meets a chim- 
ney, a dormer, a vent pipe. There are joints wherever a roof 
pitch changes, or one kind of roofing meets another kind. 





Most often, roof joints are flashed (waterproofed) with 
sheet metal, usually copper or aluminum. If the flashing has 
been inexpertly done, as it was in photograph A, or has 
deteriorated from exposure or corrosion, water will get 
through. 

With the advent of neoprene and Nepolon coatings, many 
kinds of flashing can now be done more easily, at less ex- 
pense, and with greater certainty of completely sealing 
off vulnerable joints and cracks. Where metal is difficult 
to use, neoprene and Nepolon are often simple. 

Lightweight cotton duck, bedded in neoprene, can be 
used for reinforcing and waterproofing where easy folding 
and conformation to special shapes are required. Standard 
yellow deck canvas, bedded in neoprene, can supply extra 
durability where needed. Though the fabric alone may seem 
flimsy. in combination with the coating it is extremely 
durable. It has stretch and is never subject to corrosion. 

Duck and neoprene, for example, have the elasticity and 
toughness needed to bridge the joint where a sloped roof 
intersects a flat one. as in photograph B. Skylights are 
readily flashed with lightweight duck (C). Where a coating 
is inadequate or is damaged, a repair is easily made by 
merely applying more coating. 

Many kinds of flashing are still done best with metal (D). 
Some joints, such as the valley between two sloping roof 
surfaces, are best flashed with metal or with asphalt roll

5: Overflowing gutters 


Rain gutters that spill over are more than just a nuisance. 
They can damage your house. Spilling gutters streak and 
stain exterior walls. They sozk through walls and damage 
interior surfaces. The paths of termites have often been 
traced to leaking gutters and their downspouts. 

A gutter should have an even, downward pitch along its 
entire length. A standard pitch is 1” in 16’. If a gutter 
suddenly dips more sharply than this it may not be able 
to contain its flow of water. 

A sagging roof overhang can cause a gutter to dip sharply 
and overflow. Sometimes the sag can be corrected by 
merely jacking the overhang back to its proper level and 
supporting it with one or more posts. Don’t use just any 
post. This can be an opportunity to add something to the 
design and character of the house. See photograph A. 

In some cases, correcting the sagging may require the 
strengthening or rebuilding of the roof’s internal struc- 
ture. Re-roofing also will then be necessary. If so, new 
plywood roof sheathing can be coated with a minimum of 
fuss and bother, using the Bird Nepolon roof system. If the 
roof has built-in gutters, they can be renewed. reinforced, 
and protected by embedding cotton duck fabric in neoprene 
and then finishing them with Nepolon (B). 

Gutters sometimes get out of alignment because of settling 
of the house. Placing ladders against metal gutters can 
dent them and force them out of position. Winter ice can 
bow gutters down and pull them loose. Whatever the cause 
of the trouble, the pitch of gutters can be checked with a 
spirit level to determine how much off they are. Often gutters 
can be rehung or the hangers supporting them can be pulled

up tighter. Most gutters need a supporting strap or hanger 
every 40”. If any are broken or missing, they should be 
replaced. A sagging wooden gutter can be renailed. 

A gutter should be far enough below projecting shingles 
so that water won't back up under the roofing when the 
gutter is full. Installation of a metal drip strip (C) when 
re-roofing helps prevent such backup problems. So does felt 
underlayment under the roofing. Note how far water would 
have to penetrate here to reach the first seam of the felt. 

Frozen gutters can create ice dams, blocking the flow of 
water off a roof. The water may then back up under the 
roofing and drip down inside the house. Such ice dams are 
caused by snow melting on the areas of the roof above the 
warm house, the runoff freezing when it hits the colder 
overhanging areas. Better insulation of the roof to help 
equalize temperatures on all areas can do much to prevent ice- 
dam formation. Use of electric heating cable to warm the cold 
overhanging area is another, and often more convenient way, 
to accomplish the same thing. Heating cable may also be 
used in the gutters to keep them free and flowing. 

Gutters are sometimes inadequate for the volume of water 
they must carry, or they may have insufficient outlets. 
One downspout is needed for every 700 square feet of roof 
area when downspouts are round, for every 600 feet when 
they are square. Often you can redistribute the load on 
your system with only minor changes. Some roof slopes and 
their gutters may be getting a great volume of runoff; 
others may have capacity to spare. 

In photograph D, a catch basin made to handle the 
water coming from two drainage areas was inadequate. 
Simply diverting one downspout to another roof slope elimi- 
nated the periodic overflow at this point and made the 
catch basin unnecessary. It was eliminated (E).

Rum and Lime 


each has a singing flavor that can be 


exploited in summer foods and drinks 


@ On the warm, lazy days of summer the taste of the season 
is in the traditional rum-and-lime combination, whether a 
daiquiri, rum collins, or rum punch. The marriage of flavors 
is redolent of the tropics in which they were developed. 
reminiscent of colonial days when the first lime trees and 
sugar canes were planted in the West Indies. 

But the sweet pungency of rum and the cooling tartness of 
lime need not stay in the bar. They belong in the kitchen, 
with or without each other, to add their own special zest , 
to other food and drink recipes. 

Of the two, rum can be used with more abandon. It can sit 
on the seasoning shelf, to be sprinkled over fruit or blended 
with puddings and sauces. A few drops can add a tropical 
flavor to fruit-salad dressing or whipped cream. One brand, 
Myer’s Jamaica rum, is now available in an 8-ounce bottle 
with a dasher top. (In states where such small bottles cannot 
be sold, the dasher top can be fitted to a regular-size bottle.) 
Rum runs the gamut from the light, delicate Puerto Rican 
varieties to the darker, richer full-bodied spirits from 
Jamaica ‘and Martinique. The uses vary as widely—from 
flaming steak to marinating fruit. 

Lime must be used with more care and restraint. Rub a 
little of its juice on chicken before broiling to tenderize 
and whiten the meat; sprinkle a little over fresh-grilled 
chops hot from the fire: or use it to cool the sting of red- 
hot meat sauce. Grate the rind (just the green part) to 
garnish a salad, but be sparing. Sliver the peel in tiny pieces 
to drop in broth or any clear soup.

various rooms to each other and the entrances (e.g., enter- 
ing the front door and going directly to the living room or 
upstairs to the bedrooms) would not have made building on 
this site impossible, but it would have made it much more 
costly. An all-on-one-level scheme on this site would have 
required more high-premium land and more foundation 
work, often an expensive item on steep slopes. To build 
economically on a steep site a certain compactness of plan 
and form is essential. 

In this house, to give more interest and greater spacious- 
ness to its compactness, a comparatively simple device was 
introduced—the use of vertical spaces to join the otherwise 
horizontal spaces of the two-level scheme. 

Without much extra cost a very effective tall space was 
designed into the living and dining room. It more than com- 
pensates for any possible loss of floor area on the upper 
level. It gives a certain drama to what might otherwise 
have been just another house. 

This high space serves as a visual link between the two 
levels. It gives a certain distinction to the dining area. 
But more important are the experiences that it provides for 
those living in the space. By contrast, the low, more enclosed 
space of the living area seems much more intimate than 
the high, open space of the dining area. A person in the

The three most effective uses of water are as a fountain, a 
waterfall, or a placid pool. All three are employed here. The 
fountain in the small bowl overflows and splashes into the 
larger pool, which is partly placid.

Capture the changing sky 


in a still pool 


Although a pool of still water is as flat as a sheet of 
glass, its mood is everchanging. What you see will vary 
with the light and your angle of view. Sometimes the water 
reflects like a mirror, sometimes it reveals every detail on 
the bottom with amazing clarity, and sometimes it partially 
reflects and reveals at the same time. 

Much of the charm of still water is its utter serenity. 
This is enhanced by the constant promise of movement. 
A fish may rise, a leaf fall, or a breeze ruffle the surface. 
All that is reflected, or revealed, is lost in the surface pattern, 
briefly. But the calm always returns. 

A pool of any size can be rewarding. It can be any shape 
or depth. Hf it is shallow, a black-painted bottom will 
help capture reflections. Lead, copper, concrete and fiber 
glass are good materials. They hold water indefinitely.

As a place for water plants, a small shallow pool is unsur- 
passed. It is easy to move the containers in and out for a 
change of display, and provide the occasional thinning and 
grooming needed. These plants are papyrus, grown in clay 
pots. The pool is metal, painted inside and out with asphaltum. 





The shape of a pool and the plants you use can become an 
accent of pattern, color, and texture to enliven a smooth sur- 
face such as a lawn or a terrace, as shown here. The metal tray 
is hidden by the overhanging edge of the paving stones. When 
you use pool plants, site the pool for a half-day of sunlight. 
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A pool need not always be an accent. It can also be a quiet 
corner te discover. One hardly realizes that there is water 
in this lush garden corner, until you are right upon it. The 


joy of discovery is thus added te the beauty of the scene. 


The strong curving shape and bold seale of this pool make as 
much contribution to the garden at left as the water itself.

The easiest way to get a 
handsome effect is with the submersible pump. [t can make 
a fountain of almost any pool. Recirculating pumps and 
plastic pipe now make it easy to move water uphill. You can 
then exploit it in any way you wish as it flows back to the 
pool. You'll be surprised how much sound a trickle of water 
brings to a quiet garden. A spillway or spray (as above and 
on the left) will give you the lovely music of a small moun- 
tain stream. 

There are also countless patterns of sprays and fountains 
available.

Twenty-three months ago House Beautiful 


promised that we would publish a series 
on how to do Japanese cooking. Month by 
month we postponed doing so. The more 
we learned, the more we realized that 
several gold mines lay in the Japanese 
cuisine; and that we must not begin till 
we had fully mastered the how, the what, 
and the why of these treasures. Now we 


plan to publish a Japanese cooking article 


he cuisine of Japan is notable for two reasons. Japanese 

food is the most gourmet in the world, in the judgment 

~ of people who have been everywhere and eaten every- 

thing. But equally important, Japanese food practices top all 

others in providing what the clinical nutritionists currently 
believe is the best for abundant health and long life. 

Two important facts about Japanese food stand out above 
all others. The blood cholesterol levels of Japanese are about 
one-half the average level of Americans. And the Japanese 
death rate from coronary occlusion is even farther below 
the American rate—only one-fifth as much. Since cardiac 
disease is almost of epidemic proportions in the United 
States, accounting for 55 per cent of all deaths in the U.S. 
in 1960, it is urgent that we face up to what is causing this 
scourge. 

While there are several suspected causes of our growing 
\merican tendency to heart disease, including lack of exer- 


cise, cigarette smoking, stress, and other environmental fac- 


tors, the single biggest culprit seems to be our diet—our 
high-calorie diet, rich in saturated fats. 

World statistics show that those countries with the highest 
daily fat intake have the highest incidence of heart disease. 
When you compare the Japanese intake figure with the 
(American intake figure, it becomes depressingly clear that 
here may lie the answer to the difference in death rate. 
Americans are now getting about 44 per ce { their daily 
calorie intake from fats, of which a high pr tion is from 
animal sources (meat, eggs, milk, butter, etc.). whereas the

every alternate month for at least a year 
(and perhaps longer if you find it inter- 
esting and useful).

Japanese get only 8 per cent of their daily calorie intake 
from animal fats. 

Furthermore, the Japanese diet is relatively rich in poly- 
unsaturated fats, those found in fish, seafoods, vegetable and 
nut oils, which tend to lower the cholesterol level. 

But the Japanese cuisine has much more than the right 
kind of fats. It has a low-caloric density—meaning low for 
the amount of bulk. This means you can eat heartily, feel 
“filled up” and still be satisfied on less calories. In addition, 
it is high in minerals and trace elements, due to more ex- 
tensive use of sea products (such as seaweeds). 

To test whether a diet leaning toward Japanese foods, 
methods and principles could actually cause weight loss and 
shrinking of dimensions, I (Elizabeth Gordon) decided to 
make it a policy to eat 8 or 10 Japanese meals a week. Even 
when not eating true Japanese meals, I tried to avoid animal 
fats and to favor the polyunsaturated fats. 

In fourteen months I lost nine pounds—plus or minus. 
But the loss of inches was spectacularly greater—much 


greater than is normally associated (Please turn the page)

Beauty of the presentation of Japanese cuisine is well known. 
But what is not recognized is that by heightening the plea- 
sure we can “get away with” a lower caloric intake. In short, 
a pleased aesthetic sense contributes to appeasing hunger. 
Several American nutritionists think the Japanese diet may 
be more appropriate for Americans than for Japanese— 
due to our sedentary life and because we are already overfed.

Any full course meal always includes a umani-type dish, which 
means cooked in a liquid sweetened with sugar and mirin (a 
sweet wine somewhat like a sweet sauterne). Four or five 
ingredients go into umani: fish or meat plus vegetables. 


The rolled omelet of Japan is unlike other omelets because 
it is flavored with dashi, the basic Japanese soup stock made 
of dried kelp and dried bonito. It is generally served with 
pungent garnish of grated white radish and carrot, for contrast. 


Hot weather in Japan means cold noodles, a hearty dish that 
can be the main course of a meal. Served in crystal bowls on 
ice cubes, its flavor comes from the dipping sauce seasoned with 


grated fresh ginger, pickled ginger, and chopped scallions.

with a nine-pound loss. For during those fourteen months, 
my figure was completely rebuilt—without any program of 
exercise and without any feeling of deprivation of food. 
During those fourteen months, I ate as fully and pleasurably 
as I had done before. My face showed none of the strain that 
is commonly associated with deprivation dieting. Flesh that 
was flabby became firm. I could wear clothes I had boughi 
25 years ago, which I had kept because of their interesting 
fabric or cut. In the way my current wardrobe fits, it is as 
though I had lost 20 pounds. 

I proved to my own satisfaction that this type of pleasur- 
able and filling eating contributed positive benefits to one’s 
health, one’s figure, and well-being. I was not trying to prove 
anything about cholesterol levels, nor was I purposely diet- 
ing in the usual sense of the word. I was about 12 pounds 
overweight, by the old actuarial tables, and was more than 
willing to lose them if this new regime permitted. I enjoy 
the pleasures of the table too much to have any interest in 
crash diets, and had considered that control, restraint, and 
discipline of one’s “appestat” were better than dieting. Yet, 
even with what I deemed restraint, | had been roughly 12 
pounds overweight. But with this new type of cuisine and no 
restraint, | accomplished my figure rebuilding while having 
a glorious time eating. 

So now I have more than a theoretical interest in what 
the scientists are saying about a low-fat diet in which the 
polyunsaturated fats predominate. Such a diet makes a dif- 
ference—in weight, general health, and appearance. 

What is Japanese cooking then? 

Japanese cooking is really quite simple—though com- 
pletely different from Western ways and even Chinese ways. 
It resembles Chinese cooking to a very limited degree. Both 
use, extensively, small pieces that are sliced or chopped. 
Both share a few common foodstuffs such as soy sauce, 
dried mushrooms, sesame and vegetable oils, noodles, fresh 
ginger, soy bean curd (tofu). Both countries do deep-fat 
frying, but the Japanese method produces a product that 
contains less residue of oil in the finished food than the 
Chinese or any Western way. Japanese cooking is closer to 
Chinese than Western, but that is saying practically nothing. 

So, if you are a lover of Chinese food, don’t think you 
are “halfway home,” for it is not so. If you must compare 
the two, one can only say that Chinese is gross and in- 
delicate when viewed against the Japanese, which is delicate, 
subtle, refined, and always very sharply aware of the char- 
acteristics of the foodstuff being dealt with. 

The Chinese merge many tastes by cooking them together. 
The Japanese tend to cook each foodstuff separately, even 
though they may bring them together in one dish for serv- 
ing. And even though Chinese food has a markedly lower 
fat content than American or European foods, it is still 
higher than the Japanese fat content. The Chinese use more 
animal fats (poultry, meats, eggs, etc.) than the Japanese, 
who use greater amounts of the products of the sea, includ- 
ing many not used by other nations (such as seaweeds). 
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So clear your mind of all preconceptions. Clear it also 
of your ideas that may have been born in Japanese restau- 
rants in this country. For, with a very few exceptions, you 
cannot meet true Japanese cuisine in U.S. restaurants. They 
make their foods richer, catering to the American penchant 
for richness and fat meat. And because their American cus- 
tomers are not knowledgeable and consequently neither 
critical nor appreciative, their chefs lose heart and interest. 
So the standard drops, in all categories. 

We also think that you should realize that most of the 
published recipes that have appeared in American magazines 
and newspapers are seldom truly authentic. These have been, 
in the main, obtained from restaurants in this country. If 
the chef is Japanese-born, he has a language barrier and even 
the best-intentioned food editor can be crossed up by that. 
And if the chef is a nisei, he will very likely have wan- 
dered from the original Japanese way from too long ex- 
posure to American ways. 

Being authentic, and exactly copying a national cuisine, 
is not usually important, in our opinion. But in the case of 
Japanese cooking it does seem important. For some syndrome 
effect comes into play, in which each part affects the other 
parts and produces something unique in menu _ pleasure. 

But also something happens in terms of improved gastro- 
intestinal performance. We have discussed this matter with 
Japanese physicians, and they report that there is little 
trouble with constipation in older women, whereas American 
physicians report that constipation is a very great and 
common problem with older women in the United States. The 
six members of the House BEAUTIFUL staff who have been to 
Japan on one or more trips all noted a distinct improve- 
ment of their gastro-intestinal behavior while there. And 
several of us have noted the same effect when two or three 
Japanese meals are eaten in succession in this country. 

In short, the Japanese diet produces a high-volume, soft- 
bulk residue, while our diet produces a low-volume, not- 
so-soft residue. Clearly there is here a correlation between 
obesity, constipation, and high-calorie intake. You see almost 
no fat people in Japan, which cannot be said of the United 
States. 

This is one important reason for trying to produce the 
Japanese cuisine whole—and authentically. It is why you 
should not make substitutions like using chicken consommé 


instead of dashi—their basic soup (Please turn the page)

stock of dried kelp and dried bonito. This substitution might 
taste perfectly acceptable—but you would be missing some 
key nutrients that may be important catalysts. 

We are not necessarily proposing that you start by cook- 
ing a whole Japanese meal the first time. But you can “creep 
up on it,” doing one Japanese dish as part of an American 
meal. When you've gotten the hang of several, then you can 
combine them into a complete Japanese meal, and meet the 
unique taste syndrome already mentioned. (In this article we 
will give you the recipes and food-buying lists needed for 
one whole meal.) 

One important help in enabling you to get a whole Japa- 
nese meal on the table without too much wear and tear is 
that many parts of a meal need not be served hot. In fact, 
in a six-dish menu, only one or two need to be hot or warm. 
This is due to the low-fat content of almost everything. The 
Japanese do not warm their plates—even for hot dishes— 
for there is no fat to congeal as in the Western cuisine. 
(Polyunsaturated fats wash off plates in cold water and with- 
out soap.) So you can make one dish at a time, in succes- 
sion, even serving them and nutting them on the table before 
you start the hot dish or dishes. 

Soup and the broiled dish are the only menu items that 
need to be served hot. And even the soup needs to be only 
around 75 to 100 degrees. 

The structure of an average Japanese meal (not breakfast) 
is as follows (the order may vary) : 


Raw fish or raw shellfish. (Called sashimi.) 


Cooked fish, broiled. (Called yaki.) 
or 


Cooked fish, cooked in liquid. (Called nitsuke.)

3 A sweetened dish. Includes several ingredi- 
ents generally not cooked together but brought 
together at serving time in the liquid used 
to cook one of the ingredients. Not to be con- 
fused with desserts. Generally includes meat 
or poultry or fish or shellfish plus several 
vegetables. (Called umani.) 


4 Vinegared dish. Somewhat comparable to our 
salad, but the dressing uses no oil. Foods so 
dressed are very varied, and may be raw or 
cooked vegetables, seaweeds, fish or shellfish. 














Steamed dishes are prominent in Japanese cuisine—especially 
for winter-time use. You can improvise a steamer if you do 
not own one.

Generally two types of contrasting foods are 
combined in one dish and dressed with the 
same dressing. (Called suno-mono.) 


5 Cold, cooked vegetable, dressed with sesame 
seed dressing or miso dressing (miso is a soy 
bean paste uniqueto Japan). (Called ae-mono.) 


6 Clear soup. (Called sumashi.) 
or 

Not-clear soup. (Called misoshiru.) 

Both types are made from a basic soup stock 
derived from dried kelp and dried bonito 
which is pale and subtle in taste and color. 
Hundreds of variations are possible. The clear 
type is usually served at the start of a meal 
and the miso type at the end of the meal. A 
formal meal would use both. 


These may all be placed on the table together if you 
choose. Or they might be served in two or three stages. 
The raw fish dish tends to start a meal. The sweetened 
dish is best falling toward the end, just ahead of the miso 
soup. Rice is served at the very end of the meal as a way 
to fill any crevices not filled by the main part of the meal. 

One notable characteristic that we can copy to our ad- 
vantage (whether we are cooking American or Japanese) is 
the use of small, young, tender vegetables. They pick all 
growing things younger than we do, and grow varieties that 
are miniature even when fully matured, such as cucumbers 
and eggplants. (Seeds for these small Japanese varieties 
can be obtained in this country.) They know that seeds 
have little or no taste, so they discard them unless they 
are minute or almost unformed. 

They studiously avoid overcooking vegetables. They watch 
and test, watch and test so that the food may be snatched 
from the fire at the perfect moment. They practice “inter- 
rupted cooking” on many things, which means removing 
from the heat for a few minutes so temperature will drop, 
before the food is returned to the heat. 

Leafy greens with a bitter taste, such as spinach and 
mustard greens, are rinsed in cold water after being cooked, 
so no bitter taste will linger. Foods that develop a scum in 
the cooking water (like shrimps) are cooked in two batches 
of water, the first one with the (Please turn to page 108)

Japanese cooking uses many foodstuffs so different from 
ours that you should adjust your mind to ordering by 
mail—uwnless you live in one of the cities (listed at the end 
of this article) in which special grocery stores are located. 

These stores are set up to take care of mail-order busi- 
ness. None of the things needed will spoil in transit—even 
in summer. Only the white radish is fresh, and you can get 
an approximation of it by using white turnip, though turnip 
is not as peppery and nippy as white radish. 

Mirin, a sweet wine, cannot be sent thru the mail. So 
unless there is a Japanese grocery store in your area 
(which usually has a cooperating liquor dealer nearby who 
can sell mirin), you had better plan to use sweet sauterne 
as a decent, though-not-perfect substitute.

@ One way to be sure of enough clothes closets wherever

@ On these and the following pages you see enchanting 
vignettes of nature that you can bring into being with your 
own hands. Here’s how they are made: 

Specimens of real plant life are arranged on paper. This 
background may be plain or a composition of torn pieces of 
colored papers, as in the example on the facing page. 


Next, over the plant life is laid a single sheet (or more) 


of a type of Japanese tissue paper that is no less diaphanous 
than the sheerest silk chiffon. Only a cobweb is more 2ossa- 
mer than this extraordinary vet inexpensive paper which is 


available from sources listed on page 107. 


Finally, the entire surf ice is lightly dabbed with a soft 
brush dipped in a solutio t one-third Klmer’s Glue-All 
(or any other white plastic glue) and two-thirds water. As 
it becomes wet, the tissue paper disappears. It dries as a 
mysteriously beautiful, all-but-invisible veil over the com- 


position, sealing out air and holding plant life in place. 


Jury 1962 
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The process, invented by New York painter Madeline 
Mayo Nickerson, is extremely simple. You can master it in 
hali an hour if you follow the step-by-step pictures on page 
101. You compose the bits of plant life—either fresh or 
dried—to capture the subtle mood of a particular time and 
place in nature, using specimens in the way they appear to 
grow in the woods and fields where they were found. This 
is the artistic challenge of the craft. 

Its uses are many, and among the most appropriate are 
Christmas cards, for each would be an original. Since plant 
specimens are especially beautiful with light passing through 
them, you can apply them by this technique directly to parch- 
ment lampshades. Compositions can be grouped and mounted 
on screens or hanging space dividers, or placed under glass 
table tops. 

As you grow proficient, you will undoubtedly want to try 
more ambitious projects that straddle (Please turn the page)

the line between decorative art and fine art, “pictures” to be 
framed and hung on the wall, like the one on the facing page. 

Most of the plants used in the compositions on these six 
pages were picked and used the same day. Any that needed 
flattening were simply put between waxed paper and stepped 
on. Others had been picked, slipped between newspapers, and 
slid under a rug. This was done merely to make them easier 
to store and save, not to preserve them. Fresh and pressed 
specimens were used interchangeably. 

In the woodsy snow scenes on this page, the look and mood 
of undisturbed nature was achieved by disguising as com- 
pletely as possible any involvement of the hand of man. 

To start with, the sky background has been inked in by al- 
lowing the brush to skip over the surface of large sheets of

certainly without any special finesse. This initiates the 
unplanned look that marks the successful composition. 

The inked background paper is not cut but torn into rec- 
tangles with a straightedge, like a ruler or kitchen knife. 

Now the ferns. Only the most familiar species have been 
selected, so that anyone who has ever walked in the woods 
will unconsciously identify with the compositions. People 
who know ferns will have the enjoyment of identifying the 
specimens themselves. 

An illusion of depth is the special quality of snow scenes. 
For this, longer, fuller frond tips are laid down first: 
shorter, stockier tips, last. That’s the rule. Short foreground 
ferns may overlap fuller background ones. 

Dimension is further accentuated by gluing (with the 
same thin solution of Glue-All and water) an extra layer 
or two of the veil tissue over the background ferns. 

Although this makes them appear to recede, it also seems 
to envelop them in what looks like an approaching snow 
storm. 

There’s no need to let under-layers of tissue dry be- 
fore going on. These compositions seem most successful, in 
fact, when they are turned out swiftly, which keeps them 


from looking too precise. (Please turn to page 107)

At $5.50 a square foot. a hull costs 
less than a good lot and a founda- 
tion. The 20’ x 44’ hull for the 
Rondeau boat, for example, cost 
under $5,000. A houseboat, in many 
ways, also costs less to maintain. 
There is no ground care: no lawns 
to mow, no leaves to rake, no 
shrubs or trees to prune. 

Dampness and mildew are sur- 
prisingly far less than in shore 
houses. Because houseboats are so 
carefree. they are ideal retirement 
homes. You can locate where fish- 
ing, swimming, surroundings are 
best, move on if a place doesn’t 
come up to your expectations. 

But don’t plan on moving long 
distances or to follow the seasons. 
It may cost from $2,500 to $5,000 
to take a large houseboat from 
New York to Miami. Houseboats, 
having such a large exposed sur- 
face, are like a big sail and, if 
you don’t have a powerful tug and 
an experienced crew in control, a 
gust of wind can get you in trou- 
ble, even though tide and current 
are favorable. But, on short hauls 
when you can pick your weather, a 
workboat can tow you inexpen- 
sively. You may, for example, go 
from Miami to Fort Lauderdale 
for less than $50. 

A hull requires little attention. 
A houseboat designed for living 
rather than cruising need never be 
taken out of the water. A fiber-glass 
hull is not subject to marine at- 
tack, and the accumulation of bar- 
nacles or moss on its bottom serves 
only to give it more stability in 
the water. 

The bottom never needs repaint- 
ing. Divided into many separate 
water-tight compartments, it is vir- 
tually unsinkable. If for any rea- 
son you do want to take a house- 
boat out of the water, the usual 
cost is fifty cents per foot of length. 
Being 44 feet long, the Henry Ron- 


deau boat would cost $22 to haul 
out. Almost any marina has the fa- 
cilities for doing it. © 

Houseboat prices are almost al- 
ways f.o.b. at the point of manu- 
facture. It is, therefore, usually 
wise to buy your houseboat or have 
it built near the point of intended 
use. Boats over 12 feet wide can- 
not be hauled by trucks. Some 
boats larger than that, however. 
can be shipped in parts on a trailer 
truck (40 to 80 cents a mile) and 
assembled in two or three days by 
the crew making the delivery. 

The most important part of a 
houseboat is the hull. A pontoon 
type of hull can support almost 
any size house you want to put on 
it, and since it comes in sections, 
it can be shipped by truck. What 
you build on your hull is a house, 
not a boat cabin, and any local 
house builder can provide it. 

With a pontoon hull your septic 
tank can be suspended between the 
pontoons. One builder even  sus- 
pends a 12’ x 16’ swimming pool 
between pontoons. 

The typical financing arrange- 
ment in buying a houseboat is to 
pay 20 per cent down and the bal- 
ance in five years. Typical insur- 
ance on a $20,000 houseboat is 
$500 a year. This includes all pro- 
tection, even hurricane coverage. 

Curiously enough, a houseboat is 
less subject to hurricane damage 
than a house on the shore. Most 
hurricane damage is from rising 
tides. A houseboat rides with the 
tide and is less likely to be af- 
fected. During periods of heavy 
storms, the accepted practice is to 
“anchor out.” With Danforth an-~ 
chors, the harder the pull, the 
deeper the anchor digs in.

Rivers, all first-rate territory. The 
Mississippi from St. Paul to New 
Orleans is good, too. So is the 
Seattle area. You can take house- 
boats into the marshlands of Geor- 
gia. You can anchor them on lesser 
known tributaries, or such major 
ones .as the Ohio and Wabash 
Rivers. You might put a houseboat 
on newly created Lake Texoma on 
the Texas-Oklahoma border. In 
fact, you can scarcely mention any 
sheltered water without naming a 
possible site for a houseboat. 


You won’t find it difficult locat- 
ing places to tie up. Major oil 
companies publish booklets listing 
them. There are 4,000 marinas and 
1,150 yacht clubs. Many of these | 
can accommodate houseboats, and 
welcome them. A handsome house- 
boat is an asset to a marina. 

Dockage at the typical northern 
marina for the period from April 
through October is $6 a foot. A 45- 
foot houseboat would pay $270. 
Marinas are interested only in how 
long you are, not how wide. The 
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fee from November through March 
is usually $3 to $4 a foot. Dockage 
includes electricity, and 
refuse disposal, so it is much less 


water, 


expensive than it might appear at 
first. 

But you can pay more. Some top 
marinas get $600 a season for a 
slip, raise it to $750 for a house- 
boat. They may ask you to pay 
extra for electricity or pay to have 
additional pilings put in. (In a 50 
mph wind a large houseboat, catch- 
ing the wind like a sailboat, can 
put a strain on a dock.) But these 
marinas are the exceptions. 

In Florida, a typical fee is $80 
a month for everything. At a pri- 
vate club, your privileges may also 
pool,

tennis courts, gymnasium, 
baths, and restaurant facilities. If 
you use your houseboat only occa- 
sionally and hate to see it unoc- 
cupied when you are away, you may 
be able to arrange with the club 
to rent it, sharing the $70 to $80 
a day it brings. Some houseboat 
owners have found this income 
sufficient to pay all maintenance 
costs and amortize their mortgage 
as well. 

You are by no means dependent 
on public facilities. If you own a 
waterfront lot, you can drive in 


piles and make your own house- 


boat dock. If you can acquire an 
island, however tiny and remote, 
a houseboat is the perfect comple- 
ment to it. It makes far better 
(and more economical) sense than 
trying to build a house on your 
island.

You also must protect your water 
line from freezing.

You must make special provision 
for heating. Reverse-cycle heating, 
which is fine for houseboats in 
mild climates where temperatures 
seldom drop below fifty, won’t do 
up North.

If your marina can’t supply you 
with enough current at 240 volts 
for electric heating, you can have 
your own line brought in or you 
can install gas or oil-fired heating 
just as you would in any other 
home.

“Snow in the foreground is a 
small piece of the tough, fibrous 
pure-white natsume paper. It is 
torn from a sheet and just glued at 
the bottom of the composition on 
top of the veil tissue. 

A small specimen of dusty mil- 
ler, which grows in the sand at the 
seashore, is tucked into the nat- 
sume paper and glued down too. 

The finished compositions can be 
pressed between two boards (with 
waxed paper between each compo- 
sition). Small C-clamps from the 
hardware store provide the squeeze. 
This gives them a little more crisp- 
ness, but is really not a necessity. 

Finally, the snow scenes can be 
pasted on plain cards that come 
with their own envelopes. 

Fern compositions make a good 
place to begin in this medium. 

Realism in flower compositions, 
however, calls for bright colora- 
tion, and for this you'll have to use 
the freshest, youngest flowers of 
the most delicately fragile varie- 
ties, and use them immediately. 

Avoid “fleshy” garden flowers 
such as roses. They contain too 
much water and turn brown as they 
dry. They are too opaque anyway 
for the diaphanousness you must 
strive for to reproduce the look of 
flowers still growing in their nat- 
ural habitat. 

Picked in the morning of their 
first day of blooming, these varie- 
ties hold their color well:

scum being thrown away and a 
second clean batch of water used 
for the finishing. Leafy green 
things are always cooked without a 
lid on the pan—to preserve the 
color. 

Such sensitivity to taste and ap- 
pearance is characteristic. And in 
our recipes we will give you the 
technique considered important. 

The easiest Japanese dish for you 
to start on is salt-broiled fish. The 
result is so spectacularly better 
than any other fish-cooking method 
that you will be amazed. And even 
your favorite fish will taste better 
than it ever has. 

The only requirement is that you 
must have skin on the fish. Ideal, 
then, are small fish, like trout, 
which permit one to a person. The 
skin is necessary, for a surprising 
amount of fat exists under the skin, 
and this is what keeps the fish 
from burning without the protec- 
tion of butter or a sauce. 

About 20-30 minutes before cook- 
ing, you salt the fish on both sides. 
Use about the amount you would if 
you were salting after cooking. Let 
stand until time to cook. Then broil 
on lightly-oiled aluminum foil, with 
the skinside up facing the fire for 
about 2% of the necessary time. 
Then turn with a spatula and finish 
with the flesh side up. In this last 
stage you need to watch carefully, 
to avoid burning. 

If you are using a whole fish 
with skin on both sides, you may 
cook both sides equally. 

The result is moister and more 
flavorful. Fish that you considered 
dry. like salmon, is moister and has 
a much more interesting texture. 
People tasting their favorite fish 
cooked this way look at each other 
in pleased disbelief. 

Why? Apparently the salt cre- 
ates moisture, just as strawberries 
sitting in sugar develop juice. And 
the fat 
and prevents burning. It also tends 


under the skin lubricates 


to run down between the sections 
or flakes of the flesh and mix with 
the moisture created by the salt, 
which is why it is best to have skin 
facing the heat source for the first 


stage of the cooking. 

No further seasoning is needed, 
except possibly a few drops of soy 
sauce sprinkled after the fish is on 
the eater’s plate. This is entirely 
a personal option. We have found 
that fish cooked this way is so 
flavorsome that very few people 
feel the need of the soy.

of white, milky foam formed along 
all the flaky segments of a cut fish. 
(You cannot see this in a small, 
whole fish though you can tell by 
the way the flesh breaks into 
flakes. ) 

This method is called shio-yakt. 
Shio means salt. Yaki means broil. 
Easy, isn’t it? And the doing is 
even easier. Yet the result is spec- 
tacular. Even the most particular 
fish-cooking experts are awed by 


the shio-yaki method. 
Vinegared Dishes are Easy 


An equally easy dish to try 
is suno-mono—meaning vinegared 
thing. As a category, it is somewhat 
like our salad, as it often 
crisp, raw things like cucumbers. 
Every menu has a vinegared dish. 

There are 19 or 20 variations of 
vinegar dressings. But here is a 
good one for you to start with. 


uses 


First you must use rice vinegar, 
which is considerably milder than 
apple or wine vinegar. (Sources for 
buying this by mail are listed at end 
of this article.) And you also must 
use mirin, a very sweet Japanese 
wine, or its approximate equivalent 
—sweet sauterne—plus a Japanese 
soy sauce. Soys made in America or 
Hong Kong are too strong and can- 
not be used as equivalents. 

This recipe makes enough for 11 
or 12 (you would use 
about 2 tablespoons per person). 

1 cup rice vinegar (Marukan

14% T. sugar 
4 t. salt 

1 t. mirin (or sweet sauterne) 

1% t. soy sauce (Kikkoman 
or Spice Islands brand) 

2 or 3 dashes of mono-sodium

This dressing can be used on a 
tremendous variety of foods. But 
an easy one to start with is sliced 
cucumbers. But not just any sliced 
cucumbers. Use this technique: 

Peel a 7- or 8-inch cucumber, 
cut it lengthwise into two

When time for serving arrives, 
remove a handful of the cucumber 
and wring out all the liquid you 
can. Put the wrung-out cucumber 
into a deep sauce dish—one dish 
for each person. Dress with about 
2 tablespoons of dressing for each 
portion—almost to cover. Garnish 
lightly with grated green skin of a 
lime. Use only enough grated lime 
skin per person as could be held 
on the tip of a pointed knife, and 
sprinkle evenly. 

Taste the greenish salty water 
left from the marinating and you 
will see that sitting in salt has re- 
moved the unattractive taste of 
cucumbers. People who cannot di- 
gest cucumber will find this method 
causes no trouble. i 

The above would be the most 
simple vinegared dish possible. 
Usually the Japanese combine at 
Jeast one more ingredient. A good 
added ingredient is Hokki clams 
(canned), which is on our buying 
list on page 91. Open can of Hokki 
clams, cut into bite size pieces. 
put alongside cucumber in sauce 
dish. (Save clam liquid for use in 
soups or tomato juice.) One can 
(6%, oz.) serves about 4 or 5 
people. if combined with cucumber. 

Hokki clams are from the cold 
waters near Hokkaido, have pink 
edges, and are the tastiest, tender- 
est clams you'll ever meet. We 
predict you'll want to have 6 or 8 
cans always on hand for other uses 
than vinegared dishes. 

Another delicious vinegared dish 
is grated white radish and tiny 
canned mushrooms called nameko, 
a type unknown in the Western 
world. Use everything in the can, 
including the slippery, jelly-like 
coating around each mushroom. 

Proportions are: 

4% cup grated white radish per 
person (use grated white 
turnip if you cannot get 
white radish) 

14 can nameko per person, 
mixed with radish 

2 T. vinegar dressing per 
person 

Garnish lightly with grated 
green lime skin. Serve in smali 
bowls or sauce dishes. 

Another winner in the dressing 
category is toasted sesame seeds, 
ground to a paste in a grinding 
bowl that is serrated inside (called 
a suribachi) and which macerates 
better than a mortar and pestle. It 
can be used on cold vegetables such 
as spinach, string beans, bean 
sprouts, broccoli, cauliflower, or 
asparagus. It is so good that it 
would make sawdust acceptable. 
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Sesame Seed Dressing 


Toast white sesame seeds (one 
level tablespoon per person) in an 
ungreased iron frying pan, stirring 
or shaking almost constantly. When 
seeds start to jump and a fragrant 
smell begins to develop they are 
ready. Avoid burning. Seeds should 
look yellowish but not brown. 

While still hot, transfer imme- 

diately to grinding bow] and grind 
with the wooden pestle (sold with 
the bowl) until you have a com- 
plete paste. No seeds should re- 
main whole. The fragrance at this 
stage is wonderful—smelling more 
like the juice from the carving of 
fine roast beef. 

(You cannot use a blender or 
other cutting device as a substitute 
for the grinding. It simply does not 
release the seed oils and fragrance. 
This is once where nothing takes 
the place of manpower.) 

When seeds are a paste, then add 
these ingredients. one measure per 
person: 

] T. soy sauce 

] t. sugar 

2 t. mirin or sweet sauterne 

Serve about 2 tablespoons of this 
dressing per serving of cold vege- 
tables. Vegetables should be in 
bite size pieces. Dressing is put on 
top. the mixing being left for the 
eater to do himself. 

If spinach is to be so dressed, 
cook it as follows: 

Put washed spinach in a gen- 
erous amount of salted, boiling 
water, using about 2 teaspoons salt 
to 5 cups of water. Use enough 
/water so each leaf can-ride in the 
water separately and free of other 
Jeaves, After about one minute of 





boiling, remove and rinse spinach 






thoroughly in cold water. Drain in 
a colander. With hands, squeeze 
out any remaining water and form 
spinach into a loaf about two 
‘inches wide on a cutting board. 
Then cut across into one inch 
slices. Two slices would be one 
average serving. Place the cut edge 
of the slice up, so dressing will 
‘tend to penetrate down between 
the leaves. 


If using string beans, blanch in 
boiling water for about a second. 
Then cool off quickly in running 
water. Beans should be quite crisp. 
Arrange beans side by side and 
slice diagonally into bite-size pieces. 
Use five to seven beans per serving. 
| Put in individual serving dishes 
and top with the 2 tablespoons of 
sesame seed dressing. 

Now you know three dishes, any 
of which will blend perfectly with 
American menus and none of which 
are a bit strange. All three go to- 
eether: 


broiled fish, a vinegared 


salad, and a cold vegetable. 

But you had better have a hot 
dish, and it should be soup. All 
soups in Japan use a basic soup 
stock, called dashi, which is made 
of dried kelp (called kombu) and 
dried shaved bonito or skipjack 
(called katsuo). This same stock is 
used for many other purposes be- 
sides soups, so it is basic in every 
sense of the word. Chefs are rated 
on their ability to make pertect 
dashi. 

Dashi is champagne-colored and 
delicate-tasting with hardly a hint 
of its sea origins. It is made as 
follows: 

5 eups of water 

4 inch by 6 inch piece of kelp 

(kombu) washed quickly in 
running cold water. 

1 cup of shaved fish, bought 

pre-shaved (katsuobushi) 

Heat water less than half way to 
the boiling point or to about 
120° F. Add the dried kelp. Let it 
proceed toward boiling, but just 
short of boiling (about 205° F.) 
remove kelp with fork or chop- 
sticks. Then add about a_table- 
spoon of cold water to reduce 
water temperature slightly. Add the 
shaved fish (katsuobushi) letting 
boil for one minute. Then take off 
the fire and let stand till fish flakes 
sink to bottom of pan which should 
take about 5 minutes. Then strain 
through fine mesh into bowl, dis- 
carding the fish flakes. It should be 
clear, not muddy. 

You should count on about one 
cup of dashi per soup serving so 
the above recipe would be stock for 
5 people. Dashi is always made 
fresh for every meal and never 
made in quantity to be stored for 
the future. Since it is so simple, 
it can be made along with other 
things, though it has to be watched 
so kombu does not come to a boil. 

As a clear soup to start off a 
meal, you could make hundreds of 
variations. Clear soup usually has 
3 to 5 ingredients added, plus more 
seasonings for the dashi. The addi- 
tional seasonings for the dashi are: 

To 5 cups dashi, add: 

2 t. salt 

2 t. soy sauce 

3 t. mirin (or sweet sauterne ) 
Boil all above for one second. 

For your first try, use these addi- 
tional ingredients: shrimps, bean 
thread noodles (sometimes called 
cellophane noodles or harusame, a 
literally

Shrimps—Use 10 shrimps about 2 
inches long and without tails.

Another soup using dashi, suita- 
ble for serving at the end of the 
meal (with or without rice, depend- 
ing on how you feel about rice) is 
miso soup. Miso is a fermented soy 
bean product with no counterpart 
in the Western world or in Asia, nor 
any word in English for translating 
it. It tastes neither fermented nor 
like soy beans and is highly nutri- 
tious. There are many types, rang- 
ing from very salty to very sweet.

You 
buy it dried, soak it in water for 
about 10-15 minutes (it expands

enormously) , 
veins, wring it dry, cut it into 
bite-size pieces, then lay half a 
handful of it in the soup bowl 
without cooking. Use about % oz. 
(dry weight) for 5 people. 

Miso soup differs from the clear 
soup. You add one tablespoon of 
miso (a semi-paste) to one cup of 
seasoned dashi per person. If put 
directly into the soup stock, miso 
could get lumpy, so it is best to 
put it in a small bowl, add a little 
dashi, and stir to a creamy con- 
sistency. Keep adding dashi till it 
is liquid enough to pour. Then add 
all to the below-boiling soup pot. 
Miso soup should not boil. 

With the wakame seaweed in the 
bowl, pour one cup of soup over 
the wakame. Garnish with chopped 
scallion tops. Cover bowl and serve.

a sweetened dish. Here is one that 
will “wow” them, for we’ve never 
met any American who didn’t love 
it: dried mushrooms cooked in the 
sweet-cooked way. Good hot, cold, 
or lukewarm! (On the buying list 
given on page 91 you will find what 
to order.) 

Plan on two mushrooms per per- 
son (they are huge). Wash quickly 
in cold water. Soak in cold water— 
about 2 cups for ten mushrooms— 
for 20 minutes to one hour. (If in 
a hurry, use lukewarm water.) Cut 
off stems, which are too fibrous to 
eat. Cut round part into six pieces 
—cutting across the diameter. 

Boil these pieces in the liquid 
they have been soaking in, for 
about 5 minutes.

If space is limited, you may want 
a wall fountain. These come in 
many shapes, sizes, and materials. 
Used with a recirculating pump, a 
small supply of water can become 
an ever-flowing spring. 

The simplest pump is one that is 
submerged in the water, plugs into 
an outlet and turns on. A pump 
can be had for under $25 that will 
push 100 gallons of water an hour 
to a height of 5 feet. To visualize 
how much water this is, think of 
a full flow from a sink faucet, with- 
out obvious pressure behind it. The 
next larger pump of this type han- 
dles 300 gallons an hour. 

There are many simple inexpen- 
sive fountain units. Rain Jet makes 
one with a 3-tiered spray which re- 
volves. A variety of imported ro- 
tating fountain heads, from $20 up, 
turn slowly on ball bearings and 
make twisting, criss-cross and in- 
terlacing patterns. They may throw 
water from 3 to 30 feet in diameter, 
depending on water pressure. You 
can attach them to a garden hose 
(with a special base) and use them 
as a decorative way to sprinkle the 
lawn. 

One novel, single-column spray 
head produces a water-burst effect. 
An aerating process within the jet 
periodically interrupts the column. 
When it shoots upward again, it 
meets the other water coming down 
and creates the burst, 

To make a pool of water glow 
at night, put the light source below 
the surface. The simplest form of 
light is the lily pad fixture, with a 
light under the pad which directs 
the light downward. With a single 
bulb the fixture sells for about $7, 
with a double light, about $13. 

Don’t overlook the need for win- 
ter care. If there is danger of freez- | 
ing, all pumps and sprays must be 
removed and drained. If the pool 
must be emptied to protect it from 
freezing, it can be siphoned dry 
with a garden hose. There’s an in-

people took 25 years ago. To travel 
today is not only to see the curious 
sights and costumes and customs 
weve always heard about, but the 
even more thrilling experience of 
having a ringside seat at the phe- 
nomenal crossplay of influences 
bouncing from continent to conti- 
nent like the signals from satellites 
in orbit. Instead of emphasizing 
how different the rest of the world 
is from us, travel is beginning to be 
a discovery of how very much alike 
we all are, after all. And this kind 
of understanding seems to us to put 
travel right up there with the most 
rewarding of all human endeavors. 


A PERCEPTIVE traveler can hardly 
help recognizing this cultural 
interplay the moment he steps into 
his hotel. For if there is one gen- 
eral comment to be made about 
the state of the world’s hotels, it is 
that they are becoming more 
slickly, uniformly modern all the 
time. We consider ourself some- 
thing of an authority on hotels, in- 
cidentally. In the past year alone 
we have bedded down in no less 
than 42 of them, in such assorted 
parts of the world as France, Switz- 
erland, Canada, Australia, Hong 
Kong, the Philippines, New Zea- 
land, Fiji, Egypt, Jordan, Lebanon 
and, of course, the U.S. A. And we 
visited probably five times as many 
more. 

The quality of accommodation 
has ranged from bleak to plush. 
(For the plushest, we think the 
arabesque and marble grandeur of 
the new Phoenicia Intercontinental 
in Beirut, Lebanon, would tie with 
the old-world vermeil and marble 
mannerliness of the Beau Rivage 
Switzerland. ) 
has run the gamut from desultory 


in Ouchy, Service 
to excellent. In our book the Swiss 
hold the palm for all-round know- 
how in catering to guests. The most 
cavalier, take-it-or-leave-it service 
is probably found in our own coun- 
try, where, a seasoned European 
hotelier has pointed out, one 
doesn’t order an employee to do 
something; one has to “sell” him 
on the idea of doing it! 

It occurs to us that we have been 
in a surprising number of new ho- 
tels, for as more travelers need 
bed and board on this shrinking 
globe, new accommodations have 
been going up all over the map. 

We're the first to

American in origin. (Six years ago 


no American hotel we knew could 
match the advanced space-engi- 


neering, the automatic water-tem- 
perature dialing system and the in- 
genious use of plastics in the little 
Terminus Hotel in Lausanne, and 
we know of nothing in our own 
country that can match the con- 
temporary elegance of the new 
swimming pool, the saunas and the 
pink dressing rooms at the Hotel 
de Paris in Monte Carlo.) But 
nonetheless we are sure that two 
major American hotel building and 
management corporations have had 
a lot to do with establishing an in- 
ternational concept of what the 
new and efficient hotel should be. 
They are the Hilton Hotels, and 
the Intercontinental Hotel Corpo- 
ration, which is a subsidiary of Pan 
American World Airways. Their in- 
fluence quite literally girdles the 
earth, for you will find their usu- 
ally grandiose and impressive es- 
tablishments even in such parts of 
the world as were once thought so 
remote as to be almost mythical. 


Fee for example, besides its 
33 domestic hotels at home, 
operates or has a hand in the man- 
agement of hotels in such places 
as Acapulco, Mexico City, Berlin, 
Cairo, Istanbul, Madrid, Panama 
City, Montreal, San Juan, the Vir- 
gin Islands, Honolulu, Melbourne 
and Sydney in Australia, and this 
month is opening hotels in Port of 
Spain, Trinidad, and Amsterdam. 
Within the next two years there 
will be a Hilton in London, Rot- 
terdam, Athens, Teheran, Rome, 
Tokyo, Tel Aviv and another in 
Honolulu, this time on Diamond 
Head. There will be future hotels 
at Montreal’s Dorval Airport, in 
Tunis, Addis Ababa, Mayaguez in 
Puerto Rico, Dublin, and Guadala- 
jara in Mexico.

tality. Generally they are among 
the glassiest and grandest in any 
town, replete with fancy bars, res- 
taurants and lounges, with plumb- 
ing that works, hot water, soap (a 
commodity most foreign hotels 
hold out on), plenty of towels, in- 
nerspring mattresses and all the 
creature comforts so dear to Amer- 
ican hearts—comforts, no matter 
what you may hear to the con- 
trary, highly acceptable to all peo- 
ple who have ever had a brush 
with them. Building, furnishing, 
and equipping them becomes a gi- 
gantic feat of selection and logis- 
tics. (For the Phoenicia Intercon- 
tinental bids were taken for 4,138 
separate items of furnishings. ) 

These massive Americanisms 
have sometimes stirred controversy. 
Their general architecture, like the 
office-building architecture we're 
seeing all over the map, has been 
criticized by some as pretentious 
and out of scale with the human be- 
ings who are supposed to use it. 
We ourselves had the “un-human” 
experience of a glass-walled room 
facing a magnificent view of the 
Nile and the distant pyramids, but 
the afternoon sun glare was so 
fierce there was nothing to do but 
shut off the view by drawing the 
curtains. 

American tourist-travelers, ready 
to be enchanted by the picturesque 
differentness of the rest of the 
world, have been known to com- 
plain ruefully that such hotels, with 
their vaulted lobbies, coffee shops 
and hygienically wrapped bath- 
room tumblers, make them feel as 
if they’d never left home. But by 
the same token, there are other 
tourists who, after a day in the 
bazaars and the museums, take like 
homing pigeons to the cosseting 
familiarity of the hot shower, the 
dry Martini, and the air-condi- 
tioned room. And unquestionably 
this feeling of familiarity is reas- 
suring to timid travelers who are 
leery of too-foreign ways. 





U SUALLY, luxurious as they are, 
| these do not reflect 
much “sense of place.” But you 
‘must remember that they serve a 
‘multiple purpose, which in itself is 
-a commentary on the new nature 
of travel these days, and the way it 
affects the life of the world. With 
the exception of a few which are 
frankly designed to be knock-your- 
eye-out resorts, they are strategi- 
eally placed in cities which have be- 
come major crossroads of interna-

tional business. So, while tourists 
are catered to, they are also havens 
for businessmen who are traveling 
the world as never before, and

don’t look for quaint local charm 
as much as for efficiently purveyed 
comfort, telephone and message 
service, and similar facilities. They 
are meeting places for the local 
people, and many are designed to 
accommodate conferences and con- 
ventions, for the international 
meeting is becoming an everyday 
occurrence in business life. Here is 
where their impact is perhaps most 
subtly significant, for they are sites 
of exposure to American ways. 


r WOULD be idiocy to claim that 
the face of the world is being 
modernized solely through the in- 
fluence of American hotels, but they 
are clearly affecting other hotels 
around the world. It is interesting 
and sometimes alarming to see how 
one concept can be borrowed, 
standardized 
“modern” cliché. For example, the 
bed-sitting room shows up eyen in 


and frozen into a 


remodeled inns. At one point last 
year we felt that if we cracked our 
head once more on that wooden 
case that holds the sofa-bed slip- 
covers, we'd get up and sleep on 
the nearest park bench. Whatever 
happened to the honest-to-goodness 
bed with the decent bed table and 
reading light? We'd settle for that 
even if a room didn’t have that 
other new cliché—the terraced bal. 
cony (which we never have time to 
sit on) and which often opens on a 
tasty view of new construction. We 
wouldn’t mind a little faded flow- 
ered chintz for a change, either, as 
a variation on the omnipresent and 
anonymous abstract upholstery pat- 
terns and the nubby textured draw- 
curtains. And personally we find 
there’s something melancholy about 
crossing an ocean or two to drink 
tea made with a tea bag, or 
to find hamburgers and griddle 
cakes and chocolate  frosteds 
starred on a menu in Paris or 
Tokyo. 

However, the American influence 
is a fact of life—just, incidentally, 
as it is a fact of life that our own 
living has never before been so 
bombarded by influences from the 
world at large. And if you look at 
this cross-pollination in the proper 
perspective, travel today becomes 
even more fascinating than it ever 
was before. There is a certain pi- 
quancy in the sight of men in fezzes 
drinking Scotch while the tourists 
drink arak, or observing a_ soft 
drink sign overshadowing the ship- 
yard where they build Chinese 
junks in Aberdeen, or watching a 
Fiji villager cut the village lawn 
with a power mower. 

It is indeed a changing world. 


The moral is to get going before 


it changes much more.

father express this philosophy countless times, but. still 
they are probably not aware of how completely it underlies 
what their parents are trying to do for the five of them 
before they're set free on their own. 

“When the children were small,” Mrs. Rigby recalls, “my 
husband and I decided that in addition to love and tender 
care, the most important things we could give them were the 
finest education and the best home we could afford. That's 
the program we've tried to carry out.” 

The three older girls, fourteen, fifteen, and sixteen, attend 
a private day school of high academic caliber and exacting 
standards. The younger two, eight and nine, are bene- 
fitting from a vastly improved and enriched public school 
curriculum. 

“I don’t know yet what we'll decide to do when William 
and Niki reach high school,” Penny Rigby candidly admits, 
“because at the moment we're well satisfied with the kind 
of education the Beverly Hills school system is giving them. 
A few years ago, however, when Caroline, our oldest daugh- 
ter, was entering ninth grade, it seemed to us that undue 
emphasis was being placed on clothes and dates and so- 
phisticated hair styles by the girls themselves.

so it just seemed wiser—albeit costlier—to enroll them in 
a girls’ school where they now wear cotton pastel uniforms, 
attend small classes, and practically all of the students are 
college-directed.” 

But even this excellent school doesn’t completely fulfill 
Dr. and Mrs. Rigby’s high hopes for what a well-rounded 
educated woman should be, so they continually supplement 
the school’s teaching with intellectual exercises of their own. 

A few summers ago, for example, the doctor, who loves to 
quote poetry himself, decided that children in this jet age 
weren t memorizing poetry classics. True, they studied Tenny- 
son, Kipling, and Keats, but they couldn’t recite passages 
as he could. He thereupon decreed that each child during 
his summer vacation should learn one poem a week. and 
recite it at the Sunday dinner table. 

There were protests at first and alibis about required 
summer reading, but the doctor stood firm. After a week or 
so ihe children fell into line. Hiawatha and Ode to a Night- 
ingale became big hits. Now when the family goes on a trip 
or sits around doing handwork, some one will inevitably 
start reciting or reading aloud from Robert Frost, Dylan 
Thomas, or The Oxford Book of English Verse. 

The Rigby children have also come to appreciate Shakes- 
peare. but through television.

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@ Every parent has longed for deliverance from the relent- 
less clamor and din that small children make, from the jumble 
they can create faster than grownups can pick up after them. 
Many have dreamed of an extension on the house—just for 
children—but there is always one nagging problem: how 
to isolate the noise and mess without seeming to ostracize 
the offspring. 

One solution: a separate sleep-play zone so completely 
appealing to the younger generation in every way that the 
children spend their playtime there out of pure preference. 

On this and the next six pages is an excellent example 
of such an arrangement in a house designed for the growing 
and changing needs of two generations under one roof. The 
key to its success is a spacious playroom, made sound- 
absorbent by an acoustical ceiling and a concrete floor. 
The clamor and jumble are confined to this attractive room 
by the simple expedient of keeping all the toys here, while 
bedrooms on the floor above serve for sleeping only. 

During the week, toys and “projects” are strewn from end 
to end in the playroom. Saturday morning the entire family 
joins in a grand put-away session. If guests arrive between 
sessions, the havoc is neatly sealed off from the rest of the 
house by simply closing the playroom’s inconspicuous door. 

In creating this two-wing house, Architect Norman Klein 
faced a difficult site problem. Steep, slightly bowl-shaped, 
the site called for a plan of varying interrelated levels. 
But the house would have to be fitted into the site so

It is not by chance that this house has a distinctly Japanese 
flavor. Not only are the architect and the family for whom 
he built it great admirers of the Japanese tradition, but a 
young nisei architect named Ikuyu Tagawa lent a hand in 
the planning and its execution. 

In typical Japanese fashion, a single unit of measurement 
has been carried throughout the design of the house. This 
6’6”" module provides a certain formal rhythm without which 
a house of so many changes of level and direction, a house 
with so many elements of its construction exposed would 
have seemed chaotic. The result, instead, is serenity. 


By such oriental devices as sliding walls that disappear 


into slots, considerable flexibility is incorporated into the 


basically open plan to adapt to the present and future n 


of its occupants. 

In a straightforward, thoroughly American way, however, 
the kitchen is the center of the whole house. Its windows face 
in three directions. When its interior wall is pushed back 
out of sight, the woman of the house can keep tabs on almost 
any activity. She looks out on the deck where the children 
ride their tricycles; she can tune in on guest conversation 
while she’s serving dinner; she even has a special lookout 
over one end of the sink counter to see who is at the door.

@ The best gift you can give a child is a room of his own. 
It can be his most important possession. Every child needs 
a place to bring friends. It is essential for self-esteem and 
his development as a worth-while human being. A room of 
his own can satisfy this social need in a way a shared room 
can not. 

Every child needs a place for privacy, a secure niche to 
which he can withdraw when the going gets rough and all 
the world seems hostile. A room of his own offers such a 
haven. It can be a quiet retreat where he can read, study, 
play (or listen to) music without being disturbed, where he 
can keep pets, make model cars, explore and develop his own 
special interests, whatever they may be.

The interiors of the house maintain the simplicity of the 
cottage style, with all surfaces designed to keep maintenance 
down. The stained ceiling, prefinished plywood walls, and 
hardwood floors will take a lot of abuse and still look good. 

Though the house is nominally a three-bedroom, two-bath 
house, one of the children’s bedrooms can be divided in the 
middle by an accordion wall (photographs on opposite 
page). This creates two 8’ x 10’ areas, and with double- 
decker beds in one or both spaces, it can become quite a 
dormitory, if necessary. The wide folding doors, shutting 
this area off from the hall, are normally kept open.

From the broad carport guests approach the front door by 


a covered walk, a colonnade of brick piers which runs along 
far side of house (see plan, page 87). The gateway at the 
right leads into the children’s play yard, adjoining the recrea- 
tion room. The children’s entrance, a door at left of gate, 
opens into a mud-room, a “‘reception room” for their guests. 


@® Some families change houses as often as their needs 
change. Being somewhat regularly on the move, their chil- 
dren probably develop little feeling for home as a significant 
place or as an integral element in a neighborhood. 

Other families, intending to remain in one place, build 
houses that are adaptable to their changing needs. These, 
if favorably located with regard to a social and a physical 
environment, can, with time, come to mean home in’ the 
fullest sense of the word, a place that has acquired a patina 
of personal experiences and human events, an aura of associa- 
tions that cannot be bought and applied. 

This house, designed by Alden B. Dow, architect, for a 
Michigan couple and their children has the potential for 
becoming such a home. 

Situated on a beautifully-wooded lakeshore, it is in an 
environment with endless opportunity for outdoor recreation 
the year around. It offers experiences that many families 
each year drive many miles away from home to seek: cook- 
outs on the lakeshore, swimming and boating during the 
summer, and skating during the winter. 

The large, screened porch at one end of the house—an 
insect-free living room for the summer months—is a place 
where the parents and their friends can relax for a drink 
before dinner. But to the children it is—and will be re- 


membered as 





a place of sandwiches and pitchers of cool 
lemonade, of lazy summer afternoons, of quiet evenings 
filled with the mysterious sounds (Please turn the page)

of midsummer or the sweet melancholy of summer’s end. 

Although their own homes may not have had any partic- 
ular architectural identity, most adults can recall certain 
memories associated with buildings. Some of these are ex- 
periences provided by architecture alone. Perhaps it was 
a proud, old house standing somewhat aloof on an expanse 
of shaded lawn. Or a stairway that was unexplainably 
pleasant to ascend. A person is poor who does not have these. 

This house offers similar experiences that will become 
added enrichment for family life: the quiet dignity of simple 
materials well used; the rhythm of the piers as one walks 
along the covered way leading to the entrance; the pleasure 
of entering into a tail, top-lighted hall; the short flights 
of inviting stairs leading to the parents’ suite or the chil- 
dren’s rooms; the quiet thrill of going into the living room 
and being, in effect, again outdoors, enjoying the views 
of the lake framed by the window mullions and the trees; 
the satisfying comfort of winter afternoons or evenings spent 
with the family by a fireplace large enough for a hearty fire. 

Its workmanlike but homey kitchen is one of those from 
which, for the delight of the young child, will emerge such 
wonders as a birthday cake a-glitter (Please turn the page) 





The kitchen is planned for service to the screened porch and 
recreation room as well as the living room. Door to porch is 
at left of photo below.

But the room that will come to mean the most to the 
children (although it will also be used by the parents when 
they entertain informally) is the recreation room. 

Having a separate, outside entrance via the “mud room,” 
it is a place to which the children, whatever their age may 
be at the time, will feel more inclined to bring their play- 
mates or chums, friends or infatuations. It is a room that 
reduces the needs for parental cautioning or reprimanding. 
It is a center for the children’s activities. 

Large enough now for group games and tricycling of 
nursery school children, it will be spacious enough later for 
teenage ping-pong and dances. It has ample storage now 
holding toys but will soon hold record-players, movie pro- 
jectors, books, sports equipment, etc. 

If one studies the plan of this house and pictures in his 
mind the changing needs of a family, he will find that, 
although it is well fitted to the present needs of a young 
couple with several children, it is not too tightly fitted.

A guide to choosing your child's record library 


® Listening to records can be an important and happy part 
of a child’s life. It is solitary play—for those lovely times 
when a child wants to be alone to dream and listen and think. 

Sadly enough there is a common American anxiety about 
“passive entertainment.” We tend to think the desirable, 
healthy child is gregarious and active, overlooking his 
need to daydream or just to be by himself. Every child has 
his own activity appetite. Some boys and girls are all rugged 
play, others prefer quiet. Certainly we want our children 
to know both kinds of play and how to enjoy each to the hilt. 
When we feel sorry for the adult who “can’t” retire because 
he has no inner resources to feed upon, we may be pitying 
someone who, as a child, never learned to be happily alone. 
Of course the extremely withdrawn (or the excessively active) 
child does give just cause for concern. But parents who know 
and love their children can relax and be glad when junior 
retires to his record player or a book or a daydream. He is 
developing a personal fortune in fantasy that will enrich 
his soul throughout his life. 


Although the “new eye” of the child sees the world’s riches 
with an enviable freshness, he lacks experience and discrim- 
ination. You can help develop his good taste by filling his 
record library with the beautiful, the comic, the rich, and 
the profound. Children as young as four and five can learn 
to work the simple, not too expensive phonographs on the 
market today. The record library will soon be growing.

The treasure chest of recorded sound—music, stories, 
poetry—is so vast and so varied in quality that you may 
want guidance. A record list at the end of this article will 
give specific suggestions about how to develop your child’s 
listening capacities. 

Many assume that children cannot enjoy or understand 
“difficult” music or excellence of performance. But this 
is not necessarily so. The untrained ear of the child has 
no prejudice against atonal music or rhythmic schemes. His 
ear is sensitive to performance excellence, even if he hasn’t 
the word to say so. A child’s limitations are the shortness 
of his attention span and his bewilderment with complicated 
patterns. He is confused by a concentration of many voices 
and many kinds of sound. Choruses and huge orchestras 
overwhelm him. He prefers a single voice and a small 
ensemble. He can “hear them better.” 

A child’s previous experience with records, music, and 
the fine art of listening are better guides for selection than 
his age. Three useful groupings are, however, pre-school to 
about nine, nine to thirteen, and adolescence. 

In general, choose simpler, shorter, more rhythmic music, 
song, and story for the younger, less experienced child. 
Repetition of word, phrase, and refrain delights the very 
young who are learning to inflect, make longer sentences and 
read. Mozart’s “Eine Kleine Nachtmusik” is an ideal musical 
selection. Its episodes are short, rhythmical, and melodious. 





DO choose the best of music, story, poetry, and per- 
formance. Children learn excellence by being surrounded 
by it. Give an older child Rudolf Serkin’s recording of 
Beethoven’s “Moonlight” Sonata (Columbia ML 5164). 


DON'T choose excerpts or adaptations when whole 
versions are available. A whole thing has a one-ness and 
an authority that communicates to children as powerfully 
as to adults. Your child will like Boris Karloff reading 
Kipling’s “Just So Stories” (Caedmon TC 1038 


DO look for short, simple, clear presentations. Lavish 
backgrounds are more confusing than amusing. Julie 
Harris’s reading of Emily Dickinson’s poetry (Caedmon TC 
1119) is a good example of the clear, simple statement that 
allows a young listener to use his imagination too. 


DON'T choose records that “talk down.” Children 
are violently opposed to being patronized. They enjoy 
Alan Mills’ Folk Songs for Young Folk (Folkways FC 
M0217 21)" 


DO round out your child’s record library with variety, 
just as you vary his diet. Ringling Brothers and Barnum 
and Bailey Circus Band (Capitol T 265) is rousing fun. 


Folk songs sung by authentic singers are loved by young and 
old children as are dances and Sousa marches. The strict 
rhythm is easy for them to grasp and the spirit of patriotic 
martial music is appropriate to many moods of childhood. In 
the same spirit is the trumpet music of Purcell, Vivaldi, and 
Haydn. 

Ballet music appeals to slightly older children. Easy to 
make up dances to are Offenbach’s “Gaité Parisienne,” 
Tchaikovsky’s “Nutcracker Suite.” and Shostakovich’s “Age 
of Gold.” They can also become musical backgrounds for 
homemade puppet plays. 

Much operetta, opera, and musical comedy is easy for 
children to enjoy and acts as a first step to the difficulties 
of Wagner and Verdi. Gilbert and Sullivan is fun, even if

The 
“Do Re Mi” song from Rodgers and Hammerstein’s “Sound 
of Music” is on its way to becoming a nursery song of the 
same ilk as the alphabet nursery song. 

Sometimes composers write for or take ideas from child- 
hood themes. The best of these are for children only in the 
sense that they are short and gay. There is no compromise 
in quality, no “writing down.” Haydn’s “Toy Symphony” is 
the classic. Ernst von Dohaanyi’s “Variations on a Nursery 
Song” is based on the “Baa Baa Black Sheep” nursery theme. 
Older children will recognize the melody and enjoy what 
happens to it. Adults will appreciate the variations, too. Other 
compositions written with children in mind include Benjamin 
Britten’s “Young Person’s Guide to the Orchestra” and De- 
bussy’s “Children’s Corner Suite” (written for parents but 
also appealing to children, it includes the “Golliwog’s Cake- 
Walk.” an infectious introduction to syncopation ). 

Saint-Saens “Carnival of Animals” is a classic giggle- 
getter among the small fry who can hear what animals look 
like. Heitor Villa-Lobos has written much music that appeals 
to children. Especially enjoyable is “The Little Train of the 
Caipira,” which sounds something like a musical rendition 
of “The Little Engine That Could.” 

Prokofiev's “Peter and the Wolf” tells about musical themes 
and instruments as it tells its story. Peter is represented by 
a string quartet, the wolf by three horns. So catchy are the 
themes and so happily repeated that even on first hearing 
a child can hum Peter’s tune. 

Combining words and music can be disastrous when narra- 
tion is superimposed on music. A child’s attention is torn 
between trying to understand the words and listening to the 
music. A pleasant exception is Tchaikovsky's “Between 
Birthdays” with Ogden Nash verses read by Peter Ustinov. 
The bouncy rhymes are read before each episode of the suite. 
The same record has Nash verses for Tchaikovsky’s “Nut- 
cracker Suite,” again carefully separated from the music. 

Spoken records take a quite different place in the record 
library. They are not ends-in-themselves to the extent that 
music records are. Rather they are a bridge to reading, 
acting as an introduction to an (Please turn to page 116)

The Comical, 


t that curious, halfway point in children’s lives— 
adolescence—their home-needs and desires seem as 
contradictory as their behavior. And their behavior 

is indeed unique. On one hand, these grown-up children 
would like to exercise complete independence. A private tele- 
phone, a driver’s license, and freedom to come and go are 
their immediate objectives. On the other hand, they’re likely 
to seek parental co-operation and support for the simplest of 
their pursuits. 

One minute they seem impervious to noise. Raucous voices, 
blaring Hi Fi, bouncing balls, and a dance called “The 
Stomp’—these are the sounds of their enjoyment. Minutes 
later they can be begging for privacy, peace, and quiet. 

They can be marvelous with younger brothers and sisters 
when they're in a good mood. They can also be short-tem- 
pered and ruthless. They’re capable and conscientious in per- 
forming their chores and home duties, but they absolutely 
hate being told when, what, and where to do their bit. And 
so they go from one extreme to another. 

Today's college-oriented teenagers study hard and long 
at their “solids.” Many of them engage in extra-curricular 
sports and arts programs. They put in a full, activity-packed 
school week, but, when they relax and let off steam, they're 
explosive. They love impromptu gatherings with friends and 
“mixers” with dates, but they prefer these affairs without 
trappings. Their party credo: the less fuss the better. 

Apparently these same bright adolescents can live happily 
amid their personal clutter and chaos, but they complain 
dramatically if their room arrangement doesn’t provide 
enough clear work area, shelf space, and closet storage for 
studies, hobbies and clothes. Quite often the more untidy 
their room, the more fastidious they are in person. , 

These youngsters all seem to take pride and delight in 
their homes. They’re genuinely appreciative of a good back- 
ground, but theyre reticent about projecting family means 
and accomplishments into the teenage world. They prefer to 
attain recognition on their own merits. They want our help 
but not too much. 

In short, adolescents are an enigma. They’re an unpredict- 
able element in any well-ordered home, but it is precisely in 
the home that these youthful extremes can best be met. By 
trying to anticipate their changing needs, by modifying their 
intense desires, by allowing for their uneven development, by 
humoring them humorously, we parents can help them bridge 
the gap between a carefree childhood and an assured matur- 
ity. We can do this most effectively by being aware of and 
ready for the peculiar characteristics of this trying, tran- 
sitional period. 

Take for example, the question of independence. How 
much? How soon? How complete? These are some of the 
hotly contested issues of adolescence. Parents who aren’t ex- 
pecting a revolt of their young from age thirteen to

twenty may find themselves in a state of shock when sud- 
denly faced with requests for a car, a larger allowance, a 
separate telephone, and unlimited freedom. If unprepared, 
they’re likely to answer the demands with consistent denial. 
Immediately, the battle-lines are drawn. The youngsters 
make exaggerated demands, knowing that only a small part 
will be granted. The besieged parents take the “safe” position 
of first saying “no” to every request and then gradually 
conceding some favors. The resulting contest of will pro- 
duces a stalemate or at best an uneasy truce. While the 
teenagers are calculating how much latitude they can expect, 
their parents are wondering what they can expect next. 


L. reality and in keeping with the contradictory nature 
of adolescents, all they actually want is permission to be 
more independent. They want the “right” to decide some 
things for themselves. They want enough freedom to make 
approved choices. When parents meet the teenage rebellion 
with equanimity and even offer more license than children 
expect, the insurgents quickly retreat, for experience soon 
teaches them that freedom entails responsibility. And with 
this knowledge they are a step closer to maturity. 

An amusing illustration of this point came to my attention 
last summer. Four girls, all high school seniors, conceived 
the idea of renting a furnished apartment for the summer. 
They presented the plan to their parents as “a good experi- 
ence before going off to college.” 

Fortunately, the first mother who was told of the project 
didn’t veto it. Instead she was co-operative to a dismaying 
degree. 

“Be sure,” she cautioned the girls, “that you find an 
apartment in a building that has washing machines or else 
you should move near a laundromat. Be sure to budget for 
a telephone because you girls do like to talk on the phone. 
Then don’t forget about utilities and groceries.” 

Using the same co-operative approach, another mother 
told the girls of an apartment available for sub-leasing— 
only the owners wanted their mail forwarded, the plants 
watered, and the dogs looked after. A third mother was 
pleased with the idea because it meant an extra bedroom for 
summer house guests. 

With so many helpful reminders of household duties and 
responsibilities, the thought of living away from home 
gradually lost much of its excitement and appeal. In the end 
the girls were content to spend two weeks at a beach cottage 
owned by one set of parents. There, the telephone was 
already installed, the utilities paid for, and the girls were 
allowed to bring their laundry home. 

Another illustration of adept handling of adolescent crises 
is this one concerning cars. As everyone knows, all American 
teenagers regard a car as the most valuable possession they 
can own. To them a hot-rod is a status symbol, a sure bid

for popularity, a magic carpet to anywhere. It’s difficult to 
make them realize that even a Ferrari is, after all, just a 
means of transportation. But this spring I was lucky enough 
to witness how deftly one wise father put cars into a proper 
perspective for my teenage son and his group of friends. 

This parent had been particularly generous with the fam- 
ily’s compact car. He let his sixteen-year-old son drive 
any of his friends to the movies, to school games, to their 
homes. The only limitations on the privilege was that he 
not cruise aimlessly, that he leave word where he was going, 
and that he drive carefully. If, however, anything did go 
wrong he was to call home immediately. 

All went well until one Saturday when the boys over- 
loaded the small car with one too many husky athletes. 
Taking a left turn too sharply, the compact gently rolled over 
on its side. No one was hurt. No one panicked. The boys 
calmly climbed out through the opening in the top. They 
righted the car, got back in, and drove off. Their one worry 
was how to explain the scraped side to the father-owner. 

Acknowledging that it was solely his responsibility and 
the sooner he faced up to it the better, the sixteen-year-old 
dropped off his passengers, then went home to break the 
news. His father was marvelous. He listened to his son’s 
story, inspected the damage, and then said firmly, “I want 
you to be absolutely sure that none of your friends was hurt. 
A car can always be repaired or replaced but a human body 
cannot. You must telephone each boy’s family and explain 
what happened so they can double-check for sprains and 
strains.” 

Of course it was embarrassing for this group of young 
giants to explain how they had turned a car over, negotiating 
a corner at 15 miles an hour. But the one point they all 
learned from the experience and learned unforgettably was 
that people matter more than cars. 


Next to cars, most teenagers rank the telephone in im- 
portance. Excessive use of the instrument is common and 
characteristic of this age group and, like a car, the telephone 
can become a major problem unless parents are prepared to 
treat the matter intelligently. 

Phone-use is magnified into a cause célébre when a parent 


'—usually a father—can’t reach his home because the line is 


busy. He grows impatient. His impatience burgeons into 
anger. Finally he hands down an ultimatum—no more phone 
calls by the children for a month! In rebuttal come tears and 
the wail, “None of this would have happened if I had a 
phone of my own.” 

Under such circumstances, to give in and install another 
phone would be unthinkable. Nor would it correct the funda- 
mental fault of long, rambling. pointless phone conservations. 
Better to anticipate the problem and train children in the 
useful use of the telephone. (Please turn to page 112)

how to help the teenagers entertain for themselves

@ The conversation of my teenagers keeps me in a constant 
state of bewilderment. Most of the time their lingo is, as 
they might put it, “over my head like a trapeze act,” but 
at least it keeps me young—I keep telling myself. Some of 
their idiom I have mastered perfectly. For instance, when | 
overhear one of them saying into the telephone (and where 
else are they ever but on that telephone?) “Come over to 
my pad for a splash,” I know immediately that there is about 
to be a swimming party at our house. But is any gathering 
ever called a party? Heavens, no! It’s a “blast” or a “drag” 
or a “splash” or a “twist” (meaning. that all hands will 
come bearing their favorite “wheels,” or records, which 
will be played and listened to raptly and sometimes danced 
to). A dance is a “sock hop,” and in case you don’t dig the 
meaning of the term, it refers to the fact that dancing seems 
now to be done in stocking feet. The group or the gang, as | 
called my intimates in my day, is now called the “herd” 
or the “crew.” 

This vocabulary may vary with locale, | am told, but 
whether it’s the “herd” or the “crew” that is due to come 
milling in, for a “blast” or a “bash” or a “coke-tailer.” 
mothers of teenagers instinctively understand one thing: 
Food is about to be eaten in quantity. What lots of mothers 


can't get through their heads, though, (and I confess it 
took me some time to grasp it) is that under no circum- 
stances can these little gatherings be anything else but 
casual. The kids simply don’t want a pre-planned, sit-down 
dinner, or any kind of “do” that smacks of formality or 
too much parental management. Such things are considered 
“finky.” a “waste,” a “lost cause,” and “there’s no hope” 
for anyone who'd permit his or her mother to stage such 
a “bomb.” 

To them, no party is “boss” unless they themselves set 
its tempo—and that’s a mighty casual one by the standards 
of us old folks. They want to sit on the floor. (I sometimes 
wonder what we have chairs for.) They want to prepare 
their own food. With the possible exception of spaghetti and 
pancakes and sausages, which go over big when our kids 
entertain, they spurn foods they can’t eat by hand. They want 
to feel free to whip up their own amazing Dagwoods without 
getting the raised-eyebrow treatment when mayonnaise gets 
piled on almond cookies or peanut butter gets topped with 
roquefort cheese and pickles. (Some of their gooped-up 
taste thrills are frightening to contemplate.) It all boils 
down to this: They want to do it themselves. And I for 


one am delighied to let them. (Please turn the page)

For a long time now I’ve felt that teenagers are too often 
treated as if they were a peculiar race apart instead of 
simply as young human beings turning into adults. They 
are struggling to assert themselves as individuals, with the 
right to make their own decisions, independent of super- 
vision. So any time I can hand over to them the kind of 
responsibility I’m sure they can cope with, I think I’m giving 
them a good leg up on the growing-up process. 

The parties of my teenagers are not only cook-it-yourself 
affairs so far as the guests are concerned. The planning 
and preparations are also do-it-yourself so far as our kids 
are concerned. [ insist that they take on the responsibility 
of gathering in the food and deciding on how they want 
to serve it (usually with a few carefully aimed, off-hand 
suggestions from me). This makes them more aware of 
the work that entertaining entails and shows them that, 
after all, these things are not done with mirrors. 

Since collecting all kinds of table-setting and party 
equipment is my big love, our cupboards provide the kids 
with plenty of material for setting up colorful party back- 
grounds. They seem to get a kick out of planning what 
goes with what, and this thrills me because I feel that 
they are learning while they’re having fun. Most of their 
“bashes” occur on the terrace or around the pool, so, 
needless to say, I don’t invite them to use my finest pos- 


sessions, but they are welcome to anything that can’t be

broken, damaged, or irreparably soiled. I keep stocked up 
on this kind of equipment which includes paper tablecloths, 
paper napkins and paper plates (in case you haven't seen 
any lately, they get better-looking all the time), plasticized 
materials that need only wiping, and unbreakable tableware 
like Melmac plastic plates and enamelware. We have some 
insulated double-plastic “glasses” called Tervis-on-the-Rox 
which haven't smashed yet, so I consider them a teenage 
party success. 

As for food, the party usually revolves around some ver- 
sion of the sandwich—the old-fashioned sandwich (I was 
going to say plain old-fashioned sandwich, but there’s noth- 
ing plain about the way the kids goop them up), the grilled 
sandwich, the hamburger. For a grilled sandwich or “toast- 
wich” party, you just let them assemble whatever cold 
meats you have left in the refrigerator with, of course, 
all the trimmings the kids like—pickles, relishes, mayon- 
naise, mustard, ad infinitum. If you have no cold meats 
left over, let them open up some canned meat or order up 
some cold cuts. Put out some cheese, and away they ll go, 
grilling their own meat and cheese sandwiches. Another do- 
it-yourself sandwich menu is a batch of different sandwich 
spreads set out in refrigerator dishes. The kids dip in, spread 
their own, and usually grill them. I find they like the activity 
involved in broiling, toasting, and grilling food. 

By far, their favorites are hamburgers and hot dogs. Once. 
when I felt I was up to my eyelashes in hamburgers, I got 
a brainstorm, ground up some raw lamb and provided them 
with the makings of “lamburgers.” It made a nice break in 
the monotony and even the youngsters appreciated the change 
of pace, which was the lesson I was subtly trying to put 
across. You can also vary the hamburger routine with 
chopped tuna for a tunaburger, chopped chicken for a 
chickenburger, or chopped turkey for a turkeyburger. 

Hot dogs are always fun because of the fuzz-buzz of 
grilling them, and the party turns into what I'd call in my 
heyday a wienie roast. But I’ve even given them a clue to

attempting to learn together. The results are frequently 
illuminating and always well worth the try. 

The arts are a natural meeting ground for parent-child 
classes. Age and experience count for little here, and _pre- 
vious education may be a handicap. What matters most is 
receptivity and the desire to achieve—or so the teachers 
tell me. 

In and around Los Angeles, for example, a number of 
ballet and modern dance programs are open to students of 
all ages. The Park and Recreation Department offer some, 
the YMCA others.

know from experience how difficult a step can be, they en- 
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courage their children’s efforts rather than berate them for 
being clumsy. When youngsters see adults practicing assid- 
uously, they concentrate harder. Both age-levels learn to 
admire a skilled performance and to esteem it for the rest 
of their lives, long after the lessons stop. 

Another Californian, Dorothy Royer, feels just as keenly 
about the all-family art classes which she conducts. She 
believes that while her young charges are learning. the older 
ones are unlearning. As she encourages the little ones to 
observe and experiment with colors, clay, and collages, to 
have fun with bent wire, starched string, and other ordi- 
nary materials, she is freeing the older ones from in- 
hibitions, self-consciousness, and artiness. Her classes are 
informal but inspired. There is shared laughter and shared 
enthusiasm. There are moments of discovery and a feeling 
of accomplishment. 

Music, too, offers a fine base for group lessons of mixed 
ages. Many House BraurTirut readers will recall our story 
on the Rodney Walker family who all learned the recorder 
after their oldest son received one as a eilt. 

In my own family, studying a foreign language was the 
first of a variety of classes we've tried. It has proved to 
be a useful and challenging experiment in which we all 
started from zero. This second chance at learning (for me, 
that is) began quite by accident. A few years ago when my 
husband and I decided that our three children should supple- 
ment and enrich their intellectual life with one exira-school 
subject, we selected a language course. We chose Spanish 
because we live in a community originally Mexican in its 
culture. Many of the children’s friends came from Spanish- 
speaking families, and my husband spoke the language 
fluently, though I did not. 

To avoid any argument over “why do we have to learn 
Spanish when you don’t?,” | began taking the weekly lesson 
with them, These classes are now in their fifth year, and all 
sorts of surprising and pleasant developments have emerged. 
Our teacher, Senorita Freese, is a cultivated, charming 
woman who brings more than Spanish into the children’s 
ken. She is an inventive teacher with a delightful sense of 
humor. She has an alert interest in everything she passes 
on to her pupils, and she has become our close friend. 

We can now speak enough Spanish to use simple sentences 
around the house. I can help the children with their written 
Spanish. And occasionally I catch one of the children stop- 
ping and straining to understand what Castro or some other 
Spanish-speaking figure is saying on television. But what 
has been especially interesting to me is to compare our 
individual rates of progress. 

The children speak Spanish with an unadulterated accent 
and are sure of what they know. I sound “American” but can 
read and understand and guess at meanings because of my 
knowledge of French and Latin. I confuse French and Spanish 
vocabularies but a detail like changing word endings gives 
me no problem. The youngsters retain songs and poems we 
learn and skim through the lessens. I find that I have to 
drill myself in memory work that comes easily to them. All 
of us are rather self-conscious about speaking Spanish with 
educated linguists, but we've all had the heady feeling of 
being able to make ourselves understood when Spanish was 
our only means of communication. These similar efforts. 
sensations, and satisfactions seem to indicate that in one 
area, at least, the two generations are living and growing 


together and not apart. (Please turn to page 106)

by suggesting knockwurst or brat- 
wurst to grill. All of this has to be 
accompanied, natch, by a whole 
battery of sweet and sour pickle 
relishes, catsup, musiard, and 
whatever. Our herd 
seems to be devoted to cole slaw, so 
T’'ve stepped into the act and 
shown them how they can pep this

up with chopped carrot, chopped 
apple, some parsley, and chives 
while they're running the cabbage 
and celery through the vegetable 
grinder. It is de rigeur to have all 
kinds of relishes. Sometimes there 
seems to be more goop than filling 
in their sandwiches, for they love 
to experiment. With the teenagers, 
this seems to satisfy some need 
they feel to show how clever and 
inventive they are. “Taste this,” 
theyll say to each other, “Isn't it 
great?” Of course, a gourmet 
would probably faint dead away at 
the concoction. I know I could 
spend three days preparing what | 
would consider a perfect dinner 
for them, and it wouldn’t be one- 
tenth as successful as one of these 
do-it-yourself affairs. 

Our kids 
shish-kebob blast—a simple matter 
of setting out meat cut in small 
canned 


sometimes put on a 


pieces, canned potatoes, 
onions, little cherry tomatoes, and 
green pepper, and letting the group 
skewer their own combinations to 
broil on the shish-kebob grill. This 
is a charcoal broiler which is sur- 
rounded by spits that revolve elec- 
trically. With this vertical broil- 
ing, the fats drain off and away 
from the fire so there’s no flareup 
and reburned fat to worry about. 
Besides being a picturesque item 
to build a party around, it is easily 
operated and cleaned. 


HIS reminds me that a cardinal 

rule in our house is that the 
young must leave the patio or 
kitchen in the same condition in 
which they found it, with everything 
cleaned up and put away. To date, 
they seem to follow the rule quite 
happily. But I suspect a lot of this 
good. behavior has to do with the 
fact that most of their do-it-your- 
self cooking is done with electrical 
appliances that are easy to clean 
and easy to stack away. 

An awful lot of mess and fuss is 
saved, for instance, with our new 
electric barbecue grill. All we need 
to have a barbecue on the terrace is 
an extension cord. You don’t have 
the muss and bother of kindling, 
charcoal, paper, and so on, in order 
to grill a hot dog or a hamburger. 


I also find it a cinch to clean, and 
this delights the kids because they 
are the clean-up squad. To make 
cooking a lot quicker on a cool or 
windy day, you can form a drip 
pan with foil and then use the 
original pan as a cover over the 
food. This speeds up cooking. The 
foil catches the drippings, and you 
just throw it away without having 
to wash a greasy pan. 


SUPPPOSE my three have been 

brainwashed by my own fetish 
for trying to keep table settings and 
the presentation of food out of the 
rut of monotony. Their parties are 
no masterpieces of originality, but 
I’m glad to say that they are recep- 
tive to different 
things and seem to be conscious of 
what goes with what. 

I don’t tell the kids what to do, 
but they seem to have caught on 
that a little something bright and 
different makes a party more fun. 
Each year, I set a different color 
background for my patio, pool and 
swimming parties. I find that a 
change of color is a change of pace 


ways of doing 


and guests enjoy your parties all 
the more because you have added 
something new. At the end of the 
summer, let’s face it, not only are 
our mats tired but our bath towels 
have had it, too, so | have the mats 
recovered and then I buy bath tow- 
els to match. If I have everything 
of one color or of a striking color 
note, no matter how the towels are 
tumbled around the pool, they fall 
in with the color scheme and the 
place does not look like too much 
of a shambles. 

For something new in terrace 
tableware I went to the local dime 
store and found some cute little 
white enamel plates and cups with 
red rims and some, pots and pans 
with red handles and red accents. 
which we use as serving dishes. 

This started me on a whole red 
and white color scheme. In our dry- 
goods store I found some canvas— 
actually, I suppose it is awning ma- 
terial—in red and white stripes, 
and the material is plasticized. No 
matter what is spilled on it, I just 
take a damp cloth and wipe it off 
and it is ready to go again. I did 
not bother to hem it but just cut it 
in a little sawtooth pattern as you 
can see on page 96. 

I painted my deck chairs white, 
had them re-covered in white can- 
vas and then got red bath towels. 
It is really fun to see how every- 
thing blends together when you 
consider your outdoor furniture as 





part of your outdoor table setups. 

Specially for the kids I collected 
some plates from the dime store 
which look like old-fashioned Eng- 
lish soup bowls. No matter what 
you have in your casserole, whether 
it be ranch-style beans, spaghetti, 
or a great big salad, you can pile 
your plate full and the food does 
not run over. 

When the kids aren’t using the 
bowls, I use them as dessert dishes 
for my own parties. I serve giant 
strawberries with 
with a littlke mound of powdered 
sugar and then pass a bottle of 


stems on them 


Kirsch. So you can see our dishes, 
even if they are from the dime 
store and cost 35 cents apiece, can 
be used for all types of food—from 
the main course to dessert, and for 
both teenage and grown-up parties. 

I really prefer cloth napkins to 
paper, although some of today’s pa- 
per napkins can fool you—they 
look so linen-like. I like to 
bandannas for napkins. They are 
easily washed and, if you don’t 
feel like flinging them into the 


use 


washing machine, you can tell the 
kids to take them home as a little 
present. At our own barbecues at 
night we use small red terrycloth 
towels as napkins. If you are hav- 
ing corn on the cob or other food 
that has to be picked up in your 
fingers, a bath towel is a great 
comfort. They are easily washed 
and never do you have to think of 
pressing them. I also have some 
giant-size napkins in seersucker— 


really great because they don’t 
reed ironing, either. 
My teenagers have become 


pretty adept at the ‘chipping and 
chopping — that when 
you're preparing food for a party 


goes on 
and, what with ready-mixes and 
canned goodies that save so much 
time and effort, they can produce 
some creditable dishes. 

I am giving you some of their 
favorite recipes which, in all mod- 
esty, | have had a quiet hand in, 
trying to figure out how many 
servings each recipe will make.

how I have figured them. 


Tunaburgers 


Get the light grated tuna. Out 
West, “Tempest Brand 
Light Grated Tuna” which works 
well because there is very little oil 


we have 


in this. It is put out by Regent 
Food Company in Oakland, Cali- 
fornia. 

I put two cans of tuna into a 
bowl, lifting it out of the tins care- 


fully to avoid getting any excess 
oil in the bowl. Then I mix the 
tuna with mayonnaise to a con- 
sistency that is just moist enough 
so that you can pat the mixture 
into cakes. The kids pat these to- 
gether, lay them on some wax pa- 
per, and put them in a pan, cover 
them and then refrigerate 
they are ready to use. They do 


| 
these on the morning of their party. 


You grill them just lightly until 
they are hot through, because, after 
all, the tuna is already cooked. 


Turkey or Chickenburgers 
For two cups of ground up raw 
turkey or raw chicken, you will 


need four 


one egg and three to 
tablespoons of bread crumbs. Beat 
the egg, add the bread crumbs, and 
whip them all up so they are well 
mixed. Then add the turkey slowly 
and mix it well so that it is moist 
enough to form into patties. These 
should be fairly thin patties for 
they shouldn’t need long cooking, 
or they will dry out. Place them 
on wax paper, cover well, and re- 
frigerate until they are ready to 
use. You can do these on the morn- 
ing of your party. 


Lamburgers 


For the lamburgers, I have the 
butcher grind two pounds of lamb, 
asking him to take off all the ex- 
cess fat because lamb fat is a little 
difficult to cope with. Then, I stir 
in Chef Howald’s seasoning or a 
mixture of dried meat herbs, and 
pat it into the patties. If you like 
lamb rare, you can make these 
lamburgers the same thickness as 
you do hamburgers. I prefer lamb 


underdone for I find it juicier.

Stanton’s Spaghetti Scramble 


This is considered a swinging 
favorite in our teenage circle, and 
it is so simple—just a packaged 
spaghetti dinner “beefed” up with 
onion soup, tomato sauce, and ham- 
burger. You need: 


2 8-oz. cans Campbell’s Onion Soup 

2 8-0z. cans S & W Spanish Style 
Tomato Sauce 

2 packages Kraft Spaghetti Dinner, 
Italian style 

2 lbs. ground hamburger 

Parmesan grated cheese in addition 


to cheese in packaged dinner 


Place onion soup in a frying pan. 
Cook spaghetti and tomato sauce 
according to directions on package 
labels. Lightly pat hamburger into 
1144-inch diameter balls. Carefully 
place them in onion soup, cook for 
a few minutes, then turn carefully 
and cook for a few minutes more. 
Pour onion soup into tomato sauce, 
mix well, then pour this over 
drained spaghetti on which you 
have placed the meatballs. 

Set out the Parmesan cheese on 
the table so guests can add it as 


their tastes dictate. 

Milk and cola drinks are stand- 
ard equipment at any teenage 
blast, but our kids are also partial 
to this brew of iced tea mixed 
with gingerale: 


Spiced Tea 


Place 5 bags of tea into a 4-cup 
Pyrex pitcher, fill with cold water 
and let stand overnight. In a sauce- 
pan cut up one lemon in sections, 
add a half-inch of cinnamon bark, 
a pinch of coriander seed, 44 cup 
of sugar, and 114 cups of water. 
Bring this to a boil, boil a couple 
of minutes, then cool and _ strain. 
Pour tea into a jug, add the cooled 
strained lemon liquid and keep in 
the refrigerator until ready to use. 
This will keep several days and 
never gets cloudy. Serve in tall 
glasses with ice. Fill glasses with 
one-half gingerale and _ one-half 
iced tea. 

I like to put a sprig of mint into 
each glass and a slice of Jemon as 
a decoration. You can experiment 
with your spices when you make 
this tea. I sometimes add a pinch 
of cassia buds.

Lost opportunities in not learn- 
ing a social sport probably consti- 
tute the most commonly expressed 
regret of parents. There are hun- 
dreds of golf widows, tennis bloop- 
ers, and ski bunnies from coast to 
coast today whose one regret is 
that they didn’t play more or start 
sooner to perfect a sport they could 
enjoy in later life. On the other 
hand, those who aren’t ashamed of 
being middle-aged beginners are 
taking skiing, riding, or sailing in- 
struction with their children and, 
usually, loving every minute of it. 

The beauty of beginning any leis- 
ure-time athletic instruction with 
your children is that as soon as one 
player outdistances you, you can go 
back a grade and begin with a 
smaller child. I have seen this hap- 
pen repeatedly among my acquaint- 
ances. A girl who played a little 
tennis or golf in her school days 


| marries a man who plays an excel- 


He may encourage his 
wife to join him during their early 
years but as soon as_baby-care 
takes her out of practice, she usu- 
ally retires to the gallery. Unless 
she is an avid athlete and insists on 
private lessons to get her game 
back into shape, her next-best time 
for resuming the sport is when the 


children are starting their lessons. 
One college friend who has done 
this most successfully took semi- 
private tennis lessons with her old- 
est son. She improved her serve 
and forehand enough to play mixed 
doubles with her husband and other 
Then, as her first-born 
made the school tennis team and 
moved out of his mother’s class, she 
resumed her lesson-taking with her 
second boy. Now, her backhand is 
on a par with the rest of her game, 
and this family of four enjoys 
evenly-matched games of tennis. 
Mothers aren’t the only parents 
who benefit by taking lessons with 
their small fry. This past winter on 
the ski slopes I was struck by the 
number of fathers enrolled in the 
intermediate classes with their off- 


couples. 


spring. In many such cases, it was 
the Old Man who needed to im- 
prove his turns while Mother was 
the expert. 

In every class mentioned so far 
the children’s age-level has been 
from six to sixteen, but lessons 
and learning needn’t be limited 
to the pre-twenties. Many reward- 
ing courses can be taken with 
your grown-up children whose in- 
terests and talents are related to 
yours. Newlywed daughters and 
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experienced mothers often find it 
quite fascinating to take domestic 
art courses in such diverse fields as 
gourmet cooking, landscaping, up- 
holstering, dressmaking, and home- 
nursing, to name a few. As the 
brides are learning for the first 
time, the “old hands” are taking a 
refresher, updating their knowl- 
edge and acquiring new techniques. 

From a strictly practical stand- 
point, learning “en famille’ makes 
good sense. If you suspect that two 
generations are going to need a cer- 
tain skill or knowledge, they might 


as well ali go through the learning 


stage simultaneously and reach the 
enjoyment stage together. One be- 
ginner can help another. Also, the 
time spent driving to and fro and 
waiting for a child’s lesson to end 
might just as well be spent in par- 
ticipation. Or better yet, an in- 
structor, teacher, or tutor is more 
inclined to come to you for a group 
class rather than for one pupil. Be- 
sides being more convenient, group 
lessons are usually less costly. And 
lastly—the surest way to propel 
your children into broader cultural, 
intellectual, and pleasurable paths 
is by leading them there yourself.

She conveys her 
own enthusiasm for homemaking 
by working along with the girls, 
verbalizing basic principles and 
permitting them to attempt fancy 
and complicated feats. 

Take cooking, for instance. Most 
children are more interested in pre- 
paring fancy desserts than apple- 
sauce, so Penny Rigby lets her 
girls experiment with spectacular- 
looking cakes, meringue swans, and 
even Café Brilot. This follows the 
Cordon Bleu approach to gourmet 
cooking. The French assume that 
every applicant for the course can 
read a cook book and knows the 
fundamentals. Their goal is to en- 
courage students to try the unique 
dificult. In the Rigby 


household when a cake doesn’t rise 


and the

They exercise a similar equanim- 
ity in making their own clothes. 
Although each of the three took a 
sewing course in school and a se- 
ries of summer lessons at a Singer 
Sewing Center, they accomplished 
very little in the way of dress-mak- 
ing until their mother showed her 
confidence by giving them a clothes 
allowance and encouraging them 
to make summer dresses. The fin- 
ished products turned out remark- 
ably well, so now they stretch their 
clothes budgets by making as many 
outfits as time and their turn at the 
sewing machine will allow.

And speaking of self-education, 
Penny Rigby’s major educational 
project as an adult has been the 
planning and building of their new 
home. After looking at ready-built 
houses for several years and not 
finding any with seven bedrooms 
and easy maintenance, she and her 
husband decided to build one spe- 
cifically tailored to their family’s 
needs. The doctor's part in the 
project was to approve the site and 
set the budget, then he turned his 
attention back to the practice of 
medicine, saying: “Have fun, darl- 
ing, I know you'll enjoy this.

It was. Mrs. Rigby interviewed 
35 architects and inspected their 
work. “I never had a better year,” 
she recalls. “They all took me to 
lunch, and I learned about houses.” 

Carl Maston, the architect she 
finally chose, was especially in- 
structive. She explained to him that 
what she wanted essentially was a 
simple, modern house with lots of 
bathrooms, ‘“‘a very big, cheap 
house.” Maston smiled and 
rected her. “What you want,” he 
explained, “is a large house on a 
tight budget.” Then he proceeded 
to design a down-to-earth, non- 
modish, thrillingly beautiful home 
for a large family.

UT AS happens in the most 

carefully planned construction, 
there were “extras” and_ before 
moving day the Rigbys were called 
upon to make one more decision. If 
they were going to install a pool, 
they would have to economize some- 
where. Where? It was Mrs. Rigby’s 
suggestion that they do without a 
full-time housekeeper, keep the 
weekly cleaning woman but do 
their own gardening and pool main- 
tenance. This meant that the chil- 
dren, now that they were older, 
would have to chip in and do their 
full share. 

The suggestion was presented to 
the entire family for its considera- 
tion and vote. Only Judy voiced her 
doubt. Cleaning the tile around a 
sizable swimming pool seemed too 
big a job to her in exchange for 
swimming privileges, but the other 
children quickly dispelled her 
fears. A system of week-end jobs 


was organized. For the past two 
years it has worked smoothly and 
efficiently.

They take the place of verbal 
orders so that teenagers can’t com- 
plain about “being bossed” and can 
accomplish their chores at a con- 
venient time without parental con- 
tact and emotional clashes. 

In truth, today’s college prepara- 
tory students are subjected to more 
academic pressures than any pre- 
vious generation. Even the bright 
ones feel the omnipresent stress of 
“making the grade.” The result is 
that when they put their books 
down, they seek complete escape 
and some of their escape devices 
have to be seen to be believed.

When we speak of traveling with 
children, we speak in terms of tak- 
ing the family on a holiday, the im- 
plication being that the oldsters 
are entitled to enjoy this junket as 
much as the kids. A broad survey 
of those who have done this indi- 
cates that, once the children have 
reached the “age of reason” —as- 
sumed to be seven—they are not 
only capable of behaving like trac- 
table, delightful human beings, but 
can actually be assets toward your 
own enjoyment. As for the argu- 
that the

ment cost involved is 


“get out 
of it,” those who have made the 
investment aver that, given nor- 
mally alert youngsters, the returns 
are incaleculably worth while. Old- 
sters, like us, who were taken to 
see the world at a tender age, can 
testify that those very early im- 
pressions of faraway places seem 
somehow to be even more valid 


than those of later years. 


Cee free of the responsi- 
bilities of travel which involve 
erown-ups in reservations, money 
arrangements, time-watching, et 
al., roam the world like inquisitive, 
sentient little blotters. They take 
in what they see and hear and smell 
with a kind of purity, unpreju- 
diced as an exposed film. 

With their imaginative ability to 
project themselves—just as they 
play at being pirates or kings or 
doctors or bus drivers—children 
can sense the drama of a historic 
place or the essential atmosphere 
of a town or a landscape far more 
poignantly than their time-cal- 
loused elders. The ten-year-old on 
the Grand Canyon donkey trek does 
not see himself as a little boy trav- 
eler but as a two-fisted, two-gunned 
pioneer out to conquer the wilder-

But these same young romantics 
have just as strong a potential of 
turning sour on you. Their atten- 
tion span is limited. They need a 
variety of impacts to keep them 
from becoming bored and restless, 
querulous or withdrawn, whenever 
their curiosity is no longer piqued. 
The adult reaction is exasperation. 
“T’ve brought you all the way here 
to see Westminster Abbey. Please 
stop swinging on that railing and 
look at Henry the Fifth’s tomb.” 

Children should be told where 
they're going and why. If what 
they’re taken to see can be related 
to their own interests and what 
they have been studying in school, 
those attacks of boredom are less 
frequent. Three families we know 
who have been taking their young- 
sters on their travels since the 
youngest was six prepare for their 
trips in such depth that they have 
pre-travel reading sessions on the 
history and customs of the places 
they'll visit, learn some of the }an- 
they'll be hearing, and 
practice them at the dinner table 
for fun. 


guages 


These parents, out of experience, 
point out that the emphasis must 
be on fun during this preparatory 
education—‘the fun we're all go- 
ing to have together’—for, like 
most of us, kids resist the idea of 
being formally educated. 

They tell us that it is hard to 
foresee exactly what will capture 
the imagination of the young, ex- 
cept that you will probably get a 
dull-eyed response if you demand 
that they look at what you think 
they ought to look at for the good 
of their souls and their cultural ad- 
vancement. But even the dull-eyed 
response is no measure of a child’s 
absorption. Children do not always 
make their reactions known im- 
mediately. Some weeks later—even 
years later—you may finally learn 
that they were far more deeply im- 
pressed than they let on to be. 


N ORMALLY, left to themselves, 
children are fair- 
minded of travelers. But they are 
also influenced by the prejudices 


of their elders. If you go out into 


the most 


the world with a closed mind, hy- 
percritical of other peoples’ cus- 
toms, peckish and provincial about 
strange foods, unwilling to experi- 


ment with adventures, complaining 


about the absence of ice water or 
the hardness of the mattresses, or 
whatever it is that isn’t just as it 
was at home, you'll do the kids a 
disservice. Close your mind and 
they may close theirs also, and 
thus miss out on the greatest fun 
of travel, which is the discovery 
and appreciation of the different. 


NE SECRET of happy family- 

group travel, we’re told, is to 
explain at the outset that this is to 
be an adventure which will be more 
fun for all hands if good cheer pre- 
vails even in emergencies. It then 
falls upon the oldsters to main- 
tain a staunch take-it-in-your-stride 
attitude, although feet may be ach- 
ing, the train is leaving, and Junior 
has just dropped the camera over 
the side of the launch. 

Our friends tell us that their 
kids get a kick out of sampling for- 
eign foods, and they themselves 
have given up worrying about the 
state of juvenile digestions. Com- 
mon sense in diet has to be ap- 
plied, of course. As a precaution 
they usually have a session with the 
family doctor before departure (as 
well as with the dentist), and let 
him prescribe an emergency kit of 
whatever might be needed if any- 
one should get the collywobbles. 
For occasions when it’s a long time 
between meals, they carry malted 
milk tablets and chocolate bars to 
fortify the group. 

Our friends put themselves on 
an early-to-bed schedule. Both 
young and old need rest periods 
—not necessarily afternoon naps 
or bed rest, but tranquil, easy- 
going days once in a while with no 
sightseeing or planned “musts.” 
They pack up and go to a beach, 
or have a picnic in a foreign park 
with foods that they buy in local 
shops—itself an adventure for the 
young. 

Kids are fascinated by shopping, 
and it gives them a great sense of 
importance if they can have their 
own little allowance of pesos or 
frances or pfennigs with which to 
buy their own selection of souve- 
nirs- lit purchases outrage 
adult taste at times, no matter. 
They’ve enjoyed a wholesome feel- 
ing of independence. A 


their 


good 
change from too much togetherness 
is to let older youngsters go off 
sightseeing on their own, on a con- 
ducted tour where a guide keeps 
an eye on them. 

As for the times when the elders 
require a bit of respite from the 
energetic young, most hotels can 
chambermaids 


furnish sitters or 
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who can behave as sitters. In Eu- 
rope the concierge can cope with 
this; in England, the hall porter. 

Aboard ship—even aboard cer- 
tain cruise ships, and we think par- 
ticularly of the Swedish America 
Line’s cruises—the kids are so coz- 
ened with supervised activities and 
enticing attractions that parents 
can come close to forgetting them, 
except at meal time. Friends who 
have traveled en famille aboard 
Moore-MecCormack’s “S. S. Argen- 
tina” report that the teenagers are 
lavishly entertained with parties, 
dancing, and a malt room, while 
the little ones are coddled with 
all sorts of services, including a 
sand pile, their own theater, and 
baby sitters. / 


RAVELING by car, as so many 

people do, even when they go 
abroad, presents the usual prob- 
lems of squirming boredom and al- 
tercations in the back seat which 
can only be coped with by a stern 
set of rules: no standing up, no 
climbing, no interfering with the 
driver, door handles, or windows. 
plus as many road games as you 
can think up: conundrums, ghost, 
count the white horses, et al. Our 
friends suggest that, before leay- 
ing home, each child pack his fa- 
vorite toy or coloring book, and 
find this link with the past so help- 
ful in restoring good temper that 
its worth the luggage space. Road- 
side picnics are good, too. 

Clothing for a group like this 
must be as drip-dry and prewrin- 
kled (seersucker, corduroy, and 
crinkle crepe) as possible, with a 
supply of sweaters and the usual 
stout walking shoes. How it’s 
packed is controversial. One fam- 
ily departmentalizes its bags—one 
for general utilities and toiletries, 
another for underwear, and so on. 
Others give each child his own suit- 
case and the responsibility for 
keeping track of it. All say that a 
child should have at least one smali 
bag of his own, in which to collect 
his trophies of the trip. 

And you can expect many of 
these, although the greatest cache 
of souvenirs will be intangibles. For 
children have the priceless gift 
of friendship. On their own hook, 
they have no trouble communicat- 
ing with the people they meet any- 
where in the world. They are in 
fact your social contacts, your open 
sesame to hearts everywhere. Take 
them along and discover a new 
kind of travel. Those who have 
tried this report that it’s probably 
the best of all.

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A Gift from the Sea 


for your Garden 


In many places beside the sea, 


there’s an endless supply of seaweed. 


It is an excellent 


soil conditioner and mulch—and delivery is free

@ Seaweed on the beach is not gen- 
erally considered a blessing. It is 
not attractive, and for swimmers it 
is unpleasant and can be danger- 
ous. Nevertheless, there is little 
that can be done to keep it from 
washing up where it will. And, if 
you are a gardener, you can make 
good use of it. 

There are thousands of kinds of 
this marine growth. Some of the 
better-known kinds are called kelp, 
sea lettuce, eelgrass, rockweed, sar- 
gassum, and sea moss. They vary 
in color from blue-green, through 
green, brown, pink, and red. Some 
are like silky threads a few inches 
long. Others are enormous, coarse, 
and heavy strands which sometimes 
grow to 100 feet long, and there 
are all shapes and sizes in between. 
The large varieties grow in deep 
water. It usually takes a heavy 
storm at sea to tear them loose and 
wash them ashore. We need not 
wait for storms to bring the large 
varieties, nor depend on them for 
garden use. There are other and 
smaller kinds easy to gather and 
easy to use. 

Seaweed can be found wherever 
the seven seas touch the land; 
from Venice where “ the salt 
seaweed clings to the marble of 
her palaces” to the rockbound 
coast of New England: from Nor- 
way to Japan. It grows in shallow 
water and in deep, on mud-flats 
and clinging to rocks. It grows on 
pilings, on the bottoms of boats, 
on wrecks and on seashells. It will 
grow on any submerged surface 
to which its “holdfast’” can attach 
itself firmly. 

Sometimes colonies of seaweed 
grow to form enormous beds which 
stretch along temperate and cooler 
shores. Thousands of tons of sea- 
weed from these beds are commer- 
cially harvested as a source of 
iodine and potash. 

I had heard generally about us- 
ing seaweed in the garden, but did 
not take a real interest in the possi- 


bilities until one day, after | had 
acquired a garden of my own at 
the seashore, I received a most un- 
usual and interesting garden cata- 
log from Scotland, in which the 
virtues of seaweed and its products 
were extolled. The catalog, from 
Miss Kathleen Hunter, of Bar- 
caldine House, Connel, Argyll, 
Scotland, noted that this material 
not only makes an excellent mulch 
but contains valuable and vital nu- 
tritional elements necessary to the 
growth and development of good 
healthy plants. It is a natural or- 
ganic food, she says, analytically 
similar to farmyard manure, with 
about the same nitrogen content, 
about double the potash, about one- 
third the and with 
rather more organic matter.

On the average, seaweed has an 
analysis of about 1% nitrogen, 3% 
and 2.5% potash.

see that no great claims can be 
made for either farmyard manure 
or seaweed as a plant food. As sup- 
plements to feeding, however, they 
both have a great deal to offer and, 
in some respects, seaweed has ad- 
vantages over manure. 

The great value of seaweed and 
farmyard manure is as a soil con- 
ditioner. A bulletin of the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service of the 
University of Rhode Island has this 
to say about the value of organic

slowly supply small quantities of 
elements over a more extended pe- 
riod of time.” 

As a source of humus (organic 
matter) seaweed has these advan- 
tages over manure: It is free from 
disagreeable odor, very light in 
weight, easy to handle and dig into 
the soil, has no weed seeds, and is 
probably available without cost to 
more gardeners. It certainly seems 
logical to assume that it has a bet- 
ter balance of trace elements than 
any other material you can find. 

The sea is the great natural 
source of the complete range of 
trace elements. Whatever grows in 
this environment absorbs these ele- 
ments. If you use seaweed on your 
soil, there is very little chance of 
plants getting the myriad diseases 
that can occur from deficiency of 
trace elements. 

In her catalog, Miss Hunter men- 
tions other advantages: “. . . The 
hormones and auxins in the sea- 
weed plant . . . have a powerful 
stimulating effect on the germina- 
tion and growth of plants. It will 
brighten the color of flowers and 
enhance the taste of vegetable 
flavor.” 


RECENTLY saw another refer- 

ence to the beneficial effect of 
seaweed on vegetable flavor. In 
Réalités of November, 1959, in the 
section called “How to Become a 
French Cook,” the author, Mapie 
de Toulouse-Lautrec, speaking of 
the cuisine of Lower Brittany, says: 
“But the sea is also at least partly 
responsible for the excellent quality 
of the vegetables that are grown in 
Brittany, for the fields are ferti- 
lized with seaweed.” 

Seaweed usually washes up on 
the beach in long windrows, at the 
high-tide line in tangled bunches. 
It is fine for a mulch in this state, 
but if you want to dig it into the 
soil, the long strands make it dif- 
ficult to handle. I prefer to cut it 
into short lengths, which makes it 
much easier to spread evenly, and 
also, when cut, it is much more 
presentable in the garden. 

When I’m in need of an easy 
chore, | put some records on the 





record player (Music To Cut Sea- 
weed By?), sit on my doorstep in 
the sun, and cut the dry seaweed 
with kitchen shears into lengths 
of about two inches. A faster, more 
strenuous way would be to spread 
it on the garden area and chop it 
right in place with a sharp hoe. 


EAWEED has no harmful 

amount of salt in it, but it does 
have salt on the surface. Some au- 
thorities recommend hosing it off 
well or letting the rain wash 
off before using. This is certainly 
a safe procedure, but the farmers 
in Maine. where crops are famous, 
use rockweed, the native seaweed, 
just as it comes from the ocean. 
They claim the amount of salt on 
it is negligible. 

Sea kelp is also used by farm- 
ers in Lancaster County, Pennsyl- 
vania, one of the richest and most 
productive farming areas in the 
country. In fact the use of seaweed 
in agriculture is not new. European 
countries have been using it for 
centuries. The ancient Greeks, the 
Chinese, and the Vikings used 
in farming, as our American In- 
dians did. 

The seaweed can be worked di- 
rectly into the soil, 
mulch, or used to enrich a compost 
heap. To use it as a mulch, spread 
the seaweed six to eight inches 
deep on an established garden. 
should be used 
around seedlings, so they won’t be 
smothered. You'll find that very 
few weeds come up through the 
mulch, the soil will retain its mois- | 
ture, and gradually the material 
will disintegrate and become a part 
of the soil releasing its benefits 
slowly as it decomposes. As this 
happens more can be added, and 
eventually you'll find the quality of 
your soil has improved and you'll 
have bigger, better, and healthier 
plants.

You can feel doubly virtuous as 
you gather seaweed from the shore 
and use it on your garden. Not only 
are you benefiting the plants you 
grow, but you are doing your com- 
munity a favor by helping keep the 
beaches clean.

Good music will create a festive mood—indoors, 


outdoors, all around the house. Use it calculatingly 


By LEE WILCOX 


e House BEAUTIFUL is firmly con- 
vinced that recorded music has not 
been fully exploited for party 
mood-making. Used knowingly and 
calculatingly, it can be the hostess’s 
secret weapon. 

Lively, even noisy, music at the 
start of a gathering can help make 
friends out of strangers. But con- 
tinued loudness, after two drinks 
or after dinner, can be irritating. 

There are two basic ways to use 
music for entertaining: as back- 
ground mood or as the main point 
of the party. 

Good background music is in- 
assertive, 


sinuating rather than 


subtle rather than dramatic. Its 


mood-strengthening role is very dif- 
ferent from its starring role. Back- 
ground music fills in the awkward 
pauses while it is subtly setting 
mood. It requires consistency of 
musical texture and dynamic even- 
ness. Violent ups and downs of vol- 
ume, dramatic orchestration shifts 
and extreme mood swings are too 
disconcerting for background mu- 
sic. Once you have set the volume 
control to a low mark, background 
music should be so even-tempered 
dynamically that you need not ad- 
just the controls again. Volume 
should be high enough to distin- 
cuish the musical line clearly, but 
low enough so that conversation

This doesn’t mean that you are 
stuck with the monotonous, lifeless 
“non-music” that clicks on in ele- 
vators. Background music can be 
made up of the minor works of the 
masters, or the great works of the 
not so great, or even the great of 
the great.

light to the cemetery scene in 
which Don Giovanni sees the moon- 
lit ghost of the man he murdered! 

One of the loveliest serenades 
in all music is the second act 
Deh vient alla finestra, sung by 
Don Giovanni “accompanying” him- 
self on a mandolin. Heard out of 
doors it is a romantically unfor- 
gettable way to enjoy Mozart. 

When you invite your guests for 
moonlight and opera, let them 
know when the music begins (why 
not ask them for a pre-music drink 
half an hour earlier?—or for a 
buffet supper at seven?). Theatre 
conventions will add a special fla- 
vor to the evening. Begin promptly, 
listen seriously yourself and your 
guests will follow suit. Fifteen min- 
ute intermissions between the acts 
will give you a chance to replenish 
glasses, pass finger food. stretch 
muscles and rearrange chairs for 
moon watching. 

Music can play two roles at the 
same time—for those who want to 
listen attentively indoors and those 
who prefer to enjoy it casually out- 
doors. Just keep the outdoor vol- 
ume down so guests can talk easily. 
Those who want to concentrate on 
the music can listen undisturbed in 
the library or living room. This is 
an especially good arrangement for 
chamber music which gives ex- 
quisite joy to its adherents, but 
claustrophobia to those who feel 
forced to listen. Let chamber music 
addicts have the library with their 
own food and drink while those 
who are not so interested can enjoy 
the music as background for talk 
or bridge. 

An evening of chamber music 
should be carefully “programmed” 
with no more than two or three se- 
lections. The principles of a good 
program are: a sense of musical 
progression, contrast between the 
selections, a sense of climax to the 
program as a whole, and variety of 
musical ideas within the larger 








framework of similarity such as 
composer or historical period. Try 
and avoid two works in the same 
key on your program of chamber 
music. Contrast between selections 
could be a contrast between classie 
and romantic styles or between 
works from different countries. Do 
allow generous intermissions for re- 
laxing listening muscles. Here are 
three chamber music programs:

Wire Your Garden For Sound 


® Brahms in the garden or Mozart 
by moonlight are delightful ways to 
enjoy music. Weatherproof speak- 
ers can be attached to your present 
indoor sound system, whether it is 
a console or component collection. 

Since the speaker can be left out 
the year around, you can “hide” it 
in a hard-to-see spot. Unsightly 
connecting wire can be buried. 

Many people make the outdoor 
installation themselves following 
directions that come with the 
speakers. Or your local electrician 
can do it for you. 

You can add an outdoor speaker 
to your present sound system one 
of three ways. First, you can add 
an outdoor monaural speaker to 
your indoor monaural system. The 
second possibility is to add an out- 
door monaural speaker to your in- 
door stereo system. Or, for outdoor 
stereo, you can add two outdoor 
speakers to your indoor stereo. 

The outdoor speaker is connected 
to the speaker terminals of your 
radio, phonograph, or hi-fi ampli- 
fier. Care should be taken to match 
the new electrical values that result 
from the addition of the speakers. 
When wiring for stereo, be sure the 
two outdoor speakers are identical 
to avoid distortion. 

The Allied Radio Corporation 
recommends wire used for home 
power lines (No. 14) for the con- 
nection) between indoor amplifier 


and outdoor speaker when the 
length of wire is under 250 feet. 
At greater distances, volume may 
diminish or the treble control of 
the amplifier may need to be 
turned up. Heavier wire should be 
used for great distances to avoid 
these effects. 

You can bury the wire leading 
from house to speaker by using a 
specially designed wire with plastic 
coating to protect it from rot and 
water. 

You may want to add volume 
controls (called “attenuators” or 
“L, pads”) so that you can have 
more volume in the garden and less 
in the house, or vice versa. Attenu- 
ators cost under $5 and are added 
to the system simply by breaking 
into the wire leading from house 
to speaker. 

If possible, place your speaker 
in a corner where house or garden 
walls meet. The walls will act like 
a giant megaphone to amplify bass 
sounds. Overhanging eaves improve 
bass response, too. The speaker 
should be at ear level or higher 
so the high frequency sounds will 
be unobstructed. 

If you want to add a second or 
third speaker, try a tree across 
from the first speaker or another 
angle of the house. The more flat 
surfaces (wall, paving, etc.) for the 
sound waves to bounce against, the 
fuller the low notes will sound.

was that encounter and others like 
it that put us at our ease in India, 
and dispelled the forlorn feeling 





that now and again besets the most 
veteran travelers, of being an alien 
in an alien country. 

When people are cordial enough 
to welcome you into their own 
homes, permitting you a glimpse 
behind the foreign facade into the 
life they lead and into the thoughts 
they think, they are giving you an 
insight into their country which 
cannot be bought with any travel 
agent’s itinerary. They are provid- 
ing also what most of us instinc- 
tively believe but cannot always 
bring ourselves to act upon—that 
all men are indeed brothers. De- 
spite our varying cultures and di- 
vergent attitudes, we are pretty 
much alike, after all. And it seems 
to us that it is only by the personal 
contacts made through travel that 
the people of the world will finally 
be convinced of this. 

We are glad, as any American 
will be who has ever experienced 
personal hospitality in a foreign 
country, that we now have a chance 
to reciprocate. Even if we cannot 
repay our former hosts directly, 
we can in some measure show our 
appreciation by extending the same 
kind of self-revealing hospitality to 


the visitors on our shores. 

It’s the most rewarding kind of 
hospitality you ever engaged in— 
something to consider if you, like 
us, have lately been feeling that 
much that passes for entertaining 
these days is often a futile waste of 
time. We must be honest about it, 
even ‘if our salute to an overseas 
visitor involves no more than invit- 
ing a few friends in to share morn- 
ing coffee in the living room, it’s a 
heady, even an exotic experience 
for most of us to have under our 
roof a representative of a different 
culture. Our curiosity is piqued— 
to say nothing of the visitor’s—so 
right there is the basis for an in- 
teresting encounter. But what may 
not have occurred to you, the for- 
eign visitor can also give us some 
insights into our way of living 
which we may be blandly unaware 
of. A French visitor remarked qui- 
etly one day, “In the U. S. A. I 
walk always on velours,” referring 
to the almost omnipresent wall-to- 
wall carpet in American homes. 
The same man, to our astonish- 
ment, commented on the size and 
frequency of our waste baskets, for 
there was 


where he came from 


neither the amount of waste to 
throw away nor the inclination to 


do other than save what there was. 


MERICANS being the inviting- 
est people on the face of the 
map, there’s no need to wheedle or 
sell them on the idea of bringing 
foreign visitors into their homes, 
Enthusiasm is, fortunately, far from 
lacking. But it takes more than en- 
thusiasm to do right by both your- 
self and the stranger—or so we’re 
told by those who are old hands at 
this kind of entertaining. 

To begin with, you should in- 
form yourself about your visitor’s 
home land, if you have never been 
there yourself. Even if you have 
been, you should be aware of its 
culture and current events. It’s a 
too frequent criticism by foreign- 
ers that we give lip service to want- 
ing to know the world, but don’t 
actually work at learning about it. 

Many of our visitors will be com- 
ing through the introductions of 
friends or business acquaintances, 
which immediately establishes a 
common point of interest. If you 
are volunteering your hospitality to

his language. Invite them, if pos- 
sible, from your own acquaintance, 
or ask your guest to bring a coun- 
tryman. 

Naturally, a common language is 


an important part of communica- 


tion, but not so important, we’re 
told, as a sensitivity on the part of 
the host to the guest’s reactions. 
Even if he seems to understand 
and respond, he may not really be 
understanding what goes on and 
may consequently be acutely un- 
comfortable and confused. You 
must be alert to this, so that by 
your attitude you can put him at 
ease. You can avoid much of this 


by speaking slowly and distinctly. 


MERICANS, 


what our grandmothers would 


generally being 
call “Judy friendly,” do not always 
realize that exuberance such as ours 
is subject, in some cultures, to criti- 
cism as noisy bad manners. In the 
Orient, for instance, it is consid- 
ered ill bred to talk or 
citedly. Quiet on the 


move ex- 
part of a 
guest may not mean he is not en- 
joying himself but that he is sim- 
ply being himself, and trying to ad- 
just to a new and different kind 
of social behavior. 

The host can forestall this by the 
simple expedient of not overdoing 
the vivacious, make-yourself-at- 
home approach—friendly but not 
chummy is the best rule. There 


are relatively few countries as cas- 


ual as ours, where we call stran- 


gers by their first names with 
speedy abandon. Bide your time 
before taking any such liberty. 


Even in the Scandinavian countries, 
which most of us think of as rather 
close to our ways, there is consid- 
erable formality and meaning at- 
tached to using first names. 

It is a good idea to let your 
guest know in advance exactly what 
kind of gathering he is in for. We 
speak from the sad experience of 
having invited a newly arrived Jap- 
anese lady to a Halloween party 
without explaining that witches, 
skeletons, jack o’lanterns, and false 
faces would be part of the show. 
Her reaction was one of sheer hor- 
ror and physical fright that took 
hours to correct. 

To Americans who, with the pos- 
sible exception of Texans and In- 
dians, wear no distinguishing dress, 
a national costume would make a 
lovely, picturesque addition to any 
party. But go slow on asking your 
visitor to wear his native garb. 
Here is where to put your intuition 
to work. 

Many visitors make it a point of 


pride to wear their national dress. 


Indian women, for instance, wear 
their graceful saris wherever they 
go, and we know Japanese who are 
far more comfortable mentally and 
physically in kimono and obi than 
in Western clothes. But there are 
others who feel that their native 
dress puts them too much on exhi- 
bition and would feel, perhaps, that 
they were being exploited for the 
sake of adding decoration to your 
party. 

Incidentally, a delightful party, 
particularly for ladies, that can oc- 
cur if you have several amenable 
friends of different lands, is a na- 
tional costume party at which the 
ladies explain their garments and 
show the Americans just how to 


wear them. 


ENERALLY, as a 


JS tact, it is preferable not to mix 


matter of 


peoples of violently differing polit- 
ical opinion, as for instance a citi- 
zen from a free-world country with 
one from a communist-dominated 
one. We have heard of a tense eve- 
ning when a French woman and a 
Yugoslav were simultaneously en- 
other 


tertained. But we, on the

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hand, have unwittingly entertained 
a Lebanese with an Israeli and both 
parties appeared to enjoy them- 
selves, apparently because both 
were well mannered enough guests 
to ignore their differences at least 
for the time being. 

The two most interesting sub- 
jects in the world, we think, are 
politics and religion—both consid- 
ered taboo as polite conversational 
material from time immemorial. 
To discuss them is, however, to get 
at the kind of mutual understand- 
ing the whole world needs, for 
they are so often at the basis of 
our differences. 

They are surely not topics with 
which one breaks the ice, but we 
have rarely found foreigners un- 
willing to discuss them once they 
have determined that we are really 
interested. Such a discussion need 
not be as inflammatory as billed if 
you, as host, remember to keep it 
a discussion and not an emotional 
argument. Above all, do not be de- 
fensive about our way of life. Lis- 
ten and learn, and don’t try to 
proselytize. This is especially true 
in talking with Eastern peoples 
whose philosophies are much more 











ancient and a closer part of their 
living than is usually the case with 
us. They have been known to re- 
coil, with considerable damage to 
the American “image,” from well 
meaning, but thoughtless hosts who 
treated their visit as an opportun- 
ity to convert them. 

Whether you travel abroad or en- 
tertain international visitors at 
home, it should be obvious that you 
can’t know too much about your 
own country. And you must be sure 
of your facts, for when your guests 
return home they are going to re- 
port on what they have got “from 
the horse’s mouth.” 


HERE are many things our vis- 

itors may not like about us, they 
may come with many misconcep- 
tions and criticisms, and these may 
not always be the result of the anti- 
American propaganda that is 
spread throughout the world. Our 
job as hosts is not necessarily to 
make people like us, although we 
hope they will. It is primarily to 
help them understand us, just as 
we hope their coming here will 
help us understand them. We serve 
no good purpose then if we deny 


9 


our shortcomings when we know 
they truly exist, or try to cover up 
our problems. We do better to ad- 
mit them, pointing out that no one 
wants to see them corrected more 
than we do ourselves. 

We all resent and hope we’re see- 
ing the end of the big-mouth, noisy 
American who has wrought such 
havoc with our reputation abroad. 
But it may come as a shock that 
many foreign visitors find that even 
in our homes we talk too much 
about ourselves and our interests. 
They say that we ask questions 
about their way of life for polite- 
ness sake, and then don’t half lis- 
ten to the answers, implying that 
we don’t really care much. 

In our innocent enthusiasm to 
show our best, we may tend to act 
as if we were showing off. The 
truth is that most of us still regard 
our mechanical household equip- 
ment as the great American nov- 
elty, and so feel that we’re treating 
our guests to a kind of Punch and 
Judy show when we exhibit the 
workings of the dishwasher. 

This can boomerang as ostenta- 
tion, particularly if we’re dealing 
with Europeans, who often have a 
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sense of superiority in their own, 
older culture from which we de- 
rive, and who have been known to 
have a few mechanical tricks of 
their own up their sleeve. We are 
only exhibiting a sorry ignorance 
if we assume that up-and-coming 
Europe isn’t already producing 
some modern wonders we might do 
well to investigate. 


OWEVER, the American house 

—particularly the American 
kitchen—still holds great fascina- 
tion for other peoples. Your guests 
will probably hope you'll ask them 
to tour it—and you should. But the 
deep meaning our homes should 
convey is not that we are so rich 
and special as to own them, but 
that they permit even the least 
well heeled of us to live in decency 
and comfort in a servantless soci- 
ety. 

The kitchen, properly presented, 
can be the life of the party. We 
have heard of a slow-moving tea 
for overseas guests where the lan- 
guage problem was gruelling and 
the hostess at her wit’s end until 
she invited her guests to come with 
her to the kitchen, where conver- 
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sation started up immediately. 
Drawers and cupboards were 
opened, and guests felt no com- 
punction about asking questions 
about the food, the supplies, the 
equipment. 

Another friend, having made the 
acquaintance of a lonesome Indian 
girl who was yearning for a good 
dish of curry, invited her to use her 
kitchen to prepare her own meal, 
meantime investigating the local 
shops where the proper ingredi- 
ents could be found. The meal, 
naturally, turned into the family’s 
dinner and the recipes are now 
part of the family’s 
entertaining.

lives, for many American families 
have for many years now played 
host to foreign students and train- 
ees who come to this country under 
government sponsorship. There are 
currently in the country 58,000 stu- 
dents, and 25,000 interns, nurses, 
and trainees in trades and profes- 
sions who are here under the Ad- 
ministration of International De- 
velopment program. 

But the individual traveler who 
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comes on his own—and who is com- 
ing in larger and larger numbers— 
especially needs the home enter- 
taining weve been talking about. 
Arriving on a quick visit, rather 
like our own six-week runs through 
Europe, he above all should be 
given some notion of how we live. 
Unless he comes with an introduc- 
tion to a private family, he is likely 
to depart our shores without even 
knowing that we have our personal 
welcome mats out for him. The 
problem is, how do we, willing as 
we are to entertain him, even know 
that he’s here? 


HERE is no government-run 
home visit program in the 
U. S. A. such as exists in Scandi- 
navia, chiefly because it would be 
unwieldy to administer in a country 
of this size with such diverse tradi- 
tions and customs of entertaining. 
The organization of such programs 
is left, we think wisely, on the state 
and local level. 
Already, 
individuals all over the country 
have got together in their own com- 


almost spontaneously, 


munities, usually working through 
such organizations as the Chamber 
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the local women’s 
clubs, church clubs, and such serv- 
ice organizations as Rotary, Lions 


of Commerce, 


and the Junior League, to set up 
systems for receiving the visitors 
from abroad who pass_ through 
their towns. Language banks have 
been set up, recruited from all 
members of the community who 
can speak foreign languages, per- 
sonally accompanied — sightseeing 
has been arranged and, according 
to their abilities, volunteers have 
been indexed who may be called 
upon to give a visitor a helping 
hand. This includes a roster of the 
locals who are willing and anxious 
to invite the visitors into their 
homes. 

Some of the communities that 
have already organized are Phila- 
delphia, Asheville, N. C., Niagara 
Falls, Springfield, [l., San Antonio, 
Miami, New Orleans, Crown Point, 
Ind., Cheyenne, Wyo., Boulder, 
Colo., Hendersonville, N. C., Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., Fresco, Calif. They 
are springing up so fast that there 
is no one list of them. And if your

Truly—what is Hospitality ? 


@ One important asset of a home is being able to invite 
your friends to come and share it with you. The motivation 
to share what you like and are proud of is a civilized attitude. 
Yet this sharing, which is called entertaining, can turn 
into a travesty for the guests or a dreaded burden for 
the hosts. 

What causes unsuccessful entertaining? And what can be 
done to correct it? What is the essence of hospitality ? 

We think hospitality is produced by truly wanting to 
make other people happy. It takes thoughtfulness in every 
area. It means putting the comfort and well-being of the 
guests ahead of all other considerations. This is the hinge 
around which all else must revolve. 

If thoughtfulness is the criteria, much about current 


practices in party-giving will change. Parties will be smaller 
and more frequent, so that the hosts will be less pressed 
and freer to act as hosts. There will be no compulsive 
pressing on guests of food and drink. All will be better 
organized and less frantic, with everything ready ahead 
of time, so the hosts can savor their guests and thus 
honor them with the implication that they are truly wanted. 
Therefore, hosts will not attempt more than they can 
easily manage. This may mean new, simpler types of parties 
as well as thoughtfully selected party equipment. It means 
knowing more about food and making it memorable. 

The test of whether you succeeded? Only this: Are the 
guests glad they came? This whole issue is devoted to help- 


ing you ensure that their answer will be “yes.”

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How a 
corporation president 
built to entertain

@ It is a truism that what one builds can affect how one. 
lives and, vice versa, how one lives will affect what one 
builds. The truth within this truism may not seem impor- 
tant to those who live by habit and who are unaware of the 
possibility of living other than as they do. 

But a person in a responsible position will probably 
know that what he builds may help—or hinder—him in 
doing what he has to do, and he will be aware that how he 
needs to order and arrange his life to meet the demands of 
his job may determine the setting for his life, the what 
and the how of his building. 

To illustrate the truth within this truism, we should 
like to examine this house with particular emphasis upon 
only one function—that of entertainment. By doing so, it 
is not implied that this house serves only this purpose; 
it could be examined with respect to other functions and 
would be found serving them equally well. 

This is the residence of Leland Doan, the president of 
the Dow Chemical Company, with headquarters in Midland, 
Michigan. Mr. Doan and his wife entertain not only their 





friends and associates of the immediate area, but, because

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The plan of the house pivots about a cen- 





tral living area, marked on the exterior 
by two bold chimneys. This central area, 
though large in terms of square feet, is 
made up of a sequence of spaces consist- 
ing of—depending upon how one may 
move—the entry, the foyer, the lounge, 





the sitting room, the living room, the din- 
ing room, and the gallery. It is a sequence 
that invites exploration and that satis- 
fies as it tempts.

his company, he also entertains many business associates 
who fly in from all parts of the world. 

As one approaches the house, he might be aware that it 
has none of the imposing monumentality which is associated 
with the homes of the industrial leaders of the late 19th 
Century. The social and economic implications of this do 
not need to be explored here. It does, through scale and 
form, reflect values that are more domestic than monumental 
and a way of living that is more casual than formal. 

Except for the general extent of the house and the chim- 
neys strongly marking the living areas, there is little about 
the exterior of the house to attract the passer-by. It is 
unobtrusively placed in the landscape. Its long, horizontal 
lines reflect those of its setting, the tree-lined banks of 
a quiet river to which the main living areas of the house 
are oriented. 

As one enters the house he finds that the interior is 
rather intimate in scale. A guest would not be aware that 
the main living spaces add up to a rather large area, unless 
it were particularly pointed out to him. There have been 
as many as 120 guests in them for a cocktail party, and 
groups of 60 are not at all unusual. But the spaces, though 
they constitute a continuous (Text continues on page 131) 








The living room is the climax to the sequence 
of spaces surrounding it, through whatever ser- 
ies one may approach it, It is seen in photo 
above from the steps at end of gallery near 
dining room, Windows at end of room face view 
to river.

Near the steps down into the living room from 
the dining area (at right side of photo above) 
one has a view across the room, past the fire- 
place and to the entry, near center of photo.

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This high-level view of sitting room, 
particularly when compared with the 
others on these pages, gives one some 
idea of the rich quality of the space 
within the house.

qA brilliant mural by Eugene Masselink 
acts as an inflection in the approach 
to the sitting room and living room. 
Seen at the left after entering the front 
door (see plan, page 125), it lures 
guests through foyer and into lounge 
where they may turn toward this view. 


As one enters the sitting room, walk- 
ing from a low-ceiling space (oppo- 
site) into one with a lifting ceiling, 
one senses the stimulating effect of 
changes in space. At the right, above 
seat, this space opens into the study. 
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The generously proportioned dining room was planned for 


a maximum of twelve persons, since within this limit din- 


ners were found to be more successful. The ceiling panel 
(detail opposite) with its many lamps reflected in 


silver, 
china, and glasses, contributes to the sense of festivity. 





> 


4 sliding wall panel opens the dining room to the adjoin- 
ing porch, Both haye a view to nearby river and its park- 
like shore. The porch, enclosed with glass jalousies, is 


used as an informal, summer living room. It is also where 


many family meals are informally served the year around. 


The secret of the lighting feature lies in its detailing. Nu- 
merous small, low-wattage lamps, set both above and below 
a weod trellis, are reflected by mirrors supported in an upper 
frame which repeats pattern of the trellis (see drawing above). 


U suspended wood trellis 
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whole that flows together, are so shaped that they never 


seem large. Since these spaces will absorb a large number 


of persons, a guest never feels that he is just one of a 


crowd in a big room. This sense of importance, given 


by intimate scale, is in direct contrast with the feeling 


of insignificance that monumentality can give. 


These more intimate ces foster soc 


groups in which 
persons may converse and in which relations need not be so 
superficial. It is for this reason that, although the din- 


ing room has enough space to seat (Please turn the page) 
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a larger number, the Doans’ dinner parties are limited to 
ten or twelve persons. And it is for this reason that the 
lighting in the house is also intimate in character, as can be 
seen in the dining room with its gleam-studded ceiling re- 
cess. Incidentally, this lighting feature incorporates a secret 
that can contribute to the sense of festivity of any dinner. 
The numerous tiny lights, reflected in the silver, china, 
and glassware, add a stimulating sparkle to the occasion. 
This kind of brilliance is absent in the flatness of higher- 
level, uniform lighting. 

In addition to intimacy of scale, the spaces have another 


quality which, in itself, might be a justification for a so- 


ial event. They are a series of spaces that are pleasant to 
be in, that invite exploration and movement through them, 
and that satisf is they tempt.

Mrs. Doan’s “office” for management of household affairs and 
her personal correspondence is the study, an expanded stair 
landing halfway between the main floor and the master bed- 
room levels.

In lower photo, note that a 
person at the desk can watch for the arrival of guests in the

The lounge, located between the living room and the sitting 
room (seen at right of photo) is a more enclosed space in 
the series of spaces adding up to a larger space.

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abroad. Our own city streets and public buildings, in gen- 


eral, offer little in the way of pleasant spaces to be in or to 
walk through. ) 

The living areas of this house consist of a rich orches- 
tration of space, a series of spaces which, although changing 
in character, have a flowing continuity. There are changes 
in floor level, changes in ceiling heights, changes from en- 
closure to openness, and changes in direction of movement 
and line of view. Since there are many sequences in which 
one can walk through these spaces, moving through them 
does not become repetitive. The possibility of variation 
gives them added interest. 

Although the spaces are a delight to move through, they 
are also a delight to be in. The urge to movement is not so 
compelling that one cannot pause. There are many places, 
quiet coves out of the main stream, in which persons are 
tempted to stop and to converse—and at the same time 
enjoy some particular feature of the space such as the fire- 
places, the views toward the river, or, as seen in these 
photographs, some aspect of the space itself. 

As the spaces have a flexible variation in their sequence, 
they also have a flexibility in their use that allows for 
many kinds of entertainment: parties for large crowds, at 
which all of the areas will be in use; dinner parties in 
which the guests may be served drinks in the sitting room 
or the living room before moving on to the dining room: 
late evening coffee or supper with a few guests by the 
fire in the sitting room; tea in the afternoon with a 
few friends in the sitting room or on the porch adjoin- 
ing the dining room.

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only a few of the ways in which these spaces may be used. 
It is possible that Mr. Doan may be entertaining business 
associates in one area while Mrs. Doan is with friends in 
another without any overlapping of these activities. 

Supporting this flexibility of use are a number of service 
facilities, conveniently located near the activity they sup- 
port. The most important of these is the kitchen. Planned 
for the use of domestic help and almost institutional in size, 
it is large enough so that, although there may be several 
persons working in it, the dinner can be smoothly served, 
without confusion and ruffled tempers. 

In the lounge between the sitting room and the living 
room and a turning point in the approach to these rooms, 
is a cabinet concealing a small bar with an ice-cube maker 
below it. At the sides of it are storage for liquors and 
glasses. The bar also has a two-element, tip-down cooking 
top so that tea or coffee may be prepared or kept hot here 
conveniently near both the living room and sitting room. 

Above this lounge, on a balcony-like area overlooking 
the living room and the sitting room, is the family’s more 
private lounging area, near the master bedroom. Here 
is a small kitchenette where (Please turn to page. 207) 
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A long cabinet, serving as a buffet and providing storage 
for linens, silver, ete., separates the dining area (in fore- 
ground) from the sunken living room. Bookshelves at left of 
photo are in gallery leading from entry to dining area. The 
glass-patterned entrance door is seen over cabinet at right. 





A private sitting area, outside of the master bedroom and 


above the leunge on the lower floor, overlocks the sitting 
room (through the opening at right of photo) and the living 
room.

e e never thought,” writes a reader, “that the 
day would come when I could hardly face 
going to a party. But the day has come. In 

my dressing mirror this moment there are four invita- 

tions to cocktail parties and one to a buffet supper, 
and I don’t really want to go to any of them. lve ac- 
cepted them because in my community nothing short 
of typhoid fever in the family is a good enough excuse 
for turning down a triend’s invitation. 

“T certainly cannot tell my hostesses that on the 


basis of past experience I know their parties will just 





be more of the same—same people with the same 
rehashed opinions, same food, same drinks, same 
procedure. I already know the man who will drink 
too many Martinis too fast (he always does) and the 
lady who will retell the anecdotes everybody knows. 
I ve already had the clam dip and the onion soup dip 
and the clove-studded ham. I can almost hear the 
spotty conversations that get broken into just when 
they're getting interesting. And already I feel that 
sense of time wasted that assails me so often in the 
midst of all this—when I wish I were at home spend- 
ing this precious leisure on the books I never seem to 
catch up with, or making the needlepoint rug I’ve 
promised myself. 

“Tt isn’t that [ am uncongenial. I enjoy my friends 
as individuals, but there’s something about this stand- 
ard-procedure entertaining that turns them into a 
conforming, uninspired crowd, as if they were auto- 
matically going through some tribal rite that had lost 
its meaning. [t all seems like too much effort for too 
little return. Several of my friends agree with me 
about this, but we don’t seem to know how to break 
the pattern.” 

House Beautiful agrees. Much of what passes for 


entertainment these days is lacking in vitality and 
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ere must be some 


the shortcomings of current party- 
giving, and suggest some ways to make 
entertaining a more meaningful 


experience for both guests and hosts 


purpose. We know that many people recognize this, 
although some may be reluctant to admit it for fear 
of betraying themselves as anti-social spoilsports. 
Every human being worthy of the name needs and 
wants the companionship of his fellow man in relaxed, 
congenial leisure. 

But, as the lady’s letter implies, we live in a world 
where there is so much new to learn and so much old 
to catch up with, that we must guard our leisure hours 
jealously. Party-giving and party-going are leisure- 
time pursuits, and if they result in mutual enjoyment 
and fun, as they're supposed to, they are leisure 
well spent. 

But, if they are accompanied by a sense of purpose- 
lessness and banality, by a pretense of enjoyment, 
they amount to leisure sinfully misused, indeed. Cer- 
tainly leisure is wantonly squandered on both sides if 
a party is purely a matter of conformity, given by a 
host who feels duty-bound to give it and attended by 
guests who feel duty-bound to go to it. 

In our opinion, the uneasiness so many Americans 
feel about current hospitality practices is an encour- 
aging reflection of the ways we are changing as a 
people. We are better educated than ever, we travel 
more widely, our interests are as broad as the world. 
We feel the need of a purpose in what we do, even 
in our times of recreation. 

The party where “everyone just stands around with 
a drink in his hand” or the gathering that never gets 
beyond small talk and chitchat is no longer enough. 
We are growing to be lovers of articulate conversa- 
tion, enjoyers of new ideas and experiences. Suspect 
is the party given by the host who is simply surround- 
ing himself with guests to keep from being alone, or 
the “buckshot” duty party of ill-assorted people with 


no common interests. 














other way to entertain..” 


Our pattern of hospitality is now all but frozen 
into the cocktail party and buffet supper mold—give 
or take the ladies’ luncheon and the much rarer after- 
noon tea party. And it is not that these parties can not 
be rewarding, interesting gatherings. But we need not 
be forever committed to them. As we change, it is 
only natural that our types of entertaining must 
change. 

In this issue you will find some party-giving sug- 

gestions that can break the cliché routine and fill the 
need so many of us feel for entertainment that is 
stimulating, fresh, and purposeful. You may consider 
setting apart a regular evening each month when 
you are “at home” to any friends who may want to 
drop in for conversation, establishing your own 
“salon” as they did in the 18th Century. You may, 
along with other travel-minded friends, institute a 
series of round-the-world dinners, in which you ex- 
plore the foods and customs of other lands, swapping 
travel stories and exchanging observations on the ways 
of the rest of the world. You might invite the drama 
fans of your acquaintance to come to dinner and an 
evening of theatre in your living room, via the record- 
ings of a play. You might start a round of book dis- 
cussions, poetry readings, or musical evenings, live or 
recorded. 
* You can, once you start looking at entertainment 
as fun with a purpose, find in it the kind of mental 
stimulation and companionship that parties are sup- 
posed to engender. For host and guest alike this can 
mean the exchange and analyzing of ideas, the con- 
genial sharing of artistic experiences, and the opening 
up of new interests which can result in the greater 
enjoyment of living itself. This is the kind of enter- 
taining that rewards both time and effort.

planning practices. To begin with, guests must be 
chosen more carefully, for the quality of their interests 
and the sympathy they will bring to whatever the en- 
tertaining project is. This spells an end to the fal- 
lacious theory that the bigger the party the better it is. 
It is not how much but how. It also dooms the dreariest 
of all guest lists—the guests who are invited solely 
because the host “owes” them a party. It should halt 
the cliquish, inbred kind of party given by the same 
people for the same people week in and week out. 
Your guest lists must be smaller, more selective. And 
the parties more frequent and less a chore. 
Entertaining with a purpose, you must re-evaluate 
your physical facilities for having guests in your 
home. You may need more comfortable seating, easily 
rearranged for evenings of music-listening or film- 
showing. You may need extra tables, different trays 
or tray settings for those “‘at homes” where the carafes 
of cordials and coflee service acquire importance. 
Foreign-directed parties can open your eyes and 


larder to new kinds of foods, new food equipment. 


You will probably not find yourself in the dither of 
harassment that overtakes the hostess who thinks of 
parties as great big undertakings, for these purposeful 
parties tend to be intimate affairs. They will not be 
formal, but they will certainly not be casual. Because 
of their small size and specialized character, they 
require careful planning and beautiful accessories. 
Your fewer guests can share and appreciate your 
loveliest possessions “close to.” 

These parties with a purpose are probably the most 
flattering to which you could invite a guest. Implicit 
in the invitation is the personal feeling of the hostess— 
“T wanted you to come because | know you have 


something to contribute that all the others will enjoy.”

There are many members of the international set, who have 
houses all over the world. There are many branches of the 
armed forces, particularly upper echelons such as the Army 
Language School and the Navy Post Graduate School, both 
of which bring professors from all over the world who add 
greatly to the cosmopolitan atmosphere of the area.

One of their tricks for spreading the labor and expense 
of entertaining is to pass “visiting firemen” from hostess to 
hostess, as a relay team passes the baton.

How the social whirl affected 
one overseas visitor, as dreamed by a 
famous playwright and author 


who actually lives in the middle of it all

May 15 
Dear Joan: 

As you will see from this letterhead, I am in a hospital 
in New York. But please don’t be alarmed. I am perfectly 
all right. According to my doctor | am merely suffering 
from exhaustion resulting from a week end [| spent in 
Pebble Beach in California. The doctor says he has had 
several patients who, after being entertained at Pebble Beach, 
developed similar symptoms. He assures me I will be fully 
recovered within the next few days and able to fly home to 
London, which, I need not say, | am most anxious to do. My 
digestive apparatus, which was badly out of gear, is recover- 
ing normal functions under the simple diet my doctor has 
prescribed. He says that people can live indefinitely on almost 
anything except Martinis and hors d’oeuvres. I think he 
meant this humorously. 

My entertainment here must be, like everything else in 
America, frightfully expensive. But I am not worrying, 
because the foundation that underwrote my project to in- 
vestigate social phenomena in specialized areas of the U.S.A. 
is taking care of my hospital expense. A gentleman from the 
foundation has already called to see me, and amiably in- 
formed me that my trip to Pebble Beach was “in line of 
duty.” as he put it. I must say that this news was a great 
relief to me. 


The Martin Flavins entertain for lunch in the courtyard of 
their remodeled stable in Pebble Beach. Mexican rebozos pass 
for a tablecloth. Food is served buffet style and guests go 
to a nearby kitchen to get it. Mr. Flavin’s playful reporting 
on the giddy social life that swirls around him, though humor- 
ous, is an accurate and penetrating description of how it is. 
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To get back to Pebble Beach: You will recall that when I 
was leaving London about a month ago, you gave me the 
name of an American couple you had met last winter—older 


people than ourselves but very nice, you said, people you 
were sure I would like. They lived at a place called Pebble 
Beach not far from San Francisco, which was on my project 
program, and when I arrived there, | must surely let them 
know. I cannot now recall their name. 

I must explain, Joan: A mild amnesia as relates to names 
is my major symptom. I cannot remember any names, not a 
single name of all the many people [ met at Pebble Beach in 
those three fatal days. To be quite frank about it, when | 
got off the plane at the New York airport, I couldn’t even 
remember my own name. (I had slept all the way, and the 
stewardess and pilot seemed concerned about me. [| think 
perhaps they thought I was intoxicated, which of course I 
wasn t—just exhausted and confused. Possibly I had _ sus- 
tained a mild concussion the afternoon before, when I fell 
off the horse. But that is something I will come to later.) 

But please don’t worry, Joan, it isn’t serious at all. I can 
remember everything but names, and the doctor says they'll 
all come back when I am fully rested. He says it often hap- 
pens from fatigue or shock, and is frequently induced by 
cocktail parties. 

Anyway, when I finished my survey in San Francisco, it 
was coming to a week end, and I remembered my promise to 
telephone your friends at Pebble Beach. It was the wife who 
answered, and J must say she was very sweet and cordial.

@ Seven years ago Bob Ewart, a bright, young haberdasher ; 
from Pomona, California, introduced into his pleasant foot- 
hill community one of the most stimulating and enriching 
party ideas of the decade—an experiment in international 
eating. 
A friendly, alert, outgoing businessman, imbued with a 
zest for living, Ewart had attended a similar dinner party in 
Atherton, a suburb of San Francisco.

One evening, mixing drinks with another couple, the Ed 
Ulreys, in the kitchen of his house, enthusiast Ewart 
broached his idea. He would like to organize a group of six 
couples, each to entertain once a year by preparing a com- 
plete meal, typical of some foreign country, for a party of 
twelve. 

The Ewarts and their guests of the evening promptly came 
up with the names of friends and neighbors who might also 
be interested in the idea. They were careful to select only 
married couples in which the husband would prove as whole- 
heartedly co-operative and open-minded as his wife.

without the slightest harm to paint or wallpaper

@ If you'd like to put up decorations for a party without 
marring walls and ceilings, there is now an inexpensive an- 
swer called a Party Pole Kit. 

This is a brushed-brass, rubber-tipped sleeve with a spring 
inside it. The sleeve slips over a 14-inch pole, which you 
buy from your local lumber dealer. Ask for “closet pole,” 
available everywhere at 8 to 12 cents a foot in stock sizes up 
to 16 feet. The length should be 5 inches less than the height 
you want to span (to allow for the spring). 

When you get the pole home you merely slide the sleeve 
over the top of the pole and place it where you want it 
against the ceiling. Then, compressing it against the spring 
inside the sleeve, you carry the butt end of the pole to the 
spot on the floor where it will stand vertically and set it 
down. Presto! A tension pole that you’ve made yourself. 

Neat? Four of them set in the four corners of a room (out 
a foot from the walls) provide a temporary structure upon 
which and between which you can string, wrap, and hang 
party decorations in infinite array.

@® Some people smoke cigarettes or chew ben- 
zedrine tablets. I collect dishes and the neces- 
sary accompaniments that I need to use the 
dishes. 

There is a bit of folk-wisdom floating around 
that you can carry a good thing too far. I 
would not be the one to know. I must own 
around 2,000 individual utensils or containers 
for the serving of food. But 10,000 food con- 
tainers do not seem like too many to me. I 
do not warehouse them in barrels in the garage. 
I use them all rather constantly. [ don’t collect 
just to have. I collect to use, to create new 
combinations. | suppose the real truth is that 
I do it to have fun. Using them makes me feel 
like an artist. 

I indulge in this kind of fun three times a 
day, at breakfast, lunch, and dinner. My family 
teases me, saying I think about what dishes 
to use before I think about what to put on 
them. Which is partly true. The real truth of 
it is that I cannot think of one without the 





other. Any food tastes better if it looks pretty. 
Every woman knows that. But what so many 
women don’t know is (Please turn the page) 


Owning so many table appointments requires very 
efficient storage space. Here is one view of the 
cupboards above my dishwasher where the most 
frequently used things are kept. (A tall aluminum 
step-ladder gets me to the top shelves.) Stacking 
is also part of the secret. Altogether I have 349 


lineal feet of shelving for table appointments.

that thinking of a pretty table setting helps 
you decide on a menu. Just as we don’t want 
to eat the same menu every day, neither do we 
want to be confronted by monotonous table ar- 
rangements. In a nutshell, I claim that because 
I can produce such variety in my table arrange- 
ments I am stimulated to produce variety in 


the menus and recipes. I often wonder how 


women with only a set of dishes can decide 
what to cook. I would be in a rut in no time. 
And I bet those are the unfortunate women 
who hate to cook! 

Not I! I love to cook. I love to give parties. 
What some people consider drudgery | con- 
sider artistry. I think the difference lies in the 
simple fact that I have made table-setting an 
art—the way the table looks before the guests 
sit down and the way it looks as the succession 
of foods parade across it. 

I would never use the same china through- 
out the meal. I wouldn’t dream of having the 
butter plate or the salad plate match the dinner 
plate! It’s obvious, uninteresting, and unin- 
spired. Anybody can have things match; you 
just buy them to match. As all of these pages 
show, I change the type of plate with every 
course. And I try to have one or two courses 
relate, in texture or color, to the center ar- 
rangement. 

You might say I “knit” the whole thing to- 
gether, via color and texture, in the same way 
a musical show uses a few key melodies, 
recurring throughout, to bind together the 
musical mood. For even when the plates are 
being changed, the linens and the centerpiece 
are still tying the scheme into one whole com- 
position. 


As the art world would say, I try to have 


The three stages of a game dinner parade down 
the page at the left. The scheme started with the 
black-beige handwoven mats by Dora Jung. My 
aralia trees had black seed pods on them—shiny 
and fascinating. That settled it. A black pottery 
compote was filled with charcoal to hold down 
the seed pods, Crevices filled with ivy leaves. 
Black soup plates were turned upside down, and 
—lo and behold—some green candles just fitted. 
So in went the green candles. I needed a green 
soup to complete the opening act. Hence purée 
of fresh green peas, whizzed in the blender. Since 
I have my mother’s game plates, what could be 
simpler than serving smoked duck! Stoneware 
dessert plates in black and white keep the whole 
meal “in sync” with the mats and the center- 


piece. Notice I don’t match napkins to mats but 


to the centerpiece. Another time, another way! 











some underlying unity to the whole arrange- 
ment, even though there is change from one 
course to the next. Variety, but within an 
over-all unity—that’s what does it. 

I go even further than this. I try to make 
some of the food match the table elements. 
And I don't mean I use vegetable coloring. 
Heaven forbid! If I am planning to have 
yellow flowers on the table, | may remember 
saffron and then make a saffron soup or a 
curry soup with crab. 

If I have used oranges and lemons in the 
center arrangement, I will feature them in a 
dessert, serving either “Greek Oranges” (a 
made dish) or lemon sherbet piled high in 
large lemons that have been scooped out to act 
as dishes. Or if I have used green leaves in 
the center and green candles, nobody would be 
surprised to find purée of green peas as the 
soup course. (See photos across at left.) 

These are subtleties, to be sure. But so is it 
subtle when a girl changes the color of her 
lipstick and eye shadow because she is wearing 
another color dress. Very small things make 
a very big difference. Not one in 20 guests will 
catch such little things enough to analyze or 
name them. But they are aware there is some- 
thing suave and polished happening in front 
of them. 

Anyway, art shouldn’t be obvious. It should 
work on you without your being aware that 


you are being worked on. 


The 11,000 women to whom T lectured in the 
last twelve months are fully aware that | am 
always crusading for the idea that each of us 
should create our own style of menu planning 
and table setting. Our kitchens and our houses 
and our whole lives (Please turn the page) 


Some of my favorite table arranging “props” are 
white polished shells in all sizes. They work with 
all colors, all kinds of flowers, with a suggestion 
of delicacy. That day the pink carnations were 
great, so out came the pink tablecloth. The big 
shell plates went on as the first course (though 
they might just as well have served for the des- 
sert). The plain white Lenox plates served the 
main course. And I did as my mother might have 
done for dessert, down to finger bowls with float- 
ing petals. More polished shells acted as ash 
trays, with silver book matches. All in the right 
mood for a ladies’ luncheon! But not so right for 
a hard-swinging, he-man group. Even the char- 
acter of your guests should affect the way you 
dress the table, I believe. Most of my “props” I 
store virtually outdoors or in an unheated 


crudely-finished store-room.

are quite different from our mothers’ or grand- 
mothers’, so we should not be bound by tradi- 
tion. We haven't the servants to help us, so it 
calls for new ways and new menu formats. And 
we have the whole world of manners, recipes. 
and materials to draw on and be inspired by. 

For instance, in France the bread is tucked 
into a rolled napkin and put on the service 
plate before the start of the meal. Saves pass- 
ing the bread. I do it all the time. English 
hostesses place the dessert spoon and fork at 
the top of the plate before the start of the 
meal. I do this also, for then I am certain 
they are there when dessert time comes. In 
Thailand they serve a dessert spoon and fork 
for the eating of curry. How much more 
sensible! None of this balancing of rice on 
a fork! For you eat with the spoon. using 
the fork as a pusher, so to speak. Like eating 
spaghetti in Italy. 

How simple it all is, when you think about 
these things directly. instead of through the 
misty veil of etiquette, much of which is out- 
moded. There is no such thing as the correct 
or incorrect way of serving or eating. Any 
way is correct so long as it works well and 
is attractive. To me, the jet age has brought 
us freedom from precedent, freedom to take 
the best from everywhere—recipes, manners. 
you name it! 

You may wonder how I start a table color 
scheme. Well, I hardly know myself. It could 
be anything: some superb broccoli at its peak 
that I see in the market, that causes me to 
want to play with green. Or it could be a 
sale of dress remnants or upholstery fabrics 
in luscious colors in the right width and 


Yellow Thai silk tablecloth is the springboard of 
this table setting (though I owned dishes, with 
yellow colorings before I bought the fabric). 
Yellow is a good background color for almost 
every food, so it is safe to use as a motif. But 
played too far without other colors, it is “blah,” 
like too much baby blue. So for the soup course 
I mixed yellow with pewter-like metal service 
plates and pottery bowls. For the entrée I used 
antique Chinese china on a plain yellow plate. 
The dessert plates are Italian earthenware with 
a baroque pattern. I used sterling through the 
first two courses, but for dessert I switched to 
stainless steel because it echoed the pewter ducks 
in the center. I like to have one or two of the 
courses relate to the centerpiece, which is always 
there. This is how you can unify many elements 
into an integrated whole, like serving the same

length for my tables. Or it could be I am 
entertaining a visitor from Japan, so obviously 
[ must use my Japanese dishes and trays. 
Anything, but anything. can trigger me. [| 
never know myself, but I just relax and get 
carried wherever whim and fancy take me. 
And it always comes out all right. 

Of course, it would not come out all right 
if | were stuck with only one set of dishes 
and glasss and linens. How can you be creative 
and “have a ball” if you have only a few 
elements to manipulate! 

Do I know! I inherited enough from my 
mother so I could easily have not bought 
another thing in my life. And for years I used 
only her things. Those were the years that I 
was not interested in cooking. Food was to 
sustain life, but not for fun. When I began te 
be creative about how the table looked I be- 
gan to get interested in cooking. Cooking 
superbly became a passion, growing evefy year. 

The first half of my married life I bought 
nothing for the table. The last 12 to 15 years 
I have indulged my creative instincts (which 
I didn’t know I had). Admittingly I own a 
lot—two thousand items ts a lot. And it takes 
space to store them. But they've been acquired 
over many years—birthdays. anniversaries, 
Christmases, and sales. Most are stored in un- 
heated, rough, crude space outdoors. My hus- 
band has built 349 lineal feet of shelf space, 
varying in depth from 15 inches deep to 3 feet 
deep. to house all these accoutrements. But 
nine-tenths of it is one step this side of being 
outdoors. Thanks to plastic sheeting and boxes,

I learned more about table settings in Japan than 
anywhere I have ever been. They have made it a 
higher art than anywhere else in the world. The 
Japanese would not dream of having things 
match. (Only the dipping sauce dish matches 
the dish holding the food to be dipped—a signal 
telling you which sauce for which food.) They 
try to make each tray a symphony of different 
shapes and textures and colors, composing such 
unlike materials as bamboo, porcelain, and lac- 
quer. They have many non-symmetrical shapes, 
and shapes that echo the forms of nature, like 
leaves, persimmons, pine needles, palm leaves, 
gourds, etc. So 1 had a field day when I was in 
Japan, for the objects I am talking about cannot 
be bought in the U.S—the Japanese do not 
consider them suitable for export. At right you 
see how to serve a Japanese meal: top tray for 


sashimi, middle tray for entrée, bottom for umant.

The Hostess’s Dream Party 


Here is a new kind of cooking 


where everyone cooks for himself at the table. The technique 


is foolproof and the results delicious

@ The hostess’s nightmare is missing her own party because 
she is so busy in the kitchen doing the cooking. 

This is not necessary if you will do a type of cooking 
common in Japanese homes called nabe (pronounced nah- 
beh), at the table in a seasoned liquid. The foods thus cooked 
are simply sliced in the kitchen in bite-size pieces and 
brought to the table attractively arranged on platters or 
baskets. Then each person drops whatever he cares to eat 
into the boiling liquid, removing it to his plate or into his 
dipping sauce bowl when he thinks it is done. 

Nabe cooking is a great party device, partly for its novelty 
and also because it is so delicious. The most unadventurous 
eater invariably raves about how good it is, and goes back 
again and again to cook a new portion. And the sense of 
participating so easily in something so successful is always 
pleasing. We have entertained again and again with nabe 
cooking as the core of the menu, and we can report it has 
never failed to wow our guests. 

What do you need for a session of nabe cooking? Very 
little. You need to be able to keep a pot of liquid boiling 
on the table. The easiest way is to use an electric saucepan, 
thermostatically controlled, of the type that has two handles 
instead of a stick handle, so it appears less kitcheny. A more 
novel way, and one that adds to the glamour of the occasion 
is to cook in a hokotsu (shown at the top of opposite page), 
the traditional pot for nabe cooking in Japan. It burns char- 
coal, which would be started and brought past the flaming 
stage outdoors, then transferred to the hokotsu just a second 
before the liquid is added. More work, but worth it for 
parties because its novelty will perk up the occasion. 

If more than four or five are to participate, they can- 
not all reach the pot and the numerous platters. So better 
remove the cooking set-up to a nearby table or rolling cart. 
Then each diner will get up, walk to the pot, and select 
his combination of ingredients, serve his plate, and return 
to the dining table. Since cooking time is only a minute 
or two (all pieces are bite-size), this is no hardship and 
actually adds to the pleasure and sense of participating. 

The cooking liquid may be strongly seasoned or quite 
pale. If mild, then the dipping sauce should be stronger. 


We give you here three recipes for cooking liquids and 
four recipes for dipping sauces. Garnishes are often added 
to the dipping sauce—either fresh ginger (grated or slivered) 
and/or white radish (grated or slivered), and/or toasted 
and crumpled laver seaweed (nori), and/or chopped scallion 
tops. These are optional, and you could use one or all four. 

The food that may be nabe-cooked can be anything. It 
can be meat with vegetables. Or seafood with vegetables. 
It can be chicken and seafood with vegetables. (They blend 
exceedingly well.) You see, the aim of nabe cooking is to 
be the main part of the meal. The cooking liquid is drunk 
at the end as a soup, for it has become very flavorsome by 
the time everyone has cooked several portions in it. Only a 
dessert would be called for after a nabe meal. 

Following are foods that can be used for nabe cooking. 
All should be cut into bite-size cubes or sliced paper thin. 


Meats: pork, beef, chicken, duck. 


Fish: bonito, tuna, mackerel, porgy, cod, most white fishes 
(striped bass, red snapper, sea bass). 


Shellfish: oysters, clams, scallops, shrimp. 


Vegetables: scallions, onions, Chinese cabbage, lotus root 
(canned), bamboo shoots (canned), watercress, 
lettuces such as bibb, romaine. butter (cut heads 
in vertical quarters so leaves hold together, but 


remove hearts). 


Other vegetables (these need to be partially cooked ahead 
for they take too long to be cooked till done in 
the pot on the table) : spinach (cook two minutes) , 
carrot (cook five minutes), turnip (cook five 
minutes), sweet potato (cook five minutes), 
pumpkin (cook five minutes). 


Other ingredients (these are interesting but not essential) : 
dried mushrooms—soak 15 to 20 minutes: bean 
thread noodles (harusame)—soak 15 to 20 min- 
utes by pouring on boiling water and _ letting 
stand; soy bean curd (tofw), canned broiled type; 
fried bean curd (aburage), canned or fresh.

@® for a theater party in your home invite your friends who 
can “see” a play with their ears, whose imagination can set 
a stage, shift the scenery, and costume the actors. Ask them 
to come and listen to a recording of a full-scale stage hit 
with a star-studded cast. Some plays are in paperbacks which 
you can send along with your invitation for a guest to read 
before he comes. 

If going to a live performance means battling for tickets, 
driving miles, and fighting traffic, your friends will prefec 


to take their drama in armchair comfort with congenial com- 


pany, in the enticing atmosphere of your home. Besides, the 
spirited group discussion or. debate that follows, say, Shaw’s 
Saint Joan Sartre’s No Exit, is a bonus of participation 
that the li heater seldom offers. 

All of this sossible today because complete Broadway- 


cast albums ull-length plays are becoming as available 


to you as good music. To understand why they are so suc- 
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cessful, you’ve only to go back to Sophocles, Shakespeare, 
and the other great masters of the written word. They 
believed that if words were powerful enough, they could (by 
firing the spectator’s imagination) set their own stage, light 
their own scenes, costume their own casts. 

From classics like Saint Joan to the most recent avant- 
garde’ plays, there are 26 or more major modern dramas on 
records to prove that words, unaided, can put on a play. 

As wonderful in fleshing up the bare bones of language 
as are sets, movement, lights, color, scene-stealing, and other 
tricks of stage-craft, you may get more meaning out of a 
drama only heard. And you may remember it longer when 
you're not visually distracted. 

The real value of recordings may be that they turn a 
spectator into a participant. When listening, you create your 
own mental pictures. You supply personality traits to in- 
visible actors, even to such greats of the stage as Maurice 
Evans, John Gielgud, Alec Guinness, Siobhan McKenna, 
Ingrid Bergman, Pamela Brown, and Judith Anderson. 

From the modern dramas we list (see our record list at 
the end of this article) you can pick one to suit the tastes 
of your most critical guests. They’re all plays that can be 
heard with enjoyment again and again. The expense of pro- 
ducing the full-length plays of New York performances 
almost limits the list to classics and recent plays of substance. 

If plays haven’t been read beforehand, your enjoyment can 
be deepened as you listen by following the printed text, 
thanks to paperback versions of nearly every album that 
doesn’t provide its own. With the recorded plays we have 
listed titles of books of plays that are available. 

One of the most enjoyable is Shaw’s Saint Joan. What 
makes it something to be cherished are the intuitive perform- 
ance of Siobhan McKenna as the heroine, the rapier-sharp 
mind of Shaw as the hero, and the fascinating dilemma that 
would confront mankind if we had to make room on earth for 
a living saint. The voices of the supporting cast on this Cam- 
bridge Drama Festival recording are as seductive as music. 

You have Shaw’s trenchant wit in fine form again in Don 
Juan in Hell (from the acting version ef Man and Superman, 
third chapter). Even if your guests heard the “road com- 
pany’ cast of four—Charles Laughton, Charles Boyer, Cedric 
Hardwicke and Agnes Moorehead—which delighted audi- 
ences all over the country—they will enjoy hearing them 
again in the most stimulating dialogue of our times about 
mankind, which is particularly suited to recordings. 

Another hell filled with provocative ideas is Jean Paul 
Sartre’s No Exit. Betty Field, Nancy Wickwire, and Douglas 
Watson play the trio in a unique Sartre-made mental purga- 
tory, where they are condemned to share each other’s unlovely 
company. On a recording you have no startling stage set— 
windowless living room, gaudily decorated and _ blazingly 
lighted—and no bell-hop with lidless eyes to keep you from 
concentrating on Sartre’s existential philosophy. 

Because of the power of language to hold you under its 
spell, records give as good a vocal accounting as did the 
Broadway stage play of J.B., Archibald MacLeish’s Pulitzer 
Prize-winning play in verse. Words alone dramatize how in 
losing all—home, fortune, wife, and five children—Job (in 
the guise of an American millionaire) gains all “enlightened 


with the light of living.” (Please turn to page 212) 








The easiest way 
to entertain 


The old-fashioned “‘at home” can let you 


entertain without making it “a production”

Announcements like these don’t require R.S.V.P.’s. They can 

be supplemented from time to time with special invitations. 


@ If you’ve been looking for a way to break the dinner- 
party habit, consider holding in your home a modern-day 
equivalent of the 18th-century salon. Your aim will be the 
same—a party with sparkling, witty, and meaningful con- 
versation—but it can have as much or as little old-world 
formality as you wish. You can begin by sending out formal 
notices of your regular at-home night, or simply call a few 
friends the first time, letting them know that it is to be a 
regular occasion. 

For you, as the hostess, this type of entertaining has 
many advantages. For one thing, it breaks down the oblig- 
atory “paying-back” system of entertaining. You will have 
close friends who will come often, even regularly, without 
feeling required to reciprocate. Others may come only occa- 
sionally, or perhaps only if reminded by a special note or 
a telephone call, but in the same way they will not feel 


duty-bound to respond. 
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Secondly, and perhaps more importantly, it gives you 
a chance really to enjoy your own entertaining. The focus 
is taken off eating and drinking and put on conversation 
and relaxed, getting-to-know-you exchange of thoughts. This 
means that food preparation is kept to an absolute minimum 
(more about this later, with specific examples). and all of 
it done ahead of time. The food is not even to be served 
at any specific time or in any specific way; it is simply 
there for guests to partake of or not, as they wish. Even 
though you are the hostess, you can be free from nagging 
back-of-the-mind questions about food courses or glass refills. 

This freedom from food-and-drink details means that in- 
stead of being cook and waitress, you can play a more posi- 
tive role as hostess, bringing people together by developing 
common interests, introducing conversational subjects bound 
to arouse discussion (if not controversy). This, of course. 
is a responsibility and may even require a bit of preparation. 
but if you want to do more than gossip, this should be the 
opportunity you're looking for. 

When should you plan your at-home? This depends in part 
on social customs in your city. In some areas you could 
choose a Friday or Saturday evening, in others you couldn't. 
Sunday afternoon is certainly a traditional and appropriate 
time, if your family situation makes it possible. Don’t con- 
sider a week night impossible. Many of your guests will 
come only occasionally and can easily plan ahead for a 
night out during the week. And there will be very little 
competition for your gatherings. From your own point of 
view, a week night can be as easy as any other, if you point 
for it as a once-a-month occasion. 

When should it start and how long should it last? Since 
youre probably breaking ground with this kind of enter- 
taining, you'll have to feel your way at the start. Certainly, 
if it is on a week night, it should be early enough to let your 
guests get home in good season. Eight o’clock seems about 
right, but you might make it a little earlier or a bit later 
depending on working and driving conditions in your com- 
munity. Week-end nights certainly could be a bit later. 
Sunday afternoons could start at three, certainly no later 
than four. 

What should you offer in the way of drinks? We suggest 
that you do not set up a complete do-it-yourself bar, even 
though this might sound feasible. Actually, you’re trying 
a different kind of entertaining, and the drinking that usually 
precedes a dinner party is not really in order. The drinks 
should be along the lines of liqueurs, cordials, brandies, 
sherry, Madeira, or port. Your aim should be to have no 
mixed drinks. This always creates problems of ingredients, 
pitchers, etc. An ice bucket for those who want vermouth 
or cordials on the rocks should be sufficient, plus an assort- 
ment of glass sizes and bottles of whatever drinks you are 
offering. Don’t force a glass into each arriving guest’s hand. 
This is precisely what the evening is not designed for. The 
facilities should be there and the guest may help himself, 
if and when he feels like it. Remember, the basic purpose of 
a salon is good conversation. 

Since the supposition is that the guest will have had 
dinner earlier, the food to offer should be more in the 
nature of refreshments, which means the emphasis should 


be on not-too-rich cakes, (Please turn to page 190)

Buffet food that can wait 


By EPSIE KINARD 


Keeping your buffet table attractive-looking from 


beginning to end, and preventing foods from drying out 





while they wait for the late-comers is a hostess’s duty. 


One simple device is all you need 
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he buffet method of serving food to a lot of guests has 

much to recommend it. But it has two hazards which 

many hosts and hostesses seem to overlook. They seem 
to be unaware of how badly the food begins to look after 
eight or ten persons have helped themselves. The table begins 
to look like an unmade bed, and the guests who have lingered 
for another drink or to finish a conversation are faced with 
an unappetizing scene. 

The second hazard concerns the drying out of foods that 
have to stand, waiting for late arrivers or those who come 
back for second helpings. 

You can go a long way toward curing both problems by 
serving one of the main dishes in your menu in aspic, in in- 
dividual-size molds the size of a portion. Thus the air is 
sealed out and the food does not dry out. And the platter 
does not begin to look dishevelled as the supply dwindles. 
Best of all, the jelly that does the enclosing can contribute 
interesting added flavors that enhance the total taste. 

The French have long been masters of food en gelée. Air 
France, the national air carrier for France, has long made 
effective use of individual molded foods. For serving food 
aloft is not too unlike buffet serving. And Air France’s epi- 
curean menus frequently have more than one food en gelée. 

So we went to Air France’s kitchens at Idlewild Airport, 
where they prepare food hours before it is eaten in flight. 
We wanted to learn how they line molds with aspic jelly so 
the inner contents are covered when unmolded. Our findings 
are given at the right, for the technique of how to do is 
quite separate from the various ways of making the jelly. 

Jelly is of two basic types: one is made from meat stock 
and the other from fish stock. Use the fish stock type for 
sea foods. Use the meat stock for all other foods. 

Stock can be entirely homemade. Or you can make a 
“quickie” by using any of the numerous canned jellied con- 
sommés (which still need to be further bolstered with gelatin, 
as they do not contain enough gelatin to act as binders for 
solids at room temperatures). 

Whichever stock you use, be sure it is rich and tasty. Cold 
things need more robust flavor than hot things to have char- 
acter. Spices and vinegar can pep up aspic jelly enormously. 


Homemade Jellied Meat Stock 
(Makes about two quarts) 
1 calf’s foot 2 stalks celery 


3 pounds chicken bones V4 teaspoon pickling spice 


114% pounds beef bones 1, teaspoon cracked pepper 
1 leek 14 cup white wine vinegar 
1 onion 1 cup white wine 


2 carrots 1, cup Madeira 


Place all of these ingredients but the last three in a 
deep pot. Cover with cold water. Place over medium heat, 
uncovered, and bring to a boil. As scum rises to surface, 
remove it. When liquid begins to boil, cover pot and turn heat 
low so that liquid just simmers. Allow to cook slowly for 
114 hours. Strain stock, discarding bones and vegetables. 
Cool so that fat will solidify and can be removed from sur- 
face. Now add the white wine vinegar and white wine and 
Madeira. Correct for salt. This stock should stand up like 
gelatin when cold. 

Although it is traditional to clarify a basic stock, like 
the preceding one, many housewives may not want to take 
the trouble to be such purists. For some, flavor is sacrificed. 
So we do not discuss it here. 
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Quick Basic Jellied Stock 
(Makes about two quarts) 


8 cups canned jellied consommé or jellied madriléne (use 
1 or 2 envelopes of unflavored gelatin) or 

6 cups consommé and two cups V-8 vegetable cocktail juice 
or tomato juice (use 14% or 3 envelopes of unflavored 
gelatin ) 


Whether you use one or two envelopes of gelatin (for the 
all-jellied consommé in cans) or 11% or 3 envelopes (for the 
other version of this stock) depends upon the season and 
the temperature of your house. You'll need to use less gela- 
tin during the cold months than during the warmer months. 
If you keep your house heated to a cozy 72 to 74 degrees, 
you'll naturally need to use more gelatin to support aspic 
dishes at this temperature than if the house is a cooler 68 
degrees. 

Using the amount of gelatin needed, make this “quickie” 
jellied stock according to the basic directions on the gelatin 


envelope. (Please turn to page 195) 





How to Line a Mold 


The technique for holding foods in aspic jelly is first 
to coat the mold with a thin layer of jelly. The French 
call it chemiser. The word chemise means shirt, so they 
mean to cover the whole inside surface of the mold with 
a jellied coating, a lining about 14 to 1% inch thick, which 
you must let set firmly before going on to fill the cavity 
with the food. 

You do this by the simple expedient of filling the mold 
full with cold but still liquid jelly and putting in the 
refrigerator for a few minutes. In a very short time the 
jelly begins to set on all the outer surfaces, an@.clings to 
the walls of the mold. When it has built up thick enough 
to suit you—and you can tell by feeling it with your fin- 
ger—you pour out the remaining unset liquid. Then re- 
turn to the refrigerator for the jellied lining to set still 
more firmly. 

When firmly set, you then add the foods you want en- 
cased. Be sure that the filling used is not at all warm—in 
fact, it must be very cold—or it will melt a hole in the 
lining. Try to place the filling in the mold so a little 
space is left around the sides so that when more aspic is 
poured in at the end it will completely surround, as well 
as cover, the center filling. 

Return to the refrigerator until completely set. 

A small metal mold will take less than half an hour 
to set if all the ingredients are cold. Glass, china, or 
plastic take longer as they are not such good conductors 
of temperature. In a metal mold the lining sets up so fast, 
once it is put in the refrigerator, that you can hardly turn 
your back on it. Experiment with several types and then 
decide which has the speed you like best. If too thick a 
lining sets up, liquefy by heating and start again. 

Tea cups, pot de créme pots, plastic refrigerator boxes, 
cottage cheese containers, custard cups all make good 
molds and you very likely have them in quantity. You 
would fill 10 or 15 at a time—as many as you have space 
for at once in your refrigerator, handling them together 
on one tray.

Philippines 


In their fascinating East-West 

world, the Filipinos seem to live with the door 
perennially off the latch 

and the table perpetually spread in honor 


of relatives, friends, and the visiting stranger

@ We got off the Qantas round-the-world jet which had 
brought us in on the 2-hour-40-minute flight from Hong 
Kong to Manila, and were immediately greeted with a lei of 
tiny, deliciously sweet, white blossoms, hung with a flower- 
worked medallion like the star in the Philippine flag. The 
blossom is the sampaguita, national flower of the Philippine 
Republic. It also symbolizes love. And if love implies, as we 
think it does, warm, generous, eager hospitality, the Philip- 
pines couldn’t have a more appropriate symbol. 

When you visit the Philippines you are not really attend- 
ing a perpetual party. It only seems that way. Given any 
entrée at all to a Filipino home, you can hardly get your 
sight-seeing attended to for the breakfasts, luncheons, mert- 
endas, dinners and barrio fiestas that seem to start up the 
minute, anyone arrives with a suitcase. Or even without a 
suitcase. For among themselves, the Filipinos, on all social 
levels, seem to be living one big family reunion, and any- 
thing serves as an excuse for celebration. In fact, one of 
the most frequent gatherings is the salo salo, an unpre- 
meditated party that develops under its own steam when a 
few friends suddenly decide to get together for food, drink, 
and an evening of fun. At around eleven in the morning, 
neighbors and friends may get together for a “calamansi 
break’’—a sort of lemonade party, the drink made of the tiny, 
marble-round calamanst, a citrus used as frequently as we use 
lemons. It’s sweeter, less acerbic. 


Habits of gregariousness and hospitality are inbred in 
Filipinos from childhood. Families are large and very close- 
knit, for this is a culture that mingles the oriental tradi- 
tions of the Malayans and Chinese with the similarly family- 
directed tradition of the Spanish. Every Sunday is Mother’s 
Day, when the clan, young and old, foregathers at Grand- 
ma’s. A family group of forty or so would be more routine 
than exceptional, and takes as much preparation as we'd 
put into a gala. The secret ingredient, of course, is that 
many hands make light work, and household help is plentiful. 

Food is plentiful, too, and considered of prime importance 
whenever two or three are gathered together. The Filipinos 
love bounty and variety in their meals. Even restaurant 
tables are loaded with abundance, there’s no such thing as 
a small serving, and the well known Jewish matriarchal 
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entreaty to “Eat, eat, enjoy, enjoy!” is nothing compared 
with the insistence of the Filipina ladies that all who sit 
at their tables must sample something of everything. Out 
of this philosophy of abundance comes the hospitable con- 
viction that there’s always room for one more., 

We visited the three main divisions of this South Pacific 
land of 7,000 islands—from Luzon in the north, Visayas 
in the center, to Mindanao, the romantic south where divers 
bring up pearls from the Sulu Sea. Everywhere we recognized 
this native gift for putting out the latchstring. Perhaps the 
most overwhelming cordiality, far beyond the call of hos- 
pitality, was an invitation to a 6:00 A. M. breakfast in 
Zamboanga on Mindanao. The menu: calamansi juice, fried 
eggs, mounds of purple rice sprinkled with brown sugar and 
grated fresh coconut, boiled white rice, fried bananas. 
dumpling-like rolls of steamed rice flour, fried sausage, 
fried salted dried fish, bread and butter, fresh papayas, 
fresh bananas, and Spanish-style thick hot chocolate, made 
from freshly grated cacao beans. In the gray light of dawn, 
the hostess had prepared this, set forth beautifully on an 
embroidered pina cloth with all the silver fixings, just so that 
the traveler shouldn’t starve to death on an early morning 
flight to Cagayan de Oro, about two hours away. 


The Filipinos have their own built-in people-to-people 
program, as our record of entertainment can prove. As a 
guest at a Rotary-Ann meeting one Sunday afternoon in 
Zamboanga, besides discovering how delightfully business- 
like the feminine. fragile-looking Filipina can be, we found 
out what merienda means. It’s billed as a light, mid-after- 
noon collation, or tea, but in this case the usual cakes 
were rather heartily amplified with empanadas or fried little 
cocked-hat turnovers of pork and raisins, and with dishes 
of the translucent slim rice-flour noodles such as you find 
in Japan and Hong Kong. The piéce de résistance was the 
leche flan, or caramel custard, the test of a good cook in 
the Philippines. It can be served variously with grated fresh 
coconut, guava jelly, kumquats, or candied ginger, and 
makes a splendid addition to your party dessert repertoire 
if you’re looking for a light but decorative sweet. 

The food wields a special fascination because it repre- 
sents as rich a one-world mixture as the people themselves, 
influenced by Southeast Asia, China, Spain, Europe, and 
the United States, which has made its mores felt more here 
than in any other part of Asia. The back-yard barbecue is 
coming to be as prevalent as Coca Cola. Rice is the basic 
food. Chicken and pork are favorites, and no feast is a 
feast without the lechon, the crisply roasted whole suck- 
ling pig. The most popular method of cooking meat is adobo. 
Seasoned with vinegar, sugar, and garlic, the meat is boiled 
until soft, then fried in lard and re-seasoned with bay 
leaves and pepper corn. Tiny oysters adobo are a delicacy. 
There is much frying. Coconut oil is often used, but lard 
is the universal cooking fat, although the younger, choles- 
terol-minded Filipinos are starting to take a dim view of 
it.

We hail them with particular enthusiasm 
because this high-style sophistication of color and pattern 
is actually stamped needlework, ready for you to embroider 
yourself. using the most basic of stitches. So this is that 
rarity among pre-stamped linens—a project that doesn’t 
merely beguile the time, but rewards you with a final 
product you'll be proud to own and put on display, besides 
adding to your linen larder some refreshing ingredients 
for stylish, conversation-piece table settings. 

There are two patterns, designed by Edna Martin, dean 
of Sweden’s gifted needlewomen. One is a geometric com- 
position, “Precious Stones,” and the other a stylized floral 
design, “Centiflora.” Each pattern can come in the six dif- 
ferent color combinations shown opposite. 

To make things even easier, you can order these mats and 
napkins by mail, assembled in kits which include the hand- 
spun Swedish linen yarns necessary to give your embroidery 
its look of matte smartness. Included is a properly-sized 
steel needle and an easily-followed guide chart. You may 
also order this linen with the embroidery already started to 
show you how the basic satin stitch and broken satin stitch 
look. Mats will measure 15” x 22” and napkins 14” square 
when you finish them with a quarter-inch hem.

on the table. Even if it were possible to find 
identically matching roses on china, table 
linen and silverware, which it is not, to our 
knowledge, the final result would be sheer 
monotony, a setting devoid of that element 
of surprise which distinguishes an inspired 
setting from a dull one. People who are motif- 
happy are most likely to end up with a dis- 
parate variety of rose patterns that bear no 
relationship to each other in scale or in qual- 
ity of drawing.

them. But you must remember that pattern— 
any pattern—demands more attention from 
the eye than a plain surface, and there’s a 
limit to what the eye can comfortably take 
in. For this reason, we enjoy and appreciate 
pattern most when it is in juxtaposition with 
plain, unpatterned surroundings which serve 
to rest our eyes. The more intense the con- 
trasting solid color is, the greater drama the 
pattern assumes. Patterns of equal intensity 
and scale are not often good companions be- 
cause they cancel each other out by making 
equal demands on the eye. The most successful 
pattern mixture occurs when one is so sparse 
and subtle that it approximates a solid. 
Stated another way, pattern is always most 
effective when you don’t use too much of it.

How many other couples do you 
know who have tasted the favorite 
dishes of forty nations?

Having acquired, through read- 
ing books and pamphlets, a gen- 
eral knowledge of the background 
of the Dutch, you seek some speci- 
fic knowledge of their food—what 
they like best, how they prepare 
it, how they serve it, their favorite 
apéritifs, entrees, and desserts. 
If there are no books on these 
subjects and if recipes are rare, 
you write to the Holland-America 
Line or to KLM Royal Dutch Air- 
lines, and you find, surprisingly 
enough, that these are co-operative 
and rewarding research sources.

date, there have been no books pub- 
lished on Basque cooking, so the 
hosts who drew a Basque meal as 


their lot got themselves invited to 


completely un-Americanized. 


the home of one of the shepherds. 
There they were served a typically 
Basque dinner which they then 
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duplicated themselves and served 
to all of us. 

“People seem flattered when we 
call upon them, explain our mis- 
sion, and ask for help. When you 
tell a Dutchman, for example, that 
you are intensively interested in his 
country, that you want to prepare 
for your friends the best Dutch 
meal possible, I think you bring out 
the nationalism in the man. He 
becomes positively expansive, and 
no trouble is too great.” 

Let’s get back to your assigned 
Dutch dinner. After you’ve read fif- 
teen, twenty, twenty-five books on 
your country, after you've picked 
the brains of nearby natives, ac- 
quired all the necessary foodstuff, 
generally through specialty stores, 
you must use whenever possible the 
most authentic table service, lin- 
ens, and costumes. This is another 
regulation of the Pomona group. It 
adds to the zest and color of the af- 
fair, for they’ve learned that to for- 
eigners the presentation of a dish 
is of paramount importance. To 
the Dutch, French, and Japanese, 
for example, it’s not enough to 
cook food that tastes perfect and 
is gastronomically well-balanced. 
The dish must look as equally at- 
tractive as the food. 

“What we try to do,” Mrs. Booth 
points out, “is to serve our meals 
as the particular national custom 
decrees. This also includes greet- 
ings, toasts, flower arrangements, 
and, if available, furniture. In prac- 
tically all of our meals, the bar is 
manned by the host. while his wife 
adds the finishing touches to the 
food. 

“During the cocktail hour we 
try to get into the spirit of the 
country were celebrating. We pe- 
ruse any literature, pictures, maps, 
or souvenirs the hosts may have ac- 
quired in their research. Some- 
times we even play the parlor game 
of the country. I can’t tell you how 
rewarding these sessions have be- 
come, and the wonderful 
we've learned.”

How many Americans realize 
that one of the ingredients that 
supply European dishes with a 
subtlety of flavor and texture is 
cooked cream? 

The Pomona group has learned 
all this and a thousand things more. 
Attend their affairs, and you notice 
that gold-banded china is used for 
their formal dinners, Royal Co- 
penhagen for the 
meals, 


Scandinavian 
Mexican pottery for the 
Latin-American dinners. Note, too, 
that the silverware is placed on the 
table and the dishes arranged just 
as they are in the foreign country. 
In their Philippines dinner, for in- 
stance, all the dishes to be used in 
the meal were stacked in front of 
each diner, the dish for each course 
removed after it was used. This is 
exactly the same procedure exe- 
cuted in Manila and other cities of 
the Philippines. 


OW have the members of the 


Pomona group integrated 


these culinary experiments into 
their day-to-day living? Probably 
the most important lesson the ex- 
periments have taught them is free- 
dom—freedom of thinking about 
foods, freedom 


about it. It has opened new vistas, 


from prejudice 
new interests, new horizons, new 
utensils, new methods. It has culti- 
vated new taste buds for them. 
They have all become empiricists, 
believing in trial-and-error cookery. 

In Pomona today, these people 
use pots and condiments, 


spices, and ingredients of which 


pans, 


they never heard ten years ago. 
“We are now preparing,” says Bob 
Ewart, “the most esoteric and deli- 
cately flavored soups in our regular 
meals. Why? Simply because we’ve 
learned that soups, at least for us, 
are the most interesting new dishes 
to cook.” 

The Pomona group has also be- 
come internationalist in outlook, so 
that what happens in Peru and 
China is of interest and importance 
to them, because they’ve learned 
something about almost every for- 
eign country. One member of the 
group even believes that a sure-fire 
method of avoiding all future wars 
would be for the housewives of the 
world to exchange recipes. 

“All I can say,” asserts haber- 
dasher Bob Ewart. founder of the 
international eating experiment, 
“is that if we could make a success 
of this thing in Pomona, you can do 
exactly the same in your own com- 
munity. Try it. You’ve got nothing 
to lose. At the very least you'll get 
a good meal and a good education.”

Houses 
today, like the great houses 


in Manila’s Forbes Park section, 
are similarly planned with fre- 
quent festivity in mind, only now 
the concentration is on broad pa- 
tios and gardens that can accom- 
modate as many as 200 guests for 
cocktail parties, or dining rooms 
that can seat 20 or 30 guests at a 
sit-down dinner. 

The barrio fiesta, that peculiarly 
Filipino institution, is an all-day 
celebration that takes place in pro- 
vincial towns on the patron saint’s 
feast day. But a citified version is 
frequently put on to honor a visit- 
ing relative, to welcome a stranger, 
to announce an engagement, to cel- 
ebrate a graduation (Filipinos set 
great store by education), or just 
to entertain the neighborhood, for 
a barrio is a neighborhood division. 
This fiesta is an outdoor evening 
party, usually held in a tropical 
garden, especially enchanting be- 
cause light is used so spectacularly. 
The feast is set out on long tables, 
laden with flowers—orchids are no 
rarity here—and lighted with can- 
dles or vigil lights. They may gar- 
land house and trees with electric 
lights, or hang the trees with moon- 
like globe lanterns of capiz shell, 
sliced 


shel! also called kappa. Wafer-thin 


the slimly mother-of-pearl 
discs of capiz, hundreds of them, 
hung among the trees and shrubs 
in a Manila garden and twinkling 
in the light, made the prettiest 
party decoration we ever saw. (Ca- 
piz, by the way, is the traditional 
translucent glazing for the mul- 
lion windows in old-style Filipino 
wood houses. Place mats, screens 
and lanterns made of it are worth- 


while souvenirs. ) 


It simply wouldn’t be a fiesta 
without music and dancing and the 
Filipinos have a rich repertory to 
draw on, from their local folk songs 
to oriental, asonic gong-played mu- 
sic of the Philippine Muslims (er- 
roneously called Moros) and the 
Bagobos of Mindanao, to modern 
jazz. Highlight of any party would 
be the dancing of the tinikling, an 
incredibly agile skipping between 
the spaces of constantly moving 
bamboo poles. 

If you’ve been fortunate enough 
to see a performance of Bayanihan, 
that gifted dance group of Philip- 
pine young people that has been 
touring the world, you may take 
our word for it that it is no mere 
stage show but a true demonstra- 
tion of the freshness and gaiety 
and musical skill that you will see 
for yourself at any Filipino danc- 
ing party. In Manila at the Bayani- 
han Folk Art Center there’s a per- 
formance every Saturday at 4:30, 
and you shouldn’t miss it. 


T SEEMED to us that the Philip- 

pine ladies themselves were an 
important part of any fiesta decor- 
ation. They are generally a fash- 
ion-minded lot in a land of excel- 
lent dressmakers and skilled work- 
ers in embroidery and beadwork. 
Ordinarily, they follow the French 
and American fashions, but for spe- 
cial occasions they wear the mes- 
tiza, a sophisticated version of 
their charming national dress, the 
balintawak, with the flattering and 
feminine butterfly sleeves, tradi- 
tionally made of a stiff, gauzy fab- 
ric.

inces into the urbanity of Manila, 


from the southern  provy- 
which moves at a decidedly West- 
ern clip, its streets full of traffic, 
its outskirts filling up with indus- 
trial plants and housing develop- 
ments, you realize how fast the 
face of the Philippines is changing. 
But in eight or ten hours, if you 
head north on Luzon you can be 
two thousand years back in time, 
seeing with your own eyes the 
strange and ancient Ifugao rice ter- 
races of Banaue in the land of the 
Igorots. We flew the one-hour early 
morning flight from Manila to the 
cool and lovely mountain town of 
Baguio, the summer capital. 
From Baguio, with its manicured 
lawns, its country club, and resort- 
town sophistication, you drive for 
seven hours, high along the very 
of the Sierra Madre Moun- 


tains with the country dropping off

on either side of the road. At last 
you come into a wild and rugged 
country where the men wear loin 
tat- 
tooed, and every so often along 


cloths and the women are 


the road you see a blackened rice 
god, carved from a tree fern stump 
and set like a scarecrow to guard 
the fields. You may stop en route 
at the nicely built and new govern- 
ment guest house at Data where 
the food is excellent, or you may 


stop in the native town of Bontoc. 


HE PEOPLE thronging the 

main street here are [gorots, pre- 
sumably of South Asian origin, but 
we always have the impulse to refer 
to them as Indians, because the con- 
formation of their faces, their phy- 
siques and even the designs in their 
weaving and woodwork are remi- 
niscent of the Mayan look we have 
seen in Mexico. The men wear a 
kind of woven straw pillbox hat 
and carry their pipes and_ betel 
nuts in a long fringed cotton bag, 
hitched up to the loincloth by a 
metal ring. The women, who might 
have come straight from Uxmal, 
wear cotton middy blouses.

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even more remote, and darkness 
had fallen by the time we arrived 
at the Banaue Guest House, which 
is run by Bill Beyer, son of an 
American father and an Ifugao 
mother. The house, built by Bill’s 
own hands, is not completely fin- 
ished and is no candidate for a de 
luxe, rating, but no welcome was 
ever more gracious. We were feted 
with locally made rice wine 
(smoky, rather like Scotch), fried 
chicken and bananas served in 
time-blackened Ifugaoan bowls 
that might belong in a museum, 
and for the first time in our life we 
enjoyed a dish of carrots and peas 
—the peas being crisp snow peas. 


HE IFUGAOS are star-wor- 

shipers, and it is said that up in 
these mountains one can see the 
stars in broad daylight. But we 
never saw a blacker night. Not even 
the twinkle of a house light broke 
the darkness. The Ifugaos live in 
windowless one-room thatched 
houses, built high off the ground on 
carved posts, and entered by a lad- 
der. When evening comes, the lad- 
der is pulled up and into the house 
and the door closed tight. 

We wish everyone could get his 
first view of the great rice terraces 
as dramatically as we did—in the 
very early morning, just as the sun 
was rising. We looked out of our 
window to see nothing but a weird, 
chilly mist. But as we watched the 
mist slowly lifted like a curtain and 
we saw, as far as the eye could 
reach, a spectacular panorama of 
mountains and valleys carved into 
giant green staircases that glit- 
tered here and there like silver in 
the morning sun. Few sights in 
the world have ever seemed so un- 
real. Yet these terraced mountains 
have existed for nearly two thou- 
sand years, ever since the forebears 
of the Ifugaos came from Southeast 
Asia, bringing with them this 
method of growing rice. Every 
square inch of mountain, steep or 
shallow, is given over to the pad- 
dies and every terrace is retained 
by its own, arduously built stone 
wall. We go right along with the 
Filipinos who claim that this is the 
eighth wonder of the world. 

Walk about in the little town, ob- 
serving these tough and vigorous 
people, look at their houses which 
evince ‘their skill at woodcarving 
(every clothing hook in a house is 
likely to be in the form of a differ- 
ent bird or animal), or, by ar- 
rangement, watch a _ performance 
of their stylized dancing. We’d 
rank Banaue as one of the most im- 


pressive travel experiences anyone 
could have. It serves also to point 
up once again the complexity of 
Philippine culture, for in a few 
hours you can have left this primi- 
tive world behind and find yourself 
with other Filipinos who live in 
hypercivilized style and luxury in 
homes as magnificently appointed 
as any we've ever seen anywhere. 

Manila, sleek and modern, clean 
and well parked, has clearly recov- 
ered from its wartime bombing 
damage—except that little remains 
of Intramuros, the old Spanish part 
of town which would seem to us to 
be the most interesting from the 
sightseer’s point of view. But from 
Manila you can make several inter- 
esting excursions—to Corregidor, 
to Tagaytay and Mount Mayon, 
considered a perfect volcanic peak. 
You may make a pleasant day-long 
trip to Pagsanjan where you are 
paddled up the river through mag- 
nificent primeval scenery and then 
have the thrilling experience of 
shooting the rapids on your return. 

We found the most interesting 
shops in Manila along the Avenue 
Mabini. Philippine specialties, be- 
sides the objects made of capiz 
shell, are embroidery, blouses made 
of pina (we like the sleeveless 
blouse called the kimona and a 
shirt which is the feminine version 
of the barong tagalog), the vivid 
native silk called patadiong, hemp 
objects in everything from hand- 
bags to rugs, woodware which is 
beautifully made of such native 
woods as narra, tanguile and aca- 
cia, and cigars. For good fashion, 
we liked the things at Lepanto 
Crafts, which specializes in native 
hand-woven fabrics. The peso is 
the monetary unit. Three equal! $1. 


ANILA serves you any kind of 

food you’ve a mind to. There’s 
a restaurant every time you turn 
around, but we'd urge two in par- 
ticular: Fish Fair, where you have 
the fun of catching your own; and 
for a dinner you'll never forget, 
the Fronton, where you watch a jai 
alai game as you eat your meal. 

Tourist accommodation in gen- 
eral is not apt to be luxurious in 
the Philippines, but we found both 
the Manila Hotel and Las Filipinas 
well equipped and comfortable. 

As an American, to visit the Phil- 
ippines you need a visa, issued by a 
Philippine consul and good for a 
59-day stay.

Melting Tea Cake 

The many qualities of pound 
cake should be better known. For 
a hostess, it’s like money in the 
bank. It keeps well—two weeks 
or more at room temperature, long- 
er in the freezer. It goes equally 
well with coffee, tea or a glass of 
old Madeira. It may be varied by 
adding fruits or nuts to the batter. 

Here is a recipe for a pound-type 
cake which has an especially deli- 
cate texture.

tric mixer, combine eggs, egg yolks 
and sugar. Beat for a minute. Set 
bowl over a saucepan of hot water. 
Place saucepan over low heat for 
about 10 minutes, or until eggs are 
slightly warmer than lukewarm. 
Do not allow water to boil. Stir 
eggs occasionally while they are 
being heated to prevent them from 
cooking on bottom of bowl. 

When eggs are warm, beat until 
they are cool, thick and tripled in 
bulk. They will look almost as | 
thick as whipped cream. This will 
take about 15 minutes of beating 
at high speed. 

Sprinkle flour, cornstarch and | 
nutmeg on top. Fold in gently, add- 
ing butter at the same time. Con- 
tinue to fold until there is no trace | 
of butter, but be careful not to | 
overmix. 

Pour batter into prepared pan. 
Bake about 45 minutes, or until 
cake is golden brown and comes | 
away from sides of pan. Allow cake 
to stand in pan 10 minutes, before 
turning out on cake rack to finish 
cooling. 


Sponge Sheet 

This is a very light, easy to make 
sponge cake which can be used in 
countless desserts. It can, of course, 
be spread with sweetened whipped 
cream or thick jam and rolled up. 
Or, it can be cut into four rectan- 
gular layers and sandwiched to- 
gether with any cake filling, 
whipped cream, or even the won- 
derful lemon curd which is given 
below. It is probably unecessary to 
point out that this cake, like most, 
freezes very well for several months 
if it is carefully packaged. 


Y4 teaspoon salt 

5 eggs, separated 

Y cup sugar 

Y4 teaspoon vanilla’ 

14 cup all-purpose flour, sifted 


Set oven at 400° F. Line an 11” 
x’ 15” jelly-roll pan with parch- 
ment paper, or with wax paper. If 
wax paper is used, grease it well 
and flour it lightly. Add salt to egg 
whites. Beat with electric mixer or 
rotary beater until egg whites form 
soft peaks. Sprinkle in sugar grad- 
ually, to beat. Egg 
whites must be very stiff. 

Stir yolks lightly with a fork or 
small wire whisk, just enough to 
break them up. Add vanilla. Take 
about a quarter of the stiffly beaten 
whites and fold thoroughly into the 
egg yolks. Pour egg yolk mixture 
back over remaining whites. Sprin- 
kle flour on top. Fold all gently to- 
gether until there are no patches

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of egg white showing, but the bat- 
ter is still very light and fluffy. 
Pour into prepared pan 
spread evenly. Bake in a 400° F. 
oven about ten minutes, or till 
lightly browned and firm to gentle

touch. 

Remove from oven. Loosen sides 
with a sharp knife. Turn out on a 
cake rack. When cake has cooled 
slightly, peel off paper. Proceed 
to use as desired. 


Lemon Curd Filling 

This is an old recipe native to 
England. It will keep a long time 
in the refrigerator. It has an in- 
finite number of uses; for example, 
a cake roll or layer cake. It can 
also be used to fill small tartlets. 
When folded into an equal amount 
of whipped cream, it can be piled 
into sherbet glasses to make an 
unusually festive, yet light dessert. 
Children love it simply spread on 
crackers. 


4 lemons, juice and rind 
1 cup sugar 

1% cup butter 

6 egg yolks 

2 whole eggs 

Combine lemon juice and rind, 
sugar and butter in a heavy sauce- 
pan. Place over low heat till mix- 
ture is boiling and sugar is dis- 
solved. 

Beat yolks and whole eggs in a 
bowl only until they are combined. 
While continuing to 
whisk, ladle some of boiling liquid 


beat with a 


into eggs, pouring in a thin stream. 
When lemon mixture has been com- 
pletely incorporated into eggs, re- 
turn all to the heavy saucepan. Re- 
place over low heat and stir with a 
whisk until mixture becomes thick, 
about five minutes. Remove from 
heat and continue to stir for three 
or four minutes longer. Pour into 
a quart jar. When cool, cover and 
place in refrigerator, where it will 
keep for months. 


Basie Cooky Batter 

Here is a basic cooky batter 
which can be varied to make sev- 
eral different kinds of cookies. The 
baked cookies stay fresh for weeks 
when kept in a tightly covered tin 
box. In the freezer, they will keep 
for months. 

Since this is a drop cooky reci- 
pe, the cookies may be shaped by 
dropping the batter from a_ tea- 
spoon onto a greased or parchment 
paper lined baking sheet. However, 
a much quicker, more efficient way 
to shape them is with a pastry bag 
fitted with a plain round tube hav- 


ing an opening of a quarter to half 
an inch in diameter. 


14 cup sugar 

Y%, cup butter 

3 egg whites, unbeaten 
1 cup flour, sifted 
Pinch of salt 


Y% teaspoon vanilla 


Set oven at 400° F. Grease and 
flour baking sheets; or, cut parch- 
ment paper to fit baking sheets and 
avoid having to grease and later to 
wash the baking sheets. 

Cream butter and sugar together 
until fluffy. Beat in egg whites, one 
at a time, beating very well after 
each one is added. Stir in flour, 
salt and vanilla. Shape cookies, 
leaving an inch between them to 
allow for spreading. Bake about 7 
minutes, or until edges are golden 
brown. Centers should remain light. 
Remove from baking sheet at once. 
(Makes approximately 50). 

The following are four different 
kinds of cookies you can make 
from the foregoing Basic Cooky 
Batter recipe.

Country Paté 

Good paté is not expensive to 
make and it will keep in the re- 
frigerator for two to three weeks.

Other meats such as venison, hare, 
or pheasant may be substituted for 
part or all of the veal. Two or

Sometimes, 
part or all of the remaining two- 
thirds is coarsely ground so that 
the finished paté has a rough qual- 
ity which spreads well. When part 
of the meat is cut into dice, the 
finished paté has a mosaic-like ap- 
pearance which many people find 
very attractive. Coarsely chopped 
truffles or pistachio nuts are often 
added to paté mixtures which are 
intended to have a mosaic look. 
Most patés must be weighted 
after they have cooked so that they 
will slice nicely. To do this, place 
a pan that is slightly smaller than 
the paté mold right on top of the 
baked paté. Fill the pan with heavy 
objects—actual weights or rocks if 
Do not remove weights 
till paté is cool. Refrigerate it. 
Norte: Before placing weights on 
paté, be sure there is a pan under 
the mold to catch overflow of fat.

Spooned 
over hot cooked vegetables—string 
beans, carrots, broccoli, diced egg- 
plant—and allowed to come to 
room temperature, you have a com- 
pany treat. Thinly sliced, left-over 
meat such as boiled beef, roast 
pork or veal is delicious after it 
has been marinated an hour or 
two in a few spoonfuls of this 
vinaigrette. So is thinly sliced

Homemade Jellied Fish Stock 
(Makes two quarts) 


3 pounds uncooked fish bones and 
trimmings, including one or more 
heads 

1 large onion quartered 

1 carrot 

2 pieces celery with leaves 

Parsley 

5 or 6 peppercorns 

1 bottle dry white wine 

1 quart water 

14 envelope unflavored gelatin 


Combine all ingredients except 
gelatin in a deep pan. Bring to a 
boil. Let simmer gently for cne 
hour. Strain off stock. Discard 
bones and vegetables. Season with 
salt. Dissolve gelatin in 4% cup 
cold water. Add to hot stock. If 
gelatin doesn’t dissolve completely, 
replace on stove until it does. 
Strain through sieve. 


Quick Jellied Fish Stock 
(Makes about two quarts) 


6 cups canned clam broth 

2 cups V-8 vegetable cocktail 
juices or tomato juice 

4 envelopes unflavored gelatin 

Black pepper, freshly ground 

2 teaspoons sugar 

4 tablespoons brandy 


Heat slowly in a saucepan all 
ingredients except brandy. Stir 
constantly until mixture boils. Re- 
move from fire and’ add brandy, 
stirring well. 

If stock jells too rapidly, re- 
heat and bring it back to desired 
thickness.

Fillings for Aspies 

Fillings can be any cooked food 
which tastes good cold. The only 
food not recommended as fillings 
are lamb and “mixed” casserole- 
type dishes. The following are ex- 
cellent: cold beef, either roast or 
braised; poultry, roast pork, veal, 
paté, chicken livers, many vegeta- 
bles, all kinds of seafood. 

Cut everything to size so that 
the contents of each mold are prop- 
erly shaped for it. If, for example, 
you're using chicken breasts, bone, 
skin, trim with a pair of scissors 
to remove any ragged edges or bits 
of fat, and cut to fit. 

The same thing goes for beef. 
Slice it evenly and trim each slice 
with scissors to the correct size. 

When meat or seafood is mixed 
with mayonnaise for a filling, mix 
some gelatin in with your mayon- 
naise so that the filling itself has 
sufficient body after it is unmold- 
ed. The Mayonnaise Chaud Froid 
(for making, see recipe on this 
page) is best used as the “jelly” 
for molding aspic fillings mixed 
with mayonnaise. 

When your filling is ready, have 
each ingredient cold before plac- 
ing it in the mold. After putting 
in ingredients, pour jelly, cold but 
runny, to surround and cover and 
refrigerate again until firm. 


How to Unmold Aspics 

Have ready a pan of hot water 
in which to wring out a dish towel 
or to dip a knife blade. Wrap the 
hot towel around the mold or insert 
the hot blade between mold and as- 
pic. Now, with a serving plate in 
one hand, put it on top of the mold 
then turn the mold upside down 
so that the plate is on the bottom 
and the mold is on the top. Hold- 
ing mold carefully against the 
plate, give a good shake. If aspic 
doesn’t leave mold, use hot towel or 
hot knife blade again.

heavy Belgium linens, and Thai 
silks. 

How are these hostesses able to 
cope with the details of so many 
parties? They aren’t blessed with 
any more household help than any- 
one else, but there is a delightful 
group of young Japanese girls who 
go from house to house to help 
with parties.

Mix according to directions, us- 
ing 4 cups of water for the 2 pack- 
ets of leek soup. Add the teaspoon 
of honey to the 2 cans of chicken 
broth, stir, and after the leek soup 
is boiling and you have reduced 
the heat, slowly add the clear 
chicken broth. Be certain to com- 
plete steps 1 and 2 of the directions 
on the packet before taking the 
next step. 

Using a Pyrex pitcher, mix the 
curry, ginger, and a little cream 
to a paste, add a little of the hot 
mixture so the curry will not lump, 
then add the rest of the cream and 
stir until the curry is dissolved. 
Add this slowly to the hot mixture, 
stirring all the while. 

Then put in your 
shrimps, or lobster, or chicken, or 


crab or 


turkey, and bring back to a sim- 
mer. Serve in hot bowls with crispy 
Poppadums or sesame crackers. 
Pass fresh seedless grapes as an 
added interest and 
item. Note: We recommend the 
use of a double boiler, if you are 
unable to watch this at the last 
minute, so the soup will not curdle.

Wipe remaining carcasses carefully 
with paper towel, sauté them in 
butter until a lovely brown. Pour 
brandy over and flame. Take tiny 
garden vegetables such as carrots, 
if you like the flavor

onions and, 
of turnips, add one of these; 
all in with the pheasants and sauté 
for half an hour. Take enough cab- 
bage leaves as necessary to wrap 
the pheasants. Wash, then wilt the 
leaves in boiling water. Drain the 
leaves, place a spoonful of the 
vegetable mixture and pheasant in 
the leaves, wrap securely, holding 
firm with toothpicks. In a baking 
dish melt some butter, then care- 
fully put in the wrapped pheasants. 
Pour a little stock over and bake 
in 300° F. oven for 144 hours. Dur- 
ing the last 15 minutes of cooking, 
put sour cream over the wrapped 
pheasants and add a little more 


stock if necessary; turn oven down 
to 250° F. so that the sour cream 
will not curdle.

(Six to Eight Servings) 
(Allowing 4% avocado per person 

plus two for the sherbet.) 


2 cups buttermilk 

VY cup sugar 

VY cup light corn syrup

8 fairly small tomatoes 

7 ounces fresh caviar (or two jars 
of 34% ounces Lumpfish Caviar by 
Fancifood, product of West Ger- 
many ) 

1 lemon

1 bunch water cress

@ Most of us gardeners are plant 
collectors at heart. We covet all 
the lovely things we see in the 
catalogs, nurseries, and the gar- 
dens of our friends. We want every- 
thing we like, and we like much 
more than we have room for. 

But even though a small garden 
limits the size of our collections, 
it does seem the best kind to have. 
We can keep a small place in order 
ourselves and we can fill it with 
choice and favorite plants that will 


give us more intimate pleasure 
than several far-flung acres. And 
we can get a surprising number of 
different flowers in limited space if 
we plant “four deep.” By careful 
planning, we can have four times 
the amount of flowers we usually 
erow in a given space. Under the 
four-deep theory, each area selected 
for such planting bears at least four 
crops of flowers yearly. 

Here’s a sound way to approach 
the problem. First, there is the key 


plant to consider. This is the plant 
of particular interest. It gets first 
priority. Usually it will bloom in 
late spring or early summer. Sec- 
ond, a companion plant is chosen. 
Third, a

Here, for instance, is how a fav- 


orite planting of ours came about. | 


We love peonies in all their various 
colors and types; so we chose a 
peony as the key plant. But the 
mature foliage lacks interest. We'd 
rather have something else to look 
at before and after it blooms. This 
suggests another favorite, the Japa- 
nese anemone, as a companion. It 
has lovely pink or white flowers 
on long slender stems. The crowns 
do well in the shade afforded by 
the peony leaves. And, best of all, 
it blooms in September and Oc- 
tober, after the peonies. 


For the bulb, daffodils 


are a 
logical choice. They can be planted 
around the peony roots and, of 


course, will precede the peony in 
flower. By the time the daffodils 
have gone, the young peony foliage 
is a beautiful rosy red and will 
begin to count on its own. And 
here’s where we can sneak in an 
extra bonus of a few late summer- 


blooming lilies. They will grow |

Bulbs: These need not be only 
daffodils or tulips.

The small bulbs such as 
crocus, snowdrop, scilla, chiono- 
doxa, muscari, and species tulips 
are excellent and may be planted 
as a prelude to any combination.

Ground covers: These, as said 
before. should have a rather open 
habit and light-textured foliage so 
as not to smother the companion 
plant. There are many annuals 
that fill the bill, such as forget- 
me-not, sweet alyssum, verbena, 








and annual phlox. If you want a 
perennial ground cover for a shady 
spot, try epimedium. It has the right 
foliage density, it holds its leaves 
all season and is always handsome. 

If you should want the effect of 
large foliage, consider some of the 
hostas. They are old-fashioned, but 
endlessly useful. Two of the best 
for combination plantings are the 
fragrant white August lily (Hosta 
subcordata grandiflora) and Hosta 
minor alba.

Daniel Simon will plate hard- 
ware in 14, 18, and 22-karat gold. 
They'll plate any metal but prefer 
bronze and brass. 

Reminders: Gold comes in a va- 
riety of colors, green, yellow and 
rose, so be sure what color you 
want your fixtures to be. 

Prices vary according to the size 
and nature of the hardware, but a

From Stereo? 
By LEE WILCOX 


@ “What am I supposed to hear?” 
is the anguished wail of far too 
many stereo owners. In fact, the 
stereo effect has gotten to be like 
the “Emperor’s New Clothes’”—if 
its supposed to be there, who 
wants to admit he can’t hear it? 
Even though stereo equipment 
has been on the market for years, 
still

increased the need for clearing up 
misunderstandings. 

“Stereo” comes from the Greek 
word meaning “solid.” Today, 
“stereo” is generally used to mean 
“three-dimensional.” Stereo repro- 
duction, then, is three-dimensional 


sound—more solid and thick than

Just as movies are not live the- 
ater and photographs are not the 
things they are pictures of, and 
television is steps removed from 
reality, so recorded sound is differ- 


ent from live sound. The goal of 


stereo sound engineering is to 
make recordings resemble real 


sound more closely.

The reason is almost, but 
not quite, obvious. 

Since you hear with two ears, 
you hear, in a sense, two sounds— 
a left ear sound and a right ear 
sound. Even the slight distance be- 
tween ears is distance enough for 
sound to be slightly modified. 
Sound travels relatively slowly— 
1,087 feet a second. The slight time 
lag in reaching one of your ears is 
one of several decide 


ways you 


where sound comes from. It also 
helps to single out one sound from 
other sounds. 

Stereo recreates the poly-source- 
ness of sound. If you were to com- 
pare a monaural to a stereo record- 
ing of cocktail party chatter, you 
would find significant differences. 

The monaural version would tend 
to be indistinguishable babble; 
just noise. 

If you were present at the party. 
you would not find the babble all 
that 


would be paying attention to this 


indistinguishable for you 
person and then that. You would 
choose what to listen to and “tune 
out” the rest. The stereo recording 
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would find yourself fairly well able 


to distinguish one conversation 
from another. Not quite as easily 
or as thoroughly as when you were 
there in person—nothing is quite 
-but bet- 


ter than the monaural recording

This comparison illustrates the 
qualities of “separation” so often 
referred to (Joe is heard on the 
left, Agnes on the right) and iden- 
tification or definition (individuali- 
zation of sounds, voices, words, 
conversations). This individualiza- 
tion of sounds that the stereo ef- 


fect recreates has been described 
as the surrounding of each instru- 
ment or sound source with an “en- 
velope” of sound. It gives per- 
spective to recorded sound. 

If you have top quality monaural 
equipment, it probably sounds bet- 
ter than poor quality stereo. Fur- 
thermore, no matter how good the 
stereo equipment may be, the ef- 
fect can be no better than the tape, 
record. or broadcast.

This has sometimes been forgot- 
ten. In Shakespeare’s day the flow- 
er garden was a fancy-work affair, 
with parterres and “knotted” beds 
as intricate as a Paisley shawl, with 
trees cut into topiary figures and 
marble nymphs with fountains 
gushing. But even then more ad- 


vanced minds were in dissent, in- 


cluding Francis Bacon (A.p. 1561- 
1626). “As for the making of knots 
and divers colored 


figures with 


earths” ..., he wrote, “they be but 
toys; you may see as good sights 
many times in tarts... . I do not 
like images cut out in juniper or 
other garden stuff; they be for chil- 
dren.” In his plan for a nobleman’s 
garden he devoted a third, some 
ten acres, perchance, to a heath, 
“framed, as much as may be, to a 
natural wildness.” Bacon, as you 
can see, deserves his reputation as 
a giant among men. 

Of course, one can go too far 
in the search for 
One celebrated garden designer, 
William Kent, actually planted 
dead trees in a garden in his ardor 
to imitate nature, but this was con- 
sidered by many to be a little 


much. And history states its doubt 


the realistic. 


that he ever did live down the japes 
and jibes. Marie Antoinette got 
herself and the ladies of her court 
up as milkmaids and turned natu- 
ralistic philosophy into farce. 

This was the time of the Roman- 
tic movement. If a gentleman did 
not own a picturesque old ruin on 


his estate, which one might con- 
template while dreaming of “old 
unhappy far-off things and battles 
long ago,” he built one—if he had 


the guineas. Books were written on 
the craft of building a ruin that 
looked sufficiently decayed. One ec- 
centric, who actually went broke 
making over his estate “natural,” 
cave and 
hired a “hermit” to play the pic- 


constructed a hermit’s 


turesque part. When you read a 
description of the hermitage, with 
its contrived greenery, dank and 
dark, its gloomy pines and shades 
that little would grow 
under them, you are not surprised 
to hear that the hermit quit after 


so deep 


three weeks. 

But, in general, the architectu- 
ral influence was toward a new ap- 
preciation of nature, of naturalness 
and simplicity. Mountains that had 
once appeared monstrous, gloomy, 
and forbidding, now to the roman- 
tic mind became lovely and grand. 
Georgian architecture, which was 
converted into the Colonial style 
in America, belongs to this age and 
philosophy and so do lawns of 
grass. Towns often owned com- 
mons, where the cattle pastured, 
and people liked meadows, daisy 
pied, and sometimes planted little 
lawns of other material, such as 
acanthus, thyme or camomile, but 
the grandeur of grass in Suburbia 
today, as far as we know, was never

He was “perfectly en- 
chanted” with the layout for three 
days; then, he wrote, “I was tired 
to death; a thistle, a nettle, a heap 
of dead bushes, anything that wore 
the appearance of accident and 
want of attention was quite a relief. 
I used to escape from the made 
erounds and walk upon an adja- 
cent goose common where the cart 
ruts, gravel pits, bumps, irregulari- 


ties, coarse ungentlemanlike grass, 


and all the varieties produced by 
neglect were a thousand times more 
oratifying than the monotony of 
beauties the result of design, and 
crowded into narrow confines with 
a luxuriance and abundance utter- 
ly unknown to nature.” 

The conviction does not come so 
quickly as a general rule—or may- 
be I am a slow learner. It is not an 
intrusive sensation at all, but none 
the less real. I once knew a certain 
street in Larchmont for years, 
walked along it daily, winter and

aware of the fact that the indus- 


summer, became 


trious residents were ruining it 
with too careful shaving and edg- 
ing, too much building and fenc- 
ing and clipping of hedges. Per- 
haps I did not become aware of it 
at all until I perceived what was 
saving it from ruin according to 
plan, from becoming like a street 
in the Bronx, a weariness to see. 
In the middle of the block there 
was a large outcrop of the granite- 


like country rock, standing about 


six feet above the pavement. It 
would cost a fortune to blast it 
out, and I suppose that is the 


reason no one had built upon it. 


Le With A LITTLE BIT OF WILDERNESS 


There was enough soil on top of it 
and down its side, which sloped 
into a valley, to support a patch of 


wilderness. Three or four oaks with 


boles a foot thick stood on the 
mound and a thicket of second 
growth spilled down the slope, 


looking as untended as could be. 


Under the trees weeds and wild

Moving 
most trees from the wild is seldom 
successful, even though you ball 
and burlap them carefully, if the 
tree is larger than a sapling three 
feet tall, unless you do what the 
nurseryman does—prune the roots 
a full year beforehand.

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ing but it is a job for Paul Bunyan 
and a couple of helpers. 

Here are some trees that bear a 
reputation for good conduct and 
make some shade, though not so 
deep that certain weeds, grass, and 
flowers cannot grow beneath them: 
beech, hemlock (not for the heat 
and drought of the West, though), 
silver, sugar, and swamp maples, 
red and white pine, black birch, 
hornbeam, sassafras, and sweet 
gum. For myself I would not trade 
an oak or sycamore for any other 
tree, but they have been called 
“dirty trees” and do shed debris 


around. 


MONG the flowering trees that 
would feel at home in a wild set- 
ting are: locust (Robinia psedoaca- 
cia), redbud, service berry, shad- 
bush, hawthorn, crab apple, and 
witch hazel. Witch hazel may be ei- 
ther a shrub or a tree and may 
flower in the fall, winter, or early 
spring, depending on the species. 
The flowers are small, usually yel- 
low, and the 
curved petals have a strange beauty. 
Although they do definitely be- 


long to an American wilderness, I 


narrow, curiously 


do not think that I would include 
in my own wild such things as 
rhododendrons, laurel, clumps of 
white birch or, maybe, dogwood. I 
love them all but we have used 
them in so many artful settings that 
they seem as tame as tabby cats. 

Although they do not belong to 
the American wild, but to the Old 
World, I might daffodils, 


narcissi, grape hyacinths, and other 


allow 


spring bulbs, for here they can be 
naturalized and they do not detract 
from the authentic wilderness for 
a long season. 

After all, they do grow wild in 
the other hemisphere, though not 
the grander forms we often plant. 
For this once can we pretend that 
man is a part of nature and his 
works in improving these lilies of 
the field are maybe as “natural” as 
an oriole’s nest or a beaver dam? 

Naturalizing means what it says 
—planting as nature might have 
done the job. When the oaks turn 
red in autumn, toss handfuls of 
bulbs onto the earth and plant each 
one where it falls. Over the bulbs 
you can sow later bloomers, grass, 
or weeds. 

After the flowers fade, the leaves 


rexel and Du Pont together create exhilarating 


at-home atmospheres!

in a rock crevice. There are ya- 
rieties of native violets, iris, joe- 
pye weed, butterfly weed, golden- 
rod, and asters that will flourish in 
almost any situation, from swampy 
to dry, in shadow or sun, north or 
south, east or west. 

Joe-pye weed, butterfly weed, and 
cardinal flower all stand tall in the 
meadow in our region of the East 
and bloom in late summer or fall. 
Oswego tea also blooms about then, 
July to September. but. unlike its 
near relative, wild bergamot, it 
wants deep woodland shade near 
the water. 

Trespassing and robbery, though 
the most common method of secur- 
ing wild flowers through most of 
our history, is frowned upon by 
advanced people today and there 
are other ways. 


OME flower lovers must fancy 

that most farmers are lumpkins 
to whom a flower is only a weed, 
but it is not so. The man who owns 
that woodlot along the parkway 
may be a Harvard man, like any- 
body else, or a poet. I am telling 
no news when I say that Sunday 


flower pickers have exterminated 
certain species in wide areas, and 
some states have passed laws pro- 
tecting many of our native flowers 
against these raiders. Do not be 
one of them. 

Hepaticas, now hard to find in 
settled country, were once as com- 
mon as that enemy alien the dande- 
lion. Most farmers are pretty liber- 
al with their weeds, so ask and very 
shall receive. Never 
take more than half of a colony, if 
you can possibly restrain yourself. 
Sometimes you can find great 
wealth in wild flowers ahead of a 
bulldozer and then your duty to 
your country is clear. 


likely you 


The general rule in transplanting 
from the wild is to give the flower 
the same kind of situation as that 
in which you found it and plenty 
of water. Water before digging if 
the earth is dry, water for the 
journey home, water the transplant- 
ing hole and after you set it out 
water it with a transplanting solu- 
tion, like Transplantone or a liquid 
fertilizer. 

In digging the plant, if you can, 
take so much of its native soil that 
it will hardly know it has moved. 
There are few exceptions to the 
rule that wild perennials transplant 
best in the fall, through October in 


our Middle-Atlantic location, or ear- 
ly spring. For the first season keep 
down the competition in weeds and 
grasses in a circle a foot in diam- 
eter around the new plant. 

Ferns those that 
grow in soil also transplant readily 


and mosses 
with such precautions; mosses are 
particularly easy. There are ferns 
that are at home in almost every 
part of the country: ferns for sun 


and shade, the so-called ‘“lime- 
stone” ferns that prosper on alka- 
line or near neutral soils. and 


others that like the acid woods. 


HE first thing you will want to 

know about a fern before you 
plant it is how big it will grow. The 
royal fern, cinnamon fern, inter- 
rupted fern, and the giant holly 
fern of the redwood forests have 
leaves five, six, or seven feet long 
and, on the other hand, the delicate 
maiden hair is only six inches high, 
commonly. and the wall rue, which 
clings to rocks in leaf mold, is only 
three inches. 

The mosses that grow on trees 
and those, like the feather moss, 
that live on rocks, are most difficult 
unless you take the wood, bark, or 
rock along. 

The easiest way to start a wild- 
flower garden, as well as the surest, 
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is to buy plants. I have a general 
rule for purchasing horticultural 
items, which so far as I know, also 
applies here: Do not order from 
some firm away across the country, 
if you can get what you want from 
a reliable man near at hand. Long- 
distance shipping is always a 
hazard, even with today’s expert 
packing and the discovery of poly- 
ethylene. 

But flowers are not the important 
thing. The important thing is to 
make it look wild. Rocks are fine, 
and non-domestic, unless they are 
squared off with a spalling ham- 
mer, but don’t carefully arrange a 
chunk of Tuckahoe marble in your 
wild. Throw in a piece of local 
stone, and if it looks like an out- 
crop of the country rock, gray and 
inconspicuous, so much the better. 
Do not stand slabs of rock upright 
like Stonehenge; if you use strati- 
fied rock, place it almost horizon- 
tal, like an outcrop and off level 
just enough so that it will slant the 
rainfall to the roots of some plant 
that needs it. 

I ask of you, finally, just one 
favor. Don’t tell too many people 
how all-fired easy it is to keep such 
a wilderness as this. They may 
attribute your enthusiasm more to 
sloth than noble insight.

One reason this “Country Villa” furniture has such appeal 
for us is that it is contemporary design that is honestly 
contemporary, applying certain lessons from the past to the 
needs of the present.

The general public seemed unwilling to accept the bright 
new. machine-age environment envisioned for them.

materials and in the fitness of forms to functions. These, i 
incidentally, are some of the qualities sought by the leaders 
of the revolt against traditionalism. 

In addition to these qualities you sense that it was done 
with a great deal of pleasure in the doing—and without a | 
self-conscious regard for the opinion of the critics and the 


reaction of the audience. This is probably due to the fact i 
that the designer was doing it for himself and his family. 
He was his own client and needed to please only himself. 
For this reason it is a highly personal house. | 

Although it does serve the needs of a family with three 


children, one girl and two boys, it is not an average solution 
for the statistically average family. It has a strong quality 
of belonging to a particular family. It is a_ reflection 
of a particular way of living in a particular place.

that does not require a lot of housekeeping, it could be 
said that it is a reflection of a particular way of keeping 
house.

more than compensate for any inconvenience they may cause. 

It is, perhaps, more readily apparent from the photographs 
why this house may seem traditional than why it might be 
called modern. Certainly it could not be called modern if 
you limit this classification to only those buildings in- 
corporating only the most recent materials and techniques. 
There is a dangerous tendency at present to identify tech- 
niques with human needs and to make newness itself into a 
human value and an end in itself. 





This house is modern in its concept of—and use of— 
space. Except where privacy is desired its interior is not 
composed of compartmented segments of space, rigidly or- 
ganized. It consists instead of a more fluid continuity. 
All of the main living areas are a continuous whole. Areas 
of use are defined and differentiated, but not separated. 
As you can see in the photographs and plan, the living 
area is continuous with the dining area and the entrance 
foyer.

ing you to sharpen your perceptions—to become more 
aware of volumes, lines, spaces. colors, textures, shapes. I 
am asking you to cultivate your innate sense of the genuine 
as opposed to the false and the phony. Architecture exists 
only in the climate of an enthusiastic and aware spirit. 

If you can understand the direct relationship that architec- 
ture has to your life, you have another way of developing 
the confidence, faith, and self-reliance sorely needed in a 
world beset by doubt, suspicion, misgiving, prejudice, and 
hate. 

I am not trying to teach you how to design your home, but 
rather to encourage you to develop an appreciation of a 
good one when you see it. The sensitive observer of the natu- 
ral world finds it a place of great beauty. He prefers order, 
harmony, and conservation to disorder, frustration, and 
waste. Most of us would admit to the same preference. Yet. 


in actuality, we squander our physical resources in building 


. 
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, 
: 








ugliness and confusion rather than enduring values. Simple. 
direct expressions of beauty in buildings are plainly good 
sense. We should understand more about these things. It is 
not a matter of taste, it is common sense. Architecture 
evolves directly as civilization evolves. When we find true 
serenity, dignity and repose in our buildings, then also will 
we find these qualities in our lives. There is no such thing as 
a noble architecture without a noble race of people. 


Be aware of the materials of construction 


Our first yardstick is: Observe the basic building materi- 
als. These should be as few as possible and well adapted to 
the climate in which they must endure. Usually the more 
limited the number of materials used by the architect, the 
greater will be his chances of producing a successful build- 
ing. I recently visited a new building which utilized eight 
different materials in prominent locations on the exterior of 
the building: glass, concrete block and stucco, tile mosaic, 
wood siding, aluminum panels, crab-orchard stone, brick 
and gravel-faced block. This design didn’t have a chance. 
The building was defeated as architecture before it even got 
off the drawing board. Such buildings give the impression 
that the designer was overwhelmed by too great an abun- 
dance of materials. With a little bit of this, a dab of that. and 
a smattering of another, the complete effect could only be de- 
scribed as a “banana split.” 

On the other hand, by using a limited number of materials, 
the architect is prodded into a unified design. Further, if the 
limitations extend to local indigenous materials, the struc- 
ture should be quiet and properly weathered. Natural ma- 
terials, used in a way to bring out their “natures,” afford 
lasting results of beauty and durability. Weathering. as a 
process of nature, can be an enhancing factor rather than a 
maintenance cost. Even as maturity can be as attractive as 
youth, the world’s architecture is never less appealing be- 
cause of age. What a challenge to build so as to have a build- 
ing actually improve in appearance after fifty years! 

In recent years there has been a fetish for completely ex- 
posing the structural materials of building and glorifying 
the results as the only valid grammar of beauty. While struc- 
ture is at the center of things architecturally, to expose it 
completely is not always successful. For example, steel struc- 
tural frames left exposed, require frequent cleanings to re- 
move the rust and many coats of paint as more or less tem- 
porary protection. How much more rational to increase the 
skin of the paint to a thicker layer of construction, be it con- 
crete, stone. wood, or what have you! Bridges have often 
been eulogized as ultimate examples of form and function. 
Indeed, many of them are. But they are not architecture, and 
the constant maintenance required of steel bridges is the 
antithesis of enduring architecture. Some bridges are con- 
stantly being painted. By the time the painters get to one end 
of the bridge it is time to begin again at the other. This is not 
an ideal for a building of relative permanence. A building 
should become mellower and handsomer through the ordinary 


process of weathering. 
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Great architecture avoids the disillusionment of age 


The ever-constant action of the elements are agents of 
constant change in the materials of construction. There musi 
be a conscious and mighty effort on the part of designers to 
have nature serve their buildings well through the passage of 
time. By co-operating with nature, instead of trying to thwart 
her efforts, man learns to realize the highest values in his 
buildings. 

How does one learn to co-operate with nature in this 
sense of the weathering of the materials of buildings? Pri- 
marily it is by observation and experience. If we observe a 
piece of wood on an ocean beach, where we find high ex- 
tremes of humidity and dryness, sun and rain, we will see 
that nature dries out the wood, gives it a uniform, driftwood- 
gray patina, and actually protects it so that its usefulness is 
prolonged indefinitely. 

The greatest single and almost universal fault of the Mod- 
ern International style is its complete lack of good weather- 
ing characteristics. This means that a great deal of money 
must be spent in constant maintenance. This is not only ex- 
pensive but it excludes forever some of the wonderful ef- 
fects that nature brings to those who attempt to co-operate 
with her ways. In a building, as in a nation or in a people, na- 
ture eliminates the weak and deals severely with the unfit. 
This truth can be apparent to us as we look at buildings. 
Weathering is inevitable and predictable. The weathering 
characteristics of any material should be justified by the way 
it is used in a building. No designer, no builder and no home- 
owner can afford to ignore the consequences of aging on his 
building materials. 

There are many materials that age well: brick, stone, 
wood, concrete, copper. and bronze. All can be used in a 
manner so that as aging progresses they become handsomer. 
We should be more concerned about the durability of the 
structure. How much maintenance will this building re- 
quire? How will it look in twenty years? This is really com- 
ing to grips with some of the positive values of architecture. 

Materials should not be processed as spurious imitations. 
Many building materials are processed by machinery in a 
factory before being brought to a job. This processing should 
be suitable to the nature of the material. For example, let us 
examine the building material known as plastic laminate. 
These sheets are made by many manufacturers and are 
known under a variety of trade names. They are important 
products in the building industry. Because of their economy, 
ease of installation, durability, and attractiveness, these plas- 
tics are found in almost every home. The patterns and colors 
of these panels are almost limitless. Because of this possibil- 
ity some panels are manufactured to look like almost 
every conceivable material except what they really are. 
Some are photographically processed to resemble marbles of 
all colors and descriptions. Some seem to be wood paneling 
in all species and types of cuts. Others are apparently 
weaves of linen or other types of cloth. Only by searching is 
a conscientious designer able to select panels that are true

to the nature of the material and do not attempt to falsely 
represent something else. 

This honest expression of a material is important. It is im- 
possible to achieve real building without a corresponding 
reality in the materials of which it is constructed. To sum- 
marize examples of phoniness in this field would fill a book. 
However, here is a short list to clarify this idea: mineral- 
surfaced asphalt paper which is scored and colored to re- 
semble bricks; cement stucco formed and colored to resem- 
ble stone: floors that look like wood but turn out to be lino- 
leum, complete with v-joints and wood pegs carefully 
embossed in the material; wallpapers that look like wood 
paneling or brick or stone or burlap or a variety of other 
things, all of which they are not. 

Apply this sham test to all of the buildings you see. No 
building can truly succeed if its materials are false. Many 
are quick to applaud facile imitations, but with depth of 
thought we soon perceive that these imitative situations are 
without substance. 


Form also develops from the materials of construction 


The materials should be appropriate to the form in which 
they are used. Concrete just mixed is a plastic conglomerate 
which it is possible to mold into unusual shapes difficult to 
obtain with other materials. The ascending spiral of Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s Guggenheim Museum is an example of mon- 
olithic unity of structure in concrete. In the early twenties, 
when Wright investigated the possibilities of concrete block, 
the lyrical results were the famous Millard house and the 
equally famous Ennis house, both in California. In all of his 
creative adventures in building, Wright invariably demon- 
strated his uncanny knowledge and insight into the nature 
of materials. 

The materials and methods of construction are many and 
varied. The method of construction or technique should be 
properly adapted to the material that is used. To understand 
architecture, we must obtain more than a superficial knowl- 
edge of materials. We should explore the nature of a mate- 
rial to appreciate its proper use. For a beginning let us con- 
sider two of the commonest materials: wood and stone. 


The nature of wood 


From mankind’s earliest begiunings shelter was essential. 
Adaptations of holes, caves, and hollows gradually led to a 
more conscious building. Wood has held an intimate place 
in the memory of man. A cave with a fire burning back in its 
depths is still a thing of meaning to all of us. Perhaps our 
instincts remember the warmth, the protection, the cooking 
—survival—all from wood. 

Wood is one of the basic materials with which we build. It 
is warm to the touch and has great visual appeal in its color- 
ing and variations of grain. Wood is easily shaped and fast- 
ened in place. Properly selected and placed, it is durable 
and strong. The seasoning of wood is more important than 
the mere drying out of any water that may be in the lumber. 
Proper seasoning of lumber, like learning, is a process that 
requires time. In the Bahama (Please turn to page 233)

It is generally considered good construction to “hang”? wood 


vertically, letting the grain run up and down, and allowing 
the bottom edges to be exposed to the air. This permits the 


tiny channels which once carried sap to serve like chimney 
flues, drying it if water is driven in by rain or by hose. 


Use stone in the way its strata occurred in the quarry. Let 
the laying of the stone echo the horizontal lines of the 
original. A wonderful sense of stability and repose results. 
Picture above shows this. Picture below shows how Frank

Make an Applique Tapestry 


You can get the most entertaining effects with big coarse stitches and sewing 


only slightly finer than basting. It’s a free-wheeling, devil-may-care technique

@ When our grandmothers insisted upon small, fine, put-out- 
your-eyes stitches, we were probably robbed of one of the 
most pleasurable pursuits known to civilization. For the crea- 
tion of beauty via needle, thread, and fabric has been a 
flourishing art form for many centuries and in all countries. 
But when such heavy emphasis was put on the invisibility of 
the stitches, the good got thrown out with the bad. 

But now the air has cleared, for not too many can remem- 
ber grandmothers who went in for “nunnery embroidery.” 
And a new crop of creative embroiderers has sprung up 
who get their effects with bold color, original combinations 


of materials, and loose sweeping stitches that go fast.

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® Thousands of houses are built every year for what is 
believed to be the average American family. These usually 
contain three or four bedrooms, family room, living room, 
kitchen, laundry, and two bathrooms. Builders know it’s 
easier to get financing on this kind of safe, re-salable house. 
So, because of this kind of economic squeeze, a large seg- 
ment of our population goes on and on looking for a perfect 
small house they can afford. 

Here are the personal reactions of two young women, Miss 
Phyllis Ball and Miss Patricia Paylore, who decided to build 
the very special little house shown here. Here’s their own 
story about it. 

“To us, and perhaps to millions of other persons in our 
particular situation—single girls living together or alone:

1. It prevents heat build-up indoors. If you can keep the sun 
off the walls and windows during the hottest hours, you’ve taken 
the biggest step in keeping the house cool. A shading device, 
such as this movable awning, can also lessen the heat load of

2. It helps cut down heat-bounce from hard surfaces close to 
the house.

@ We sit ruefully re-reading a leaflet we picked up in the 
State of Queensland’s aboriginal craft shop in Brisbane. 
It is entitled, Boomerang Throwing Made Easy, and it pur- 
ports to explain how anyone can .make the Australian 
aborigine’s famous weapon circle the air and return to the 
hand that threw it. But our boomerang does not come back, 
no matter how faithfully we follow instructions. Which 
reminds us, as we attempt to report on Australia to our 
countrymen who have never been there. how misleadingly 
the printed word can over-simplify matters. 

Of all places in the world, Australia tempts an American 
to make pat comments, because it is so much like home. 
The basic population, the law, the system of democratic 
government, the customary behavior, spring from the same 
British roots. We share a common tongue, although there 
were moments when we considered this open to serious 
question (the name “Davis” turns into “divers”; “yes” 


becomes “‘yay-ess”, “no” is “naa-oo”). But we certainly 
speak the same language when it comes to ethical attitudes 
and human aspirations toward decent living. Whatever ii 


is bred of—national youthfulness, the down-to-earthness of

a frontier-pushing society, or plain old Anglo-Saxon in- 
heritance—we have a mutual appreciation of each other’s 
jokes. Even Australia’s 3,000,000 square-mile area is a rough 
equivalent of our own dimensions. 

The major difference is that a mere ten and a half mil- 
lion people live there, concentrated in its fertile eastern 
and southern coasts, while the flat. sunbaked, scrubby in- 
terior—the Outback, the Never Never, the Back of Beyond— 
is so sparsely populated that neighbors live literally hundreds 
of miles apart, children go to school by mail and two-way 
radio, and the doctor flies in when he’s needed. Here sheep 
and cattle stations. meaning ranches, are measured in square 
miles rather than acres, and two sheep to an acre of grazing 
is considered the average. 

The truth is that Australia. settled only since 1788, is 
still pioneer country. But this fact would certainly escape 
you if you relied on the first impression you get as your 
plane descends over the crowded red-tile roofs and metro- 
politan skyline of Sydney. Nor would you realize this from 
reading the program of the sophisticated annual Festival of 
Arts, held every other March in Adelaide. It would not

occur to you in the Sydney decoration shop of Marion Hall 
Best where Thai silks, French wallpapers, Finnish prints, 
Japanese screens and American furniture are displayed in 
cosmopolitan profusion. In Melbourne, dining in the baroque, 
old-world dignity of Menzies, with the starched napkins 
stiff as marble sculpture and eleven pieces of silver flatware 
at each place, you might be in London. Looking at Australian 
TV. with its interminable Westerns and exhibitions of the 
twist, you feel you've never left home. This feeling also 
overtakes you at the seaside resort of Surfers Paradise where 
there’s an uncomfortably familiar “development” look to 
the glassy houses, names like Miami, Santa Fe. and Florida 
seem to be applied to everything, and every modern Amer- 
ican cliché is on hand in full neon-lit glory. Yet on the 
outskirts of town a road sign reads, “Koalas cross here 
at night.” 

These are all things that make Australia such a fascinat- 
ing place to visit. It’s a country still to be developed. and 
yet it has already caught up with its own times.

@ The Appalachian dulcimer sounds like soft, twangy, 
bagpipes. It looks like an elongated violin with too 
few strings, no neck and no bow. It is, in fact, a 
homemade American hybrid. It is thought to be a 
second cousin (slightly removed) to the violin, great- 
grandmother of the zither and direct descendent of the 
rebeck. , 

Fretted and usually three-stringed, the dulcimer is 
both a solo and an accompanying instrument. It can 
remind you of the harpsichord, zither, guitar, early 
spinet, or bagpipes, depending on your playing style. 
Its small sound is not for large groups, but for individ- 
ual pleasure and the company of a few. 

An interested child and certainly you can play the 
instrument at first try, improvise on it, hum to it, 
and sing with it. But unlike some easy-to-play instru- 
ments, accomplished musicians find the Appalachian 
dulcimer subtle and intriguing, too. It is a remark- 
ably interesting instrument, capable of ingenuous sim- 
plicity and sophisticated complexity. 

If you have shunned folk music as too full of tee-las 
and riddle-dee-roos, you may be converted by the 
Appalachian dulcimer. The haunting quality of such 
southern mountain folk songs as “Barbry Ellen,” and

At best, most cellar 
steps are cramped and far from 
attractive. 

The below-grade entry shown 
here takes a new tack. Wide steps 
on three sides, like an amphi- 
theater, lead down to the doorway. 
There’s plenty of space to handle 
anything that will go through the 
door. No ugly guard rail is needed. 

The steps are made of inexpen- 
sive used railroad ties. In some 
places you can get ties from land- 
scape supply houses. In_ others 
you may have to check availability 
with a railroad office. 

The strong, horizontal lines of 
the ties, or timbers, need the 


softening effect of plants. As 


shown above, the plants create a 
pleasant little scene. Some are 
evergreen to provide foliage all 
through the year and to stabilize 
the soil. They are kept in bounds 
so the steps are usable. 

This planting includes turf lilies, 
oxalis, various sedums and thyme, 
sweet alyssum, vinca minor, pop- 
pies, portulaca, violas, and ajuga. 
The soil under the ties was scooped 
out and replaced with a mixture of 
top soil, peat moss, and bone meal 
to provide good growing conditions 
for the plants. 

The grating, set in concrete at 
the bottom, leads to a line of per- 
forated drain tile which was laid 
when the house was built. If steps 
like these are installed after build- 
ing, a covered dry well can be used 
for drainage. Always slope the 
ground away from the top of the 
steps so surface water will not 


wash down toward the basement.

our expert tells you more about the lore and lure of wine, 


the drink “that maketh glad the heart of man”

DOM PERIGNON (Dawm Pay-reen-yawn). Cellar-master at the 


Abbey of Hautvillers, in the Champagne Country, from 1670 
to 1715; this is a singularly gracious old building and com- 
mands an incomparable view of the vineyards and of 
Epernay and the Marne Valley. It was here, according to 
well-publicized tradition, that Dom Perignon “invented” 
Champagne, and made his celebrated remark, on first tasting 
it, “I am drinking stars.” Actually, of course, no one 
“invented” Champagne, and the old monk never claimed to 
have done so. He was, like his contemporary, Dom Oudard, 
one of the most competent and imaginative wine technicians 
of his day, and there is no doubt that he was one of the 
first to experiment with cork closures, then rare in France, 
and to make what is now known as a cuvée by blending 
wines of different origins and of both black grapes and 
white. But modern Champagne owes fully as much to half 
a hundred nameless and forgotten experts as to him. 
The Abbey of Hautvillers is now the property of the great 
Champagne house of Moét et Chandon, and a statue of Dom 
Perignon has been set up in the court yard. The name 
“Dom Perignon” has been given to Moét’s best and most 
expensive wine, shipped in the sort of slender-necked, low- 
shouldered bottle used for all Champagnes a hundred years 
ago. However, they have found it necessary to discontinue 
the use of corks tied down with string instead of wire, and 
sealed with wax instead of foil (all Champagnes came this 
way, and in wicker hampers, in our great-grandfathers’ 
days) for there is, after all, a limit to archaicism. The wine 
does not always merit its great present reputation, but is 


very good. 


DUBONNET (Due-bawn-nay). Excellent, popular, widely-adver- 


tised French apéritif made, according to a proprietary 
formula, of sweet red fortified wine, quinine and various 
herbs. It is used as an ingredient in many cocktails but 
more often, in France at least, served straight or with ice 
and soda. Dubonnet is also manufactured under license in 
California, and theoretically according to the same formula, 
but the basic wine is of course not the same and the end 
product is vastly different and much less good. 


DULL. A dull wine is like a dull person—perhaps honorable and 


sound, but not very interesting and certainly not much 
fun. Such a wine may be dry, full-bodied and have other 
qualities; it should certainly be cheap. 
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DUR (Dewr). Literally, “hard,” in French. As a wine-tasters’ 
term, it has almost exactly the same meaning and connota- 
tion as its English equivalent. 


DURKHEIM (Deark-heim). Usually called, except of course on 
wine labels, Bad Durkheim (on account of its mineral 
springs), this happens to be the largest wine-producing 
township in all Germany, with nearly two thousand acres 
of vineyard. It is an agreeable small town, with the wooded 
hills of the Mittel-Haardt sheltering it on the west, and its 
many hotels overlook a mile or so of sloping vineyards, and 
then the flat and fertile Rhine Valley. There is a good deal of 
red wine, mostly quite poor and made from the Portugieser 
grape, a large amount of fair, and a little very good white 
wine: the best is Riesling, and is so labeled, plus a vine- 
yard name, as Diirkheimer Michelsberg Riesling. Spielberg, 
Hochbenn, Schenkelbohl, Fuchsmantel, Feuerberg, are other 
well-known Lagen. 


EARTHY. This is perhaps the best English translation of what 
the French call a gout de terroir and the Germans a Boden- 
geschmack, a rather odd, special flavor which certain soils 
tend to give to the wines they yield. If too pronounced, this 
can be highly disagreeable, and is usually the mark of a 
coarse wine produced, often from the best of grape varieties, 
on heavy, alluvial soil. It is easy to recognize, almost im- 
possible to describe. 


ECHEZEAUX (Esh-shay-zo). Important Burgundian vineyard of 
the Cote de Nuits, between the Clos de Vougeot and Vosne- 
Romanée, 79 acres in all, with an average production of 
some 6,000 cases a year. Lying mostly on the gently-sloping, 
lower half of the Cote, it gives a wine more remarkable for 
its subtlety than its power, rather light in color and body, 
but racy and fine. 


ELEGANT. Wine-taster’s term, a good bit less flattering than 
“distinguished,” but often meaning almost the same thing. 
It can be applied to small, light wines of great vineyards in 
off years, which have finesse and breed, but not much else 
to recommend them, as the adjective “distinguished” can 
not. Wines of comparatively common origin are in rare in- 
stances distinguished, but they are almost never elegant. 


EPERNAY (4-pear-nay). One of the two main centers of the 
French Champagne trade, Reims being the other; a rather 
pedestrian modern town on the Marne River east of Paris. 
under which extends a veritable rabbit-warren of cellars 
and tunnels, doubtless 200 miles and more of them in all, 
those of Moét et Chandon, Pol Roger, Mercier, de Caster- 
lane and many others. South of the town, and sometimes 
called the Cote d’Epernay, is what is more properly known 
as the Cote des Blancs, with Cramant, Avize and other 


famous crus; across the Marne are Ay, Hautvillers and the 





equally celebrated villages of the Cote des Noirs. 


ERMITAGE (A4ir-me-taj). Variant spelling of Hermitage, no 
less correct but less widely used. Also a white wine from the 
Canton of Valais, in Switzerland, from the Marsanne grape. 


ESTATE-BOTTLING. Praiseworthy practice, which wine-lovers 
the world over should do all in their power to encourage, 
whereby vineyard owners bottle the unblended product of 


their own vines. Like Chateau-Bottling and Original- 
Abfiillung, which are virtually the same thing, estate-bot- 
tling is almost a guarantee of authenticity and to some ex- 
tent an indication of superior quality; it has been standard 
procedure in the finer Bordeaux and German vineyards for 
many decades and has become increasingly general in Bur- 
gundy, the Cotes-du-Rhone, the Loire Valley, etc., since 
World War I. Many wines, unfortunately, appear to be 
estate-bottled when they are not, and carry statements on 
their labels, calculated to deceive the unwary, yet basic- 
ally meaningless. Some such statements are quite factual, 
yet mean only that the wine was bottled by the shipper 
(by no means the same thing as the producer) rather than

The following terms, for example, have nothing to 
do with Estate-Bottling: 

Mis en bouteilles dans nos caves 

Mise de Vorigine 

Mis en bouteille au vignoble 

Mis en bouteiille dans nos chais 

Produced and bottled by (in English) 

Mis en bouteilles a Beaune (etc.) 

Those who are interested in getting the real thing will 
be well advised to give their preference to wines and labels 
which conform with the following generalizations: 

1. Statements about estate-bottling should be on the main 
label, not the strip. If in English (as “estate-bottled”) the 
statement should also appear on the main label in one of 
the various forms (see below) in French. 

2. The label should state that the wine comes from some- 
one who is a vineyard owner, not just a shipper, although 
a person may be and is often both. Thus négociant means 
“shipper,” éleveur more or less the same thing; but pro- 
priétaire means “vineyard owner,” récoitant a grower who 
harvests his own crop, viticulteur means “wine grower.” 

3. It should be stated unequivocably that the wine was 
bottled by the person who made it, or at least on his prem- 
ises. The following terms are those generally used to in- 
dicate this fact: 

Mise du Domaine 

Mis en bouteilles au Domaine 

Mis en bouteilles par le Propriétaire 
Mise au Domaine 

Mise du Propriétaire 

Mise a la Propriété 


EYQUEM (A-kem). The Chateau d’Eyquem is a rather large vine- 
yard near Bourg in the Bordeaux Country, producing ordi- 
nary red wine, plus a little dry white of second quality. The 
Clos d’Eyquem, at La Bréde Graves district, is a small 
property giving a rather undistinguished dry white wine. 
Neither should be confused with Chateau d’Yquem, greatest 
of Sauternes and one of the most celebrated white wines. 


FALERNO (Fal-air-no). The most celebrated wine (Falernian) 
of ancient Rome, praised in the most extravagant fashion by 
Pliny and Horace, and considered “immortal,” certain vin- 
tages having been opened and found good after over a cen- 
tury. It was produced near Formia, on the coast north of 
Naples, and the identical hillsides are planted in vines 
today. What they now yield is rather good, but by no means 
extraordinary, sound red and dry white wines that are pleas- 
ant but a long way from immortal. They have nothing in 
common with the Falerno of antiquity except their geo- 
graphical origin and their name. 


FERMENTATION. Process by which sugar is transformed into 
alcohol plus carbon dioxide, and by which grape juice be- 
comes wine. Although fermentation had been observed since 
the dawn of history, it was*thought to be a wholly sponta- 
neous phenomenon until Pasteur, in 1857, showed it to be 
work of living organisms—more specifically, of zymase, the 
enzyme of yeast. Modern technical knowledge goes much 
farther, and in most good cellars and wineries today fermen- 
tation is no longer left to chance but is carefully controlled, 
above all as regards the temperature of the fermenting 
must: the fermenting-rooms are often warmed in Cham- 
pagne and Burgundy, and the must itself generally cooled 
in California. Other practices go much farther, and involve 
the sterilization of the juice with sulphur dioxide and the 
introduction of special strains of yeast; in some instances 
white wines are now fermented under pressure, in glass- 
lined steel tanks. Red wines are fermented with their skins, 
white wines without. Fermentation normally continues until 
all, or practically all, of the grape sugar has been converted: 
it can be stopped at any time, as in the making of Port, by 
the addition of brandy or high-proof spirits, and even with- 
out such addition, it will tend to slow down and stop as 
soon as 14% or 15% of alcohol by volume has been attained. 


= 
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FIASCO (Fee-ask-ko). This word simply means “flask” in Italian; 
the plural is fiaschi (fee-ask-key). The fiasco used for wine, 
= especially but not exclusively for Chianti, is round-bottomed, 
often hand-blown; thin and light, it would be extremely 
fragile without its straw-covering, and of course would not 
stand up on a table. The straw is woven on before the ® 
fiaschi are filled. Properly speaking, a true fiasco tradition- h 
ally holds two liters, but they come today in all sorts of if 
sizes and shapes. tf te 
FIGEAC, Chateau (fee-jack). One of the largest and best vine- 
yards of the St. Emilion district, adjoining Cheval Blanc. 
Its soft, sturdy wines (some 10,000 cases a year when in full 
production) are not far inferior to those of its illustrious 
neighbor, and fully merit their First Growth rank. A half 
dozen other nearby vineyards, all good but somewhat less 
famous, also carry the name Figeac but in a combined 
form: Chateau La Tour-du-Pin-Figeac, La Tour-du-Pin- 
Figeac-Moueix, La Tour-Figeac, Grand-Barrail-Lamarzelle- 
Figeac, Yon-Figeac, Cormey-Figeac, etc. 


FILLETTE (Fee-yet). Literally, in French, a young girl. The 
word is used in the Loire Valley, especially in Touraine, 
to mean a half-bottle of wine. 


FILTERING. The clarifying of a wine, prior to bottling, by 
passing it through any one of many different types of filter. 
Too heavy or severe a filtration can “numb” a wine and 
destroy many of its finer qualities, and most of the very best 
wines of the world are never filtered at all. It is by no 
means, however, a practice that should be condemned, for, 
if not carried to extremes, it is usually helpful and often 
necessary, particularly these days, now that the public is 
reluctant to accept wines that are not absolutely brilliant 
and with a minimum of sediment, or none. Many German 
and Swiss wines are now “sterile-filtered,” all bacteria thus 
being removed; this process permits earlier bottling and 
has many other advantages, but it unquestionably tends to 
shorten a wine’s life. 


FINE, Wine-taster’s term, is rather loosely used. It is properly 
applied to any wine that has inherent, unmistakable supe- 
riority, whether due to its origin, its grape variety, or other 
factors. 


FINESSE. Breed or class or distinction, rendering a wine out of 
the ordinary. A full-bodied wine that has finesse can often 
be described as great; without finesse it would be simply 
heavy or common. 


FINGER LAKES. The principal wine-producing district of New 
York State; after California, the most important of the U.S. 
The long, narrow lakes, southeast of Rochester, are four in 
number, roughly parallel, and, on a map at least, they look 
rather like imprints left by four enormous fingers, whence 
their name. Only two of them, Keuka and Canandaigua, are 
known for their vineyards, (Seneca and Cayuga having 
other claims to fame); the first grapes were planted here 
in 1829, and wine has been produced on a commerical 
scale since Civil War days. Until recently, almost all of 
the grapes were of the native, Eastern varieties (Delaware, 
Catawba, Elvira, Niagara, Isbella, Iona, Concord, etc.) 
but many of the newer hybrids have been planted since

Prohibition, and the results seem very promising. There 
are four major wineries—Pleasant Valley (Great Western), 
Urbana (Gold Seal), and Taylor’s, on Lake Keuka, and 
Widmer’s, at Naples on Lake Canandaigua.

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YOU CAN MAKE SWEET MUSIC ON THE 
APPALACHIAN DULCIMER

personality of the dulcimer. Frets 


True Love’s Hair” is perfectly re- 
flected in the instrument “invented” 
to fit the music. 

No one knows for sure where the 
\ppalachian dulcimer came from. 
when it appeared on the American 
scene, or even exactly how it got 
its name. Probably it is a modified 
re-creation from memory of a Ger- 
man Scheiholt (ancestor of the 
zither) or perhaps an English psal- 
tery. made in first one and then an- 
other cabin in the Southern Appa- 
lachians late in the 18th Century. 
Or perhaps it was an out and out 
invention by someone who “needed” 
it to go with his music. It is found 
nowhere else in the world. Instru- 
ments something like it are the 
Japanese koto, the Swedish hum- 
mel and the Norwegian langelik. 

The only requirement for easy 
playing and immediate satisfaction 
is that you stay, at least in the 
beginning. with music the dulcimer 
was created for—Appalachian folk 
music. These astringent and haunt- 
ing melodies do not call for acci- 
dentals (notes outside the key sig- 
nature) which are difficult to sound. 
Holding it on your lap or a low 
table, you pluck and strum the dul- 
cimer with the right hand, chang- 
ing the pitch of the first string with 
a noting bar held in your left hand. 


The “noter” slides up and down the 


sound that adds to the free-and-easy 
define 


whole- and half-step intervals. 


melody string making a “zinging” 
sound that adds to the dulcimer’s 
musical charm. If you have an ear 
for music, you will make music 
within a few minutes’ acquaintance, 
even if you cannot read notes. 

The tuning of the first (melody) 
string determines the key of the 
song. The second and third strings. 
tuned to the interval of the fifth. 
are usually strummed open. con- 
tinuously sounding the same drone 
accompaniment, which sounds like 
bagpipes. Your accompaniment is 
built in, so to speak. 

If you can read notes at all, you 
can read through a book of folk 
melodies with ease, hearing many 
favorite songs for the first time in 
their proper modes, and you will 
meet new songs in their appropri- 
ate context. But the dulcimer was 
invented by people who play by ear 
and do not read music. They, and 
soon you, too, find a tune on the 
dulcimer without reference to mu- 
sic. Finding melodies by ear is a 
snap. The dulcimer is an instru- 
ment for non-music-readers. 

Nor do Southern mountain peo- 
ple tune to a predetermined pitch. 
Instead they tune the dulcimer to 
itself, to where they sing most com- 
fortably and to the amount of ten- 
sion the strings can tolerate. 

There are many ways of playing 
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this versatile instrument. It can 
even make calypso music, jazz, and 
the blues. As you gain in ability 
you can chord harmonies with the 
three strings. Another skill is play- 
ing counter melodies to the songs 
you are singing. Further varia- 
tions in sound and technique come 
from the different ways you strum 
and pluck. Substituting guitar wire 
for its banjo strings will also 
modify the tone of the instrument. 

Appalachian dulcimer music tends 
to blur the borders between song, 
speech, and hum. Played as it is in 
the mountains, the dulcimer doesn’t 
provide harmony so much as musi- 
cal company—a neat but signifi- 
cant distinction. Harmony is rare 
in folk music; people who sing as 
easily as they talk find melody and 
words enough. By giving back- 
ground modal support, the dulci- 
mer serves to reinforce rather than 
elaborate the musical effect. Often 
the drone accompaniment makes 
an interesting, not unpleasant dis- 
sonance. It always intensifies the 
mood. To understand how and why, 
something should be said about 
modes and the “gapped scale.” 

Modes determine how the steps 
within the octave are organized. 
The major and minor scales are 
modes. You can hear the different 
modes by following the white keys 
of the piano up an octave, starting 
from different white keys. The seven 
white-note steps from C to C are the 
Jonian (or major) mode. From D 
to D by white notes is the Dorian 
mode, from E to E the Phrygian 
mode, and so on. A white-note scale 
from A is the Aeolian (or minor) 
mode. Most music familiar to our 
ears is in the major or minor mode 
(scale), but not long ago the other 
modes were popular, too.

But not entirely. Folk mu- 
sic by very definition has a refined- 
out, bare-boned quality. It has the 
simplicity of the Gregorian chant. 
The songs and ballads are primi- 
tive, but they have a sophistication, 
too. The wisdom of folk music is 
pragmatic rather than intellectual. 
The tales they tell deal with human 
truths that are as real for farmers 
today in the Western Cumberland 
Gap as for blacksmiths long ago in 
England. The musical line can be 
just as universal in its honed down 
beauty. 

Appalachian dulcimers are made 
by hand in Kentucky, Virginia, 
West Virginia, North Carolina, and 
Tennessee from local woods includ- 
ing maple, spruce, wild cherry, and 
black walnut. Strings, usually ban- 
jo wire, are steel. The instrument 
costs from $35 to $85. A list of 
manufacturers and dealers is in- 
cluded at the end of the article. All 
dulcimers come with instruction 
book and carrying bag as well as 
quill and noter. 

You can hear recordings of the 
dulcimer (see list below), but the 
greatest pleasure is to make music 
yourself. While there are many ex-

form of expression easily adapta- 
ble to every individual and every 
need. This game has few rules, no 
mysteries, and no complex tech- 
niques. Its principal requirements 
are a seeing eye, an open mind, 
a little courage, and a craftsman’s 
feel for the medium. The latter 
requires an everyday knowledge of 
the use of needle and thread, and 
the willingness to learn to sew a 
creditable seam. Expect to develop 
some skill in working and assem- 
bling your materials in the most 
effective way. 


1. The Inspirations, Ideas, 


and Subjects 


Here, again, the source of ideas 
is limitless. Study the world around 
you—children on a slide playing, 
birds on a telephone wire, a spiral 
shell, a blossoming tree, lemons in 
a bowl. frogs, spider webs, any- 
thing, 


your subject is not too ambitious, 


and everything. It is best if 


realistic, or involved. This is not 
the time for exactitudes or natural- 
ism. Ideas with a natural simplicity 
lend themselves best to tapestry 


work. As with making a collage or 


a stained-glass window, a certain 
flatness and oversimplification of 
the subject tends toward the most 
successful design. Depth, perspec- 
tive, and anatomical precision are 
not appropriate devices here. Look 
to the European folk art and A fri- 
can sculpture. See how the crafts- 
men have derived their subjects 
from their surroundings with sim- 
plicity, vigor, and understatement. 

An example: You have come 
upon a child reading at a table 
with a yellow tablecloth. There is 
an orange bowl of white daisies, 
and a stack of brightly colored and 
designed books nearby. Study this 
picture before you think of it in 
terms of color, texture, fabrics. and 
yarn. The bowl of daisies alone is 
enough, or the books, perhaps only 
the child’s head. Picture possibili- 
ties abound all over, but derive the 
design. Do not resort to copying. 
Translate into cloth and find your 


own way to work. 
2. Collect Your Materials 


Half the pleasure is finding and 
selecting material. First explore 
your own household resources. You

3. Do the Same with Yarn 


Build a supply of many tones of 
each color in varying gauges or 
thicknesses. A tough fine yarn like 
Persian is the most generally use- 
ful. However, you will want to sup- 
plement this stock with all sorts of 
heavy, silky, nubby, fine, rough 
yarns and threads, and add to them 
as time goes on. 

Ordinary sewing equipment is 
necessary—good scissors, thimbles, 
sewing threads of most colors, fine 
needles and large-eyed embroidery 
and 


threaders. To save time and tem-

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4. What You Will Make 


This will depend on your feel- 
ings about the whole subject. I 
prefer to do rather large decorative 
wall hangings—about half appli- 
qué and half embroidery. Both 
parts seem equally important to 
me, but this ratio is up to the indi- 
vidual, and is governed by what 
and how she uses her subject. My 
favorite subject is figures of peo- 
ple, particularly children, some- 
times dancing or playing. The 
broad areas of the human body and 
their clothing presents a special 
kind of treatment, especially suited 
to sewn tapestries. Clothes of the 
people allow free abandon as far 
as patterns and color combinations 
are concerned, whereas when one 
uses animals or shells or fruit, one 
is inclined to select colors and tex- 
tures suggested by the subject. I 
consider people doing things to- 
gether—like mother and children, 
the groups on a jungle gym, the 
bullifighters—to be subjects par ex- 
cellence, since something beyond 
mere decoration is touched upon. 
Deeper feelings and a sense of 
drama can be wonderfully achieved 
through the warmth and richness of 
the various fabrics. 

Animals and birds are good sub- 
jects too, not only for wall hang- 
ings, but for cushions, bedspreads, 
screens, etc. Here one can lose one- 
self in finding naively appropriate 
textured wools, hand-woven to in- 
dicate fur and feathers. I often use 
real feathers in working my bird 
tapestries too. 

Even portraits are fun. Casual 
family with the children 
grouped in a favorite familiar cor- 
ner of the garden with pets and 
flowers. I have been commissioned 
to do several large mural-type tap- 
estries depicting ranches and va- 
cation cottages, handling the sub- 
ject like an informal portrait. Tap- 
estries made like samplers, decora- 
tively arranging many favorite fam- 
ily trivia, can be timely and fun for 


scenes 


everyone to plan. Here, too, is an 
opportunity for rich embroidery 
decoration in the manner of crewel 
work. 


5. Now Get to Work! 


The groundwork is laid, you have 
your idea, your materials, and your 
confidence. Decide on the shape 
and size and the general color 
scheme. Select a handful of mate- 
rials that really belong together, 
that really delight you. A harmoni- 
ous background of heavier material 
should be pressed and cut to size 
and shape. If you must sketch your 
design you must, and if you do 
want to sketch your pattern do it 
freely, filling the space well. I find

it better to play with chunks of 
colored materials first, changing 
and moving them about until I have 
the ideal color arrangement, then 
start cutting. If you have decided 
to do a picture of birds in a tree, 
refer to a real tree only to check 
perhaps the color of bark or leaf 
formation. Let the tree develop out 
of your chosen material—trunk, 
branches, leaves, birds. Forget 
scale, forget anatomical accuracy. 
Leaves can be any color, shape and 
size you want them to be, also the 
birds and the branches. Try differ- 
ent arrangements. Keep trying. 
Don’t be too final about any idea. 
Composing requires a good deal of 
rearrangement and experimenta- 
tion, and only through this process 
can you develop your sense of dis- 


cernment and judgment. 


After you have cut out the ele- | 


ments of your design, either di- 


rectly or through the aid of a| 


sketch, and have them laid where 
they look best, pin them securely, 
turn edges under, and with an ordi- 
nary running or whipping stitch, 
sew them to the background. Get 


the sections as flat and smooth as 


possible, and securely sewn.

—otherwise either the needle is too 
small for the yarn, or the weave of 
the material is too dense or tight. 

Try several embroidery stitches: 
couching. feather, basket, button- 
hole, crewel, and others. Then ex- 
periment until you are proficient 
enough to work them into your 
chosen design. 

The chain stitch (Housk Brau- 
TIFUL Dec. 1961) and the button- 
hole stitch (November 1961), the 
outline stitch (October 1961) and 
couching (January 1962) will very 
likely do your principal work. They 
are good foundation stitches. Use 
them for outlining and emphasiz- 
ing, and for such things as hair, 
fur, wrinkles, building details, tree 
and flower stems, etc. 

The Cretan stitch (Hovusr Breau- 
TIFUL November, 1961), the feather 
stitch (November 1961), the basket 
stitch (May 1962) and the ladder 
stitch (December 1961) are won- 
derful for every kind of use in your 
tapestry. Play with them. Amplify 
and improvise, but mainly enjoy 
stitchery for itself and the delight- 
ful effects so easily obtained. 

Color is ultra-important in em- 
broidery. All effects can be height- 
ened. Brilliance can be added and 
enriched to radiance, subtle effects 
made exquisitely varied and dra- 
matic contrasts (such as white sail- 
boats on  sapphire-blue water) 
heightened, all through the addi- 
tion of yarn embroidery of well- 
selected colors. 

In my own work, I find a richness 
can be achieved by using a limited 
number of actual colors, but many 
different tones within each of those 
colors. Kinship and balance are the 
key words, in both the cloth and 
the yarn, and all the colors you use 
should have something in common 
or seem to belong together. 

However, play with skeins of 
yarn, hold them together, change 
them around, discover exciting ra- 
diant combinations. Then use yarn 
not only as color, as line, but for 
its own sake. The yarniness of wool 
and silkiness of nylon and silk yarn 
and thread, the delicacy and wispi- 
ness of thread and finest yarns. 
These are important elements in 
your design as well as the color 
element, and the enriching of the 
appliqué. Good use of embroidery 
adds a whole new dimension of 
sparkle and richness and depth to 
your design. 

So get to work. Look about you, 
and try your hand in this fresh new 


free-wheeling technique.

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Islands natural crooks are used for 
boat frames, and these and other 
wood members are buried in the 
mud beneath the low tide mark so 
that water is always over the wood.

dried before it is incorporated into 
the boat.

tion. 

One of the joys of architecture 
can be the weathering characteris- 
tics of the work. Buildings should 
not require constant “manicuring”™ 
in order to appear presentable. One 
of the ways to avoid excessive 
maintenance is to anticipate the ac- 
tion of sun, rain, salt, sand, wind, 


etc. on a material and then to use 
that material in ways that help it 
age gracefully. Wood weathers to a 
handsome driftwood gray when ex- 
posed to the elements, and this type 
of finish is often desired for ex- 
terior work. 

Checks, cracks and knots are not 
to be escaped in any extensive use 
of wood. These symbols of expan- 
sion and contraction, stress and 
growth, when anticipated and un- 
derstood, become a characteristic 
not necessarily unpleasant. As we 
age, we often acquire wrinkles, but 
these are said to indicate character. 

In plywood there are different 
considerations from the solid wood 
materials just discussed. A log is 
unrolled in very thin layers and 
these layers are glued back to- 
gether under pressure in an odd 
number to reduce stresses. Plywood 
is a versatile, manufactured wood 
product.

So look for native stone for econ- 
omy, durability and beauty. What 
else could you wish for in a build- 
ing material? It is silly to ship Ten- 
nessee flagstones to Florida and 
have Florida flagstones sent to 
North Carolina, though of course 
this has been done. 

Stone is massive. It begs to be 
heaped in great piles. [f you would 
like to learn how stone should be 
laid, take your lesson from the 
quarry. Go to the quarry and study 
the strata of the rocks. Observe the 
vein of the stone, the way it splits 
off, then build your wall in imita- 
tion of the way it comes from the 
ground. Invariably, horizontal lines 
dominant the quarry wall. When 
this horizontality is echoed in a 
building wall, there is a great and 
wonderful stability and repose that 
results. The strength of a stone 
structure is obvious. 

Primitive peoples of all lands 
have recognized the dignity of the 
material and have used it for their 
best building efforts. The ancient 
builders of Egypt have never been 
surpassed in their understanding of 
the nature of stone. The Mayas 
were equally adept. Both used the 
trabeated or post and lintel system 


of The arch 
form developed in stone by the Ro- 


stone construction. 
mans helped them realize great va- 
riety and boldness of plan. This 
round or semi-circular arch was 
also characteristic of the Roman- ~ 
esque period. In the Gothic devel- 
opment you discovered stone struc- 
tures utilizing the pointed arch. 
The Gothic mason, using laws of 
elasticity and equilibrium, 
structed their cathedrals with a 
stability that depends upon the fine 


con- 


adjustment of thrust and counter- 
thrust. 

The Greeks built relatively small 
buildings from huge stones. The 
Gothic architects built very large 
buildings with small stones! 

“Sticks and stones” is an expres- 
sion well known to us. While other 
materials, such as concrete, steel, 
aluminum and glass are used in in- 
creasing amounts, it is not likely 
that

Engineering fitness 

The science or engineering of a 
building must be first rate if it is to 
be architecture. The © structure 
should be sound and adequate for 
any and all loading conditions to 
which it might be subjected. Heat- 
ing, ventilating and cooling must 
be properly solved and _ installed. 
The roof should form a dry shelter. 
and the walls and windows should 
adequately fulfill their functions. 
Materials should be selected of a 
quality consistent with their loca- 
tion and use, and with full aware- 
ness that a cheap material is often 
an expensive one if it requires con- 
tinuous maintenance and replace- 
ment. The methods of construction 
should be proper for the materials 
used. The plumbing should work 
properly, the electrical 
should be of proper capacity, and

In the related fields of plumbing, 
heating and air conditioning and 
electrical equipment, the architect 
and builder spend a large propor- 
tion of the owner’s building dol- 
lars. A demand for more equip- 
ment in buildings has greatly in- 
creased the need for proper inte- 
gration of the mechanical and elec- 
trical equipment to the structure.

Today 
rarely ever is a home built with 
less than a hundred ampere service 
and two hundred ampere services 
are commonplace.

WHAT’S SO EXCITING ABOUT AUSTRALIA 
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parallelism falls apart when you 
realize how fast Australia has 
reached the point where its ladies 
are as ardently bemused by gour- 
met cookbooks and “little theater” 
groups and garden clubs as we are, 
and where its statesmen play cru- 
cial roles in international affairs. 

World War II had a lot to do 
with accelerating this cosmopoli- 
tanism by taking Australia out 
from its Down Under isolation. But 
our guess is that the Australian 
temperament deserves the greatest 
credit. For of all the wonders in 
this Jand where the seasons are re- 
versed, where such flora and fauna 
exist as you can’t find anywhere 
else in the world, the most wonder- 
ful are the people themselves. They 
are tough-bodied and vigorous, al- 
most fanatic sportsmen, both as 
participants and spectators, which 
makes the place paradise for any 
traveler in the least concerned with 
football, horse racing, tennis, golf, 
cricket, or any sport remotely re- 
lated to salt water (for the Aus- 
tralian coasts are scalloped with 
beaches and “surfing,” which means 
going to the seashore, seems a na- 
tional preoccupation) . 

There may be rogues and rascals 
here, but your general impression 
is that you’re dealing with people 
who respect good sportsmanship in 
everything they do. They're down 
to earth, good humored; they 
neither put on airs nor put up 
with people who do. The American 
word for them is “regular.” 

Besides all this, they say such 
things as “Thank you.” Old-fash- 
ioned courtesy still seems to pre- 
vail, despite the native breeziness 
and let’s-get-on-with-it approach. 
One has the feeling that if you 
meet one Australian you'll soon 
meet them all, they’re that open- 
handed and _ hospitable. 


NINFORMED travelers fallaci- 

ously expect to find Australi- 
ans behaving like transplanted 
Britons. Certainly there is a Brit- 
ish base to their mores. It shows up 
in such civilized customs as early 
morning tea and biscuits (we'd al- 
most forgotten how good non-tea- 
bag tea can be), in their responsi- 
ble attitude toward Jaw and 
ernment (to neglect to vote in Au- 
stralia is punishable by a fine). In 


gov- 


certain usage of words (they say 
“whilst” and “righto.” And an ele- 
vator is a lift). After all, Australia 
is part of the British 
wealth of Nations. Currently their

influences seem to be coming more 
from America than from England. 


But under no circumstances could 
these people be considered any- 
thing but their own peculiar breed 
—Australians. 


Nothing proves 
their lively independence more 
than the colorful vocabulary 


they've coined—complex and _pro- 
fuse enough to deserve a diction- 
ary. Examples: a sheila is a girl. 
“To get the griff” means to get the 
information you need. It’s “your 
shout” means it’s your turn to buy 
a drink. Your “cobber” is your pal. 
To “live off the smell of an oily rag” 
means to struggle along with little 
money. And “waltzing Matilda” 
does not have to do with a dancing 
kangaroo, as lots of people think. 
To waltz is to tramp the Outback; 
Matilda is the name for the 
tramper’s pack of worldly goods. 
So the phrase means “tramping 
with one’s pack.” 


HIS continent-country, wholly 

below the Equator, is made up 
of six states—New South Wales, 
Victoria, Queensland, South Aus- 
tralia, Western Australia and the 
island of Tasmania (to the 
south, green, lush, and almost like 
a little country by itself) plus the 
Federal Territory where the capi- 
tal, Canberra, is located, and the 
Northern Territory where most of 
the remaining 50,000 aborigines 
are.

To dine in considerable posh 
with dancing and a view over the 
water, try Caprice at Rose Bay. a 
little out of town. Oysters, small in 
lovely little crinkly-edged shells, 
aré a local specialty, as are Syd- 
ney prawns, and all go beautifully 
with Australia’s Mildara Supreme 
sherry. Service is British and the 
food is continental. We liked the 
brown sugar crystals they serve, 
English fashion, with coffee. 

It is chic, according to our infor- 
mants, for ladies to lunch at Ro- 
mano’s on Wednesday afternoons, 
vying with each other with their 
hats. Australian ladies are invari- 
ably hatted and gloved, the hats as- 
suming a taller, rounder, heavier 
importance than ours, and in our 
book come close to being a na- 
tional costume, for we could spot 
an Australian by her headgear any- 
where. 

Sydney has good modern hotels, 
including the slick Chevron Hilton, 
about $12 single. We enjoyed the 
Carlton-Rex, about $9.50 single. 


OU SHOULD fly south to Can- 

berra, Australia’s federal capi- 
tal, to see this still-developing, 
planned city which was designed 
by an American architect, Walter 
Burley Griffin. 

An impressive sight, worth the 
whole trip, is the War Memorial, 
and museum, the exhibits so de- 
signed that the misery and non- 
sense of war is as patent as its so- 
called glory. 

Melbourne, capital of Victoria, 
and considered by many the cul- 
tural capital of the country, is a 
flight to the south, a leisurely tree- 
planted city with sidewalk cafés, 
and charming Victorian streets. Go 
to Leopold Street in South Yarra, 
for a look at lacy ironwork. 

In Melbourne we got our first 
sight of the famous “six o’clock 
swill,” the mob scene that jams the 
pubs just before six, brought about 
because the liquor laws decree this 
is closing time and Australians do 
like their after-work schooner. 

In the Chevron Hotel, we got our 
first taste of kangaroo-tail soup, 
like pepperpot, and that inspired 
national dish—carpetbag steak. The 
steak’ is slit all around, stuffed 
with succulent little oysters, sur- 
| rounded by bacon, and broiled. 

A 40-mile drive from Melbourne 
takes you to the Bird Sanctuary at 
Healesville. The road runs through 
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what is called the “bush,” meaning | 
not the scrub country we had im-_ 
agined, but the forest land of eu- | 
calyptus trees, called gum trees. 
here, and a major building lumber 
in Australia. The air is thick with 
their aromatic scent, and you hear — 
bells ringing—not really bells, but 
the song of the bell birds, anothe 
variety of Australia’s many odd- 
ball fauna. 


HE COUNTRY is full of off-beat 
creatures found nowhere else— 
the kangaroo, the wallaby, a kind of 
baby-faced kangaroo, the wallaroo 
which is a cross between them, the 
adorable little koala bear that_ 
never drinks and subsists entirely 
on eucalyptus leaves—marsupials 
all, carrying their babies in 
pouches. The emu, the flightless 
bird that looks like a scrawny old 
lady, and the bewildering duck- 
billed platypus, a fur-covered fish 
that does things you wouldn’t think 
a fish could, like nursing its young, 
At the Healesville Sanctuary yo 
can have a photographic heyda 
seeing such creatures close to, for 
they're left to run loose as much 
as possible. 
Melbourne, which is a harbor on 
the Southern Ocean. has its fai 
share of beaches and the usual 
athletic enthusiasm. You’ve surely} 
heard of the Melbourne Cup. What | 
rather surprised us was the gen- 
eral enthusiasm for that stately- 
seeming game, bowls, which seems 
to be a favorite with men and 
women, young and old, all over the 
country. It is played on beautifully 
kept greens, the players meticu- 
lously turned out in white. always 
with white shoes and white hats of a 
cut that suggests the past century. 
The costume is de rigueur, and 
the seriousness with which this is 
taken is the only chink we found in 
the care-free Australian armor. 

In Melbourne we stayed at the 
Australia, $7 single, and sampled 
the restaurants of the Chevron 
Hotel and Menzies, whose _ old- 
time atmosphere and service 
is quite charming. Meantime Mel- 
bourne has acquired the brand-new 
Southern Cross, an Intercontinental © 
Hotel which sounds so American, © 
the Australians should love it. 

Everyone says it—and it’s true— 
Tasmania, the island state off the 
southern mainland and a_ short 
flight from Melbourne, is very like 
England. 

You begin to sense it at Battery 
Point, oldest part of Hobart, where | 
you see early freestone houses built . 
in Georgian style, and a quaint | 
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little cul de sac with about thirteen 
tiny houses about a circular green, 
called Arthur Circus, that might be 
the setting for a Jane Austen novel. 
or a look at old Australia, visit 
arryna, an old colonial home- 
stead turned museum. 

There are green hills and valleys, 
iles of apple and apricot or- 
hards and hop fields to be enjoyed 
na drive along the Derwent River 
alley. At New Norfolk there’s a 
elightful inn, built in 1830, with a 
paved garden overspread by a 
magnificent walnut tree. You can 
gorge yourself here on the biggest, 
orandest tea of your life. Then visit 
the house, jammed to the gun- 
wales with early Australian fur- 
nishings. Next door is another 1839 
building. the Bush Hotel, where 
Nellie Melba used to stay. 

_ Returning to Hobart, through 
golden wheat fields, stop at Rich- 
mond, once prosperous town of de- 
lightful old houses (even the gaol 
s pretty).

Tasmania is vacation land, some- 
thing to be taken at leisure. Flow- 
rs grow so large and lush that the 
obart Botanic Garden seems like 
arrying coals to Newcastle.

In addition to these four groups, 
there are other baby daffodils, 
among them JN. juncifolius, which 
grows to five inches and produces 
dainty little flowers of a rich 
golden yellow, about as big as a 
buttercup. This is a splendid tiny 
plant for partial shade. 

The Lent Lily or Lobularis is a 
fine yellow color, grows to eight 
inches tall, and is the earliest of 
all narcissus. 

N. minimus is the smallest of all. 
It grows only about three inches 
high. The dainty little trumpets 
are perfectly formed and not over 
half an inch long, of rich yellow. 
They appear in February and are 
good for naturalizing. 

The Tenby daffodil or trumpet 
narcissus (N.  pseudo-narcissus) 
grows to nine inches. It is very 
early, has bright yellow medium- 
size flowers on stiff stems and is 
also fine for naturalizing. 

N. watieri, which grows only to 
four inches, is an exquisite little 
pure-white flat flower of crystal- 
line texture. It is fascinating where- 
ever used.

Sepier’s six years of life have 
been cruelly tragic. Her family 
was deported from Turkey in 
1939 and would not be welcomed 
back, even if there were the 
funds to get back. Her Armeni- 
an parents belong to the oldest 
Christian nation in the world 
but it no longer exists. There 
is only a Russian Communist 
Satellite in the Caucasus. Her 
father was an invalid when the 
family was forced to give up 
their home in Turkey and poor 
and insufficient food soon caused 
his death after arriving in Leb- 
anon.

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THE WINE LOVERS’ DICTIONARY

FLEURIE (Flur-ree). Little town in the very heart of the 
Beaujolais country; its attractive, fruity, fragrant red 
wine, one of the Beaujolais’ most typical and best. 


FLINTY. Used to describe a dry. clean, hard, almost austere 
white wine (such as Chablis) which has a special bou- 
quet recalling the smell of flint struck with steel. The 


French call it pierre-d-fusil, which is the same thing. 


FLOR (Floor). The Spanish word for “flower”; in connection 
with wine, it means an unusual and special yeast, native 
to the Sherry Country. This is also called “film yeast” 
in California, where it has recently been introduced (as 
in South Africa and Australia), and is known to tech- 
nicians as mycoderma vini. By a natural process in Spain 
and through inoculation in other lands, it forms a white 
film or “flower” on the surface of certain wines soon after 
fermentation, the casks being only three-quarters full and 
the wine exposed to the air. It lives and multiplies there, 
gradually forming a layer as much as half an inch thick, 
looking not unlike cream cheese, and it radically affects 
the bouquet and flavor of the wine. Oddly enough it only 
forms and prospers on the lighter wines and these, thanks 
to its working, become Finos Amontillados; those with 
little or no flor turn into Olorosos. The flor is also native 
to the Manzanilla and Montilla districts and to Chateau 
Chalon in France. It has greatly improved the quality of 
the better dry California Sherries of late and done equally 
good service in South Africa and Australia. 


FLOWER. Like all fruit-bearers, grape vines have their flowers; 
these are a good deal less spectacular than those of the 
cherry, the peach, the orange and the apple, to mention 
but four, but they are no less necessary antecedents to 


the fruit, and either a succession of rainy days or a period

of cold weather during the blossoming season can and 
often does bring about a disaster. The critical flowering 
period is called floraison in French, and to the French 
winegrower it is often a week or more of sleepless worry. 


FLOWERY. Special term of high praise applied to the bouquet 
of certain wines, more particularly white wines, which to 
the nose recall the scent of flowers. The finer Moselles have 
this quality to a pronounced degree, but a few other wines, 
particularly those produced on a stony soil from the Riesling 
grape and in cool districts, share this special excellence. 


FLUTE. Name given, in French, to a special form of bottle, 
like that used in Alsace and on the Rhine, but generally 
of clear glass. Many rosé wines are now shipped in flutes. 
Also a rather attractive, traditional wine glass, often used 
in France for Champagne, in the shape of a slender in- 
verted V, sometimes with a stem. 


FOLLE BLANCHE (Fall Blawnch). Variety of white grape, wide- 
ly grown in France under a confusing multiplicity of names, 
and to some small extent in Northern California. Fairly 
productive, it gives a pale, light wine, not distinguished but 
fresh, clean and very high in acid; unfortunately, its tightly 
packed bunches are fatally vulnerable to mildew and mold, 
and in many districts it is being replaced for this one 
reason. It is unquestionably the best of all grapes for 
brandy, but unhappily, is gradually being supplanted in 
the Cognae Country by the less good if hardier Ugni Blane, 
and in Armagnac, where it is known as the Piquepoule or 
Picpoul, by various other mediocre grapes including even 
one of the Baco hybrids. Around Nantes, at the mouth of the 
Loire, it is called the Gros Plant and gives a tart but other- 
wise rather neutral white carafe wine, which has lost out 
in popular favor to the Muscadet. As Picpoul, it is exten- 
sively planted in the French Midi, but yields nothing of any 
real consequence. In California, its wine is occasionally but 
rarely bottled under the varietal name, more often used in

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California “Chablis,” to which its higher acid brings a wel- 
come and refreshing tartness and, for this same reason, in 
many of the better California Champagnes. 


FORST (Forst). Justly celebrated little town, of well under a 
thousand inhabitants and some 500 acres of vines, which pro- 
duces what are certainly among the best and perhaps, all 
things considered, the best white wines of the German 
Pfalz, or Palatinate. The vineyards are 70% planted to the 
Riesling grape and the wines, while quite full-bodied, have 
extraordinary elegance and bouquet, said to be due to out- 
croppings of a special sort of black basalt in the vineyards. 
All of the leading Palatinate producers have vineyard hold- 
ings in Forst, and the better named vineyard sites, or Lagen, 
of which there must be in all nearly a hundred, are: Kirch- 
enstiick, Jesuitengarten, Ungeheuer, Ziegler, Kranich, Pech- 
stein, Elster, Muhlweg, etc. 


FORTIFIED. Old british euphemism for wines that have been 
“spiked,” or liberally laced with brandy or other spirits 
somewhere between the vineyard and the bottle, as Port, 
Sherry, Muscatel (in almost all cases), Madeira, Marsala, 
etc. Our Federal authorities have seen fit to forbid the use 
of the term on labels and in advertising, no doubt for good 
and sufficient reason, since it is an obvious truism that 
people should not be induced to drink certain wines on 
account of their higher alcoholic content; the simultaneous 
suppression of the term “unfortified” is a good deal harder 
to explain. American vintners seem to have accepted these 
restrictions without complaint, and they now apply to 
precisely the same wines, the perhaps more genteel terms 
“apéritif wines” and “dessert wines.” 


FOXINESS. Foxes have had to do with vineyards since Biblical 
days, generally as consumers, but many of the early set- 
tlers in America called the wild, native grape, the “Fox 
grape” and in many Eastern states it is still so called; its 
pronounced special aroma is unmistakable, whether as a 
grape or its juice or the wine made from it, and all native 
varieties share the characteristic, especially the red or 
black ones, as Concord, Isabella, Ives, ete., but to a definite 
degree the whites as well—Delaware, Catawba, Elvira. The 
French, who began to import American grape cuttings at 
the time of the Phylloxera, and who were the first hybrid- 
izers of American and European varieties, called this spe- 
cial aroma or taste “quewe de renard” or “fox’s tail,” for 
no well established reason, and it is still so called. Wines 
having this wholly American tang are usually found either 
delicious or undrinkable by those who taste them for the 
first time, but this is whoily a matter of personal preference, 
and no field for an expert. 


FRAGRANT. Of a wine, one that has an especially pronounced 
and agreeable bouquet, or aroma. 

FRAIS (Fray). French word for “fresh.” It also means cool, 
however, and servir tres frais on a French wine label means 
“serve well chilled.” 


FRANCONIA. Our name for one of the important if secondary 
German wine districts, the upper valley of the Main, east 
and west of Wurzburg, called Franken in German. Tradi- 
tionaily, all of the Franconian wines are shipped in flagons 
called Bocksbeutel; they are made from the Sylvaner (here, 
oddly enough, often the best), the Riesling, and from 
crosses of the two, the Muller-Thurgau and so-called Main- 
riesling. The name of the grape variety usually appears on 
the label, plus of course the name of the town and the 
producing vineyard. The leading vineyard towns are Wiirz- 
burg, Escherndorf, Iphofen, Randersacker, Rodelsee, etc. 
Sometimes wines from all of these are shipped as Steinwein, 
but this is certainly improper and possibly, we all may hope, 
illegal. The leading producers include properties of the 
German State, several charitable endowments, and a half 
dozen noble families; a few grower-co-operatives, or Win- 
zergenossenschaften, are making good progress.

GRENADIER = HONEY BUN 





a third of all the wine of the world is produced in France, 
and French wine is the universal standard by which wine is 
judged. Yet out of an annual production of some seven billion 
bottles a year, less than 10% has any real claim to superior 
quality, and at least four-fifths is nameless—called vin rouge, 
vin blanc, vin rosé, vin ordinaire, and is simply a staple, like 
potatoes and milk. Frenchmen drink it with their meals not 
because the water in France is bad (it isn’t—they have less 
typhoid than we do) but because this sort of wine is cheap, 
goes well with food, is cheering and pleasant and (drunk 
thus) hardly more intoxicating than beer; they like it better 
than coffee or tea or sweet carbonated drinks, and, in the 
opinion of many doctors, including of course Pasteur, who 
said so, it is a healthier mealtime beverage for adults than 
milk. They like it so much that France imports far more 
wine than she exports, consumes more than her own three 
million acres* of vineyard can provide. 

All of France, including the Riviera, is further north than 
Buffalo or Boston, and nearly a third of France lies beyond 
the northern limit of commercial viticulture, its climate 
too sunless and cold, or too rainy and undependable for 
wine-growing. The line has been clearly drawn by a dozen 
centuries of trial and error; it begins on the Atlantic Coast 
near Nantes, in southern Brittany, parallels the Loire some 
fifty miles to the north, sweeps up to include the Champagne ~ 
Country east of Paris, and runs on east to the border of 
Luxembourg on the Moselle. South of this line, except in a 
few mountainous districts, it is safe to say that there is 
hardly a French farm on which the vine has not been 
planted at one time or another and where wine has not 
been made. About two-thirds of the ninety départements of 
France have commercial vineyards, and there are at least 
five or six which regularly produce more table wine than 
California. 

Yet France is a country of small vineyards rather than 
large: there are few, if indeed any, that comprise as much 
as 500 acres under one ownership. Modern co-operatives, 
increasingly well run, in some districts permit operations 
on a larger scale, but most French wine is produced by 
artisans and peasant farmers, who are quite content to be 
so called and who take a true artisan’s pride in what they 
make. Most of them now send their young wines, for 
analysis and constructive criticism, to their local, well- 
staffed Government stations, and willingly accept the tech- 
nical advice they receive. 

For in no other country is wine produced according to 
such strict rules as in France, and the rules have been 
established, it is important to remember, by the growers 
themselves, and simply ratified by the State. The whole 
precise, immensely complicated classification of districts 
and townships and crus comes from the producers, and no 
better proof could exist of their deep interest in the quality 
of what they make. Clear lines of demarcation have been 
drawn, with the accord of all concerned, between the great 
wines and the good wines and the vins ordinaires. 

Most of the very best French wines have been given a 
special legal designation, “Appellation Controlée,” and these 
words appear on the label except in the case of Champagne 
(where they are considered unnecessary) and the wines of 
Alsace (where the work of classification is still under way). 
They mean that the French Government guarantees the 
origin of such wines, and their right to the name they bear; 
violations are considered fraud, and are severely punished. 
These words are also, to some degree, an assurance of qual- 
ity, since they may only appear on wines made from speci- 
fied, superior varieties of grape, in delimited districts, and 
according to rules which forbid over-production, improper 
blending, and everything else which is not in keeping with 
local tradition and good cellar practice. 

In ail, there are nearly three hundred of these Appellations 
Controlées (all listed in this dictionary), plus scores of

Below these in rank, forming what might be called a sort 
of “second team,” or “junior varsity,” come some fifty others, 
officially known as V.D.Q.S., “Vin Délimités de Qualitié 
Supérieure.’ These are also controlled, though less strin- 
gently, by the French Government, and carry the V.D.Q.S. 
seal, which looks rather like a postage stamp, on their label. 
Few of these are exported, although some are of good, even 
excellent quality, and may well become increasingly interest- 
ing in this period of rising wine prices; the best known, 
perhaps are the Cotes de Provence, Rosé de Bearn, Cor- 
biéres Minervois, Cahors. The better Algerian wines are 
also now classified in this way, though what will happen 
when peace returns to that unhappy country, it is of course 
too early to say. 

In a still lower, less official category came the vins de 
pays, the little “country” wines, usually consumed locally, 
often interesting and charming, often under the name of 
their village or département in the local inns and taverns. | 

The lowest grade of all, of course, is vin ordinaire. This, 
in France, must be marked with its alcoholic content, (as 
12°, or 12%), but carries no designation of origin, it may 
be and usually is blended, but may not be watered; it is 
strictly covered by the French equivalents of our pure food 
regulations, but by not much else in the way of controls. 
When sold under a brand name, as Vin du Postillon, Vin des 
Rochers, Pampre d’Or, Prefontaine, etc. it is called a Vin 
de Marque, the word marque meaning “brand” in French. 

Not far from one-third of the space in this whole dic- 
tionary is devoted to French wine, properly and appropriate- 
ly, for if most French wine is admittedly common or medi- 
ocre, the best is simply incomparable. There are no red 
wines and no sparkling wines on earth as good as the best 
French, and few white wines better—none, surely except 
perhaps the rarest and finest estate-bottlings of the Moselle 
and Rhine.

@ Many families wanting to live in a desirable location, 
where land is sure to be costly, are kept from it by land- 
use regulations based not upon what could be, but upon con- 
ventional concepts and what has been. If a family is to 
live there and enjoy any privacy, they must buy more 





land than they will need and use—and can afford. 

However there are areas, reflecting an attitude developed 
on the West Coast, where different concepts of land use 
have appeared and where, because these make intensive use 
of a building site possible, even expensive land can be 
economically developed and used. 

The house shown here is an illustration of this. It was 
built on a man-made island in the Belvedere lagoon in San 
Francisco Bay, a choice location because of its scenery, 
weather, and many water-based recreational activities. 

This house was built on an 85-x-100-ft. lot. This seems 
relatively small when you realize that the house, designed 
for a family with seven children, has 3,000 sq. ft. inside 
it, and that included in this are eight individual bedrooms.

This concentrated use of a building site is only one 


aspect of the West-Coast’s more open-ended approach to the 
solution of design problems—there are no pre-determined 
answers. Uninfluenced by an already-known answer, the prob- 
lem can be more clearly stated, faced-up to, and solved. (All 
of us remember examples of the opposite approach from 
our school days, the instances when we looked in the back 
of the book for the answer and then attempted to work back- 
ward to find out what the problem was.) 

The problem of this family was, and is, one with which 
many families, following the trend toward larger numbers of 
children, are famijiar: the typical three- or four-bedroom 
house did not fit their needs. When the design of their house 
was first started, they wanted seven bedrooms, six for their 


children plus a master bedroom.

upper floor, the six bedrooms for the children were designed 
in pairs with a partition between them, centered on a dormer. 
The dividing partition can be removed later to make one 
larger room. These dormitory-like rooms are reached through 
a skylighted corridor which is also wide enough to be used 
as a lounging and play area. On the opposite side of the 
corridor were two spaces that were to be left unfinished 
and, unless needed for bedrooms, ‘used for storage. 

Before the house was complete one of these, at the right 
side of the stairs, was finished for use. The other is still a 
storage space, but it can be made into a bedroom by cutting 
in another doorway directly to the corridor. 

The compartmented baths at each end of the corridor— 
one with a tub, the other with a shower—each have two 
lavatories. And each bath has a concrete tile floor that slopes 
to a drain, a realistic bit of thinking about children and 
their bathing habits.

But these are 
minority groups. whose preferences do not get into the main 
body of thinking, even though they may influence each other.

It is representative of the East-Coast attitude toward the 
design of a house and the way of living that it reflects. 
A West-Coast architect probably begins the design of a 
house by consulting with a landscape architect. Together 
they plan the use of the entire site according to the client’s 
needs. The design of East-Coast houses seems to begin at the 
inside surface of the outside walls, just behind a facade 
that is properly impressive when seen from the street and 
across an expanse of carefully tended, unused lawn. 
Behind this facade there is 2 desire for centered-ness 
and the feeling of stability that it gives. As this house 
indicates, rooms are planned so that doors and windows can

conventional, inwardly-directed furniture groupings similar 
to those in the photographs on these pages. 

Before they are furnished, these rooms in themselves are 
somewhat self-contained (not out-wardly directed), box-like 
and architecturally neutral. They contain few architectural 
features of interest and few built-in furnishings. There is a 
reliance on movable furnishings to set the style. The char- 
acter and interest of the room is dependent upon the mate- 
rials, scale, and detailing of the furniture, upon the fabrics 
that are used, and upon the way in which the windows are 
draped. 

Since the people on the East Coast seem happier in an 
aura of the past, the furnishings of their rooms are largely 
traditional, which means that they are in one of the styles 
developed in western Europe in the 17th and 18th Centuries.

Need more 
Book Shelves? 


So easy to install, in places you may never 
have thought of. Here are 10 examples 
of successful shelving 


that make a house a better place for living 


@ If you like your books within easy reach but the constant 
accumulation of them overflows your available shelf space, 
consider the hidden treasure of a wall. 

As two-dimensional space its uses are merely decorative. 
But lined with shelves a wall can become both decorative and 
functional. You gain valuable storage space. You hardly miss 
the ten- or twelve-inch bite the shelving takes out of the 
room’s depth or width. 

Once you begin studying your walls, it’s surprising how 
many places you may turn up for book shelves and for 
pleasant little spots for contemplative browsing. 

In most houses a bedroom presents the best potentiality 
for a quiet retreat. One end may be turned into a small 
library, or the bed itself made the focus, with shelves of 
books within easy arm’s-reach of a recumbent bibliophile. 

Be aware that bookshelves need not be exclusively for 
books.

Enter a Brand-New World of Eating: 


e Dipping Sauces 


If you want to step up your pleasure in eating, 


while reducing preparation time, then try 


this type of plain cooking that does 


not taste plain. Even a bride can succeed !

@ Here is the news that lovers of good food have hardly dared 
to hope for: that there might be a way to eat superbly requir- 
ing no work and very little time. 

What we are talking about is the core, the hub, the heart of 
Japanese cuisine—fast-cooked, pale-seasoned foods that are 
given sparkle at the table as each person dunks them in a dip- 
ping sauce. The foods retain their individual characteristic 
taste—and nutrients— because of their short exposure to heat, 
which is made possible by cutting them into bite-size pieces. 
Many foods, such as some fresh vegetables, are not cooked at 
all but sliced thin and allowed to stand in salt for 15 to 20 
minutes. Those vegetables that need cooking, such as string 


beans, eggplant, spinach, asparagus, cabbage, okra, cauli- 


flower, etc., can be cooked in two to five minutes (exact details 
given later). 

The chief and basic ingredients of dipping sauces are nearly 
always rice vinegar and soy sauce, Other variables are added 
to create many changes, such as lime juice, or fresh ginger 
juice, or egg yolk, or grated white radish, or grated cucumber, 
or pickled plum, or pickled ginger, or chopped scallion tops. 

Many of the dipping sauces can be made up in quantity and 
kept on hand, providing they do not contain fresh grated in- 
gredients such as grated cucumber or grated radish. 

Foods to be used with dipping sauces may be main course 
dishes, salad dishes, or side dishes. But you would not have 


several in the same menu, since it would be monotonous. For

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parties, though, it is fun to offer two or three types of dipping 
sauces for the same food, so people may try several and dis- 
cover how different the same food can taste. 

Very small quantities of most dipping sauces are needed 
per person—only two tablespoons per portion. So most may be 
served in shallow dishes like saucers or sauce dishes. Deeper 
dishes are used when the sauce is thicker, because more is 
needed. Once you get into the swing of dipping-sauce cookery 
you may want to buy authentic dipping dishes of the sort 
shown on these pages. Eating with a fork is the most com- 
fortable way for most Americans, but chopsticks are the 
authentic way. But don’t let the tool to be used confuse the 
main issue, which is good eating. 

; Almost any type of foodstuff can be used. 
i) In the protein department, use fish, shellfish, chicken, and 
pork. Any previously-cooked cold meats and fowl can be util-

ized, though the cooking process would not be repeated, of 
course. Merely cut the latter into bite-size pieces, 

In the vegetable line, use white radish, cucumber, carrot, 
green pepper, string beans, eggplant, leafy greens (such as 
spinach, cabbage, and lettuce), scallions, asparagus, cauli- 
flower, broccoli, okra, dried mushrooms from Japan. (The lat- 
ter, which is called shiitake, can be bought by mail and stored 
for many months, so you need never be without this delightful 
food.) 

Often it is agreeable to mix two foodstuffs—even three—to 
be eaten as a single dish. For instance, cubes of ham and sliced 
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cucumber combine well, as do scallops with cucumbers, white 
fish with carrots, pork with string beans. 

In short, cooked proteins combine well with vegetables— 
raw or cooked. Strive for prettiness and you'll arrive at good 
taste combinations. But think of these combinations as one 
dish, not as a whole meal. Dipping-sauce foods need the con- 
trast of other flavors, so do not try to dip a whole menu. If you 
did, the general effect would be too sour and too salty. 

In the main, dipping-sauce eating means cold foods— not 
iced but at room temperature. (The few exceptions will be ex- 
plained in subsequent articles.) This means it can be prepared 
leisurely—an hour or two ahead—or at any rate finished before 
the hot food is started. One of its many assets is that it takes 
pressure off the cook. So think of it in your work scheme rather 
as you do a salad: easy to fix, something that can wait, yet 
ready to serve when the rest of the menu is ready. 

What would the rest of a menu be like if you made a two-part 
or three-part dipping-sauce dish ? About what you would plan 
for a hearty chefs salad. You might start with soup, or melon, 
or a pate, or hot hors d’oeuvre, to be followed by a fruit, a 
sweet, or cheese. Or you might make your dipping-sauce dish 
a side dish to steak or roast beef, to be followed by a sweet. A 
simple one-part dish you would fit into the menu in the regu- 
lar American way, depending on whether it is a protein or a 
vegetable.

@ A letter from one of our younger readers, chatelaine of 
what sounds like an old house cannily bought in anticipation 
of a large family, sheds some youthful, sensible light on the 
question of what constitutes a proper place to dine. We think 
her comment comes close to being the last word on the sub- 
ject, for she has lived through a good many versions of eating 
accommodation before coming up with her own final, highly 
personal solution. We hope it will give others a clue to highly 
personal solutions of their own. For apparent reasons, she 
prefers anonymity. We quote her salient remarks: 

“I write to thank House BrautiruL for giving me the 
nerve to have what I promised myself all through my child- 
hood 





a full-fledged dining room. But I might not have had 
it if your issues hadn’t imbued me with your philosophy of 
“free taste.” Lots of people, including my mother, my mother- 
in-law, and a dozen or so convention-haunted friends, aren’t 
at all sure what to call my dining room. It contains—besides 
my wonderful, permanent set-up of dining room table and 
chairs and two buffets for tableware storage and serving 
space—a grand piano, a writing desk with a telephone, and 
a wall of built-in shelves for music and books. What throws 
my critics is that the table and chairs are off-center, instead 
of being plumb in the middle of the room, and of course 
the piano et al in such an unaccustomed place causes raised 
eyebrows. But what do I care! 

“No cliché dining room for me, thanks to your encourage- 
ment. I decided that a long time ago because I’ve lived with 
all the accepted versions of dining arrangements and have 
concluded that there’s no one arrangement that suits every- 
body. I grew up in a New York apartment where the dining 
table was a gateleg that spent most of the day pretending to 
pe a console against a wall of the living room. This might be 
great for live-alones and childless couples, but as a child 
[ felt it was a temporary, makeshift kind of way to eat your 
meals. Only four could sit there; there was no room to park 


your elbows and just talk after meals. We always felt as if 
we had to hurry and clean up or the room would look like a 
shambles if visitors came in, and we were constantly spot- 
cleaning food stains from the carpet and furniture. { 

“My brother and Ii used to long to live in a house with a 


real dining m. Then, when I was a bride and lived for 


two years in my mother-in-law’s house, while my husband was 
in service, | found out what that was all about: the complete, 
formal dining roo vo silver pheasants on the table 
and the silver service fet. I guess I'd have enjoyed 


it more if my husband had been there. But I soon discovered 


that you can spend more time cleaning a room like that 
than actually using it, unless, of course, you’re constantly 
entertaining, which few people are. 

“Anyhow, when it came to having a house of my own I 
knew that the usual living-dining bit was definitely not for a 
family with children, and the dining room dedicated solely 
to two or three meals a day was an extravagant waste of space 
and equipment. So I have figured out my own happy medium 
and it works like a dream, every waking hour of the day. I 
can practice the piano, I can read and write here, and the 
book shelves actually help the decoration besides solving the 
problem of what to do with our excess literature. And best 
of all, the room is a full-fledged dining room, pretty enough 
for a formal dinner. I can seat eight. But chiefly it’s for us— 
my husband and |, four-year-old Bill, six-year-old Nancy, 
and even the baby, ruling the roost in his high chair. We sit 
down together at the table three times a day, at our own 
places, with our own napkin rings. I think these regular 
meal-time gatherings in a room reserved for them are helping 
build up a sense of companionship I hope my children will 
always treasure. We enjoy a dependable, family-circle close- 
ness I don’t think you get if you eat from a table that gets 
pulled out and set up for every meal. And I also think our 
honest-to-goodness dining room gives at least part of our 
living a dignity and orderliness that’s so often missing in 
this overly casual day and age. 

“Our arrangement may not be for everybody. The con- 
ventional ones don’t want a piano in the dining room. But 
that’s the very point of it. Its our own arrangement and 
suits our own peculiar needs to a T. To me it proves that the 
whole controversy about where and how to dine becomes 
academic when you forget about the clichés and simply set 
up an arrangement that suits your individual and family 
needs best. No matter what anybody else thinks.” 

House BEAUTIFUL, in complete agreement, thanks this lady 
for her letter and on the next six pages shows you how other 
free thinkers on the subject of dining have devised their

The Maori, the gifted Polynesian people who have given New Zealand culture 
an exotic flavor, were masters of curvilinear and pierced wood carving, 
which decorated their houses and giant canoes, Their amulets, like the tiki 
at far left, their tools, and weapons were made of the native jade, or nephrite.

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@ Just when you think that New Zealand looks like Cali- 
fornia, that Wellington might have been modeled on old San 
Francisco, youll go to Christchurch where you'll decide 
that this is really a placid bit of old England, after all. 
But fly to the high plains of sheep-grazing land in the South 
Island Mackenzie country, and you might be on one of our 
own Western plateaus. only you're within sight of snowy 
glaciers and Swiss-like Alps. Among the sheer-rising cliffs 
and waterfalls of Milford Sound, you'd swear you were in 
Norway. In the North Island’s steamy, mud-plopping geyser 
country, in its piny forests where lakes and streams are 
trafhic-jammed with ten-pound trout, New Zealand looks as 
if Yellowstone Park had jumped across the map and into the 
Oregon woods. And rising out of the farmlands of Taranaki 
province, which reminded us of Connecticut, there is the 
classic, snow-wrapped cone of Mt. Egmont, the Maoris’ 
sacred mountain which could be Fujiyama’s double. 

That is the kind of provocative landscape it is, encom- 
passing within its North and South Islands and its mere 
103,500 square miles every kind of natural scenery that ever 
made a picture postcard, except for those sleepy, palm- 
fringed lagoons you might expect in the South Pacific. It 
becomes even more fascinating when you realize that this 
relatively tiny duet of islands. more than 1.200 miles to the 
south east of Australia. is a jumping-off station for the 
Antarctic. Its seasons are the reverse of ours. 

{t is, in touristic terms, a country for vacationing. for 
taking one’s time perhaps by car or bus, although the 
country is well supplied with air lines, and savoring its 
resorts, where, incidentally. the best equipped hotels seem 
to be. We’d regard it as a great place for a traveler to 
catch his breath after an intensive itinerary in the Orient 
and the Pacific. In the thermal areas of the North Island. 
in Wairakei and Rotorua, for instance. there are spas and 
natural hot-springs baths and pools to take out the fatigue 
kinks. On the South Island. at the lovely Hermitage Lodge 
in view of the snowiness of Mount Cook, the mountains do 
their healing work. 

And if the athletic. sporting life is your idea of relaxation, 
you couldn’t find a richer choice of activity—from the big 
game fishing in the Bay of Islands off the northeast coast 
of the North Island to mouniain climbing and skiing. Per- 
haps the most amazing ski—or sightseeing—trip you'll ever 
make is from the Hermitage. where you are flown in a Cessna 


and landed on the snows. Fancy schussing down the eight- 
mile flow of the Tasman Glacier! On the North Island. you 


In Whakarewarewa, near Rotorua, the house of Rangi, the 


famous guide to this village of geysers and hot pools, is pat- 


terned in traditional Maori design, carved by her grandfather. 
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can ski on the slopes of Mt. Ruapehu in one of New Zea- 
lands nine national park preserves. 

If your yen is to land a rainbow or brown trout, you’re 
never far from the chance anywhere. Deer are so prolific that 
the government employs people to hunt them. Not long ago, 
in four days a pair of American hunters hit a jackpot of 
five chamois, four mountain goats, nine red stags, and a 
batch of Canadian geese. 

New Zealanders themselves are adept and enthusiastic 
sportsmen, especially of the hunting-fishing-hiking variety, 
and you get the impression that a New Zealander on holiday 
considers it a mere amble to walk the 32-mile Milford 
Track, a hike that leads through lakeland and mountains to 
the fjords of Milford Sound and is often described as the 
most beautiful walk in the world. They seem to be nature 
fanciers to a man, with, a predilection for botany which 
accounts for their almost fanatic gardening and consequent 
magnificent flower gardens. lush and colorful in the Eng- 
lish style. Neighborhoods, blocks, and individuals enter com- 
petitions for the best-tended gardens: lawns look as if they’d 
been trimmed with tweezers: men rush home from their 
office at five, eager to do a bit of weeding. And in Christ- 
church when we asked Mrs. Coombes, owner of the prize- 
winning garden on the prize-winning block of Royds Street, 
if her garden didn’t occupy her entire day, she said not at 
all, only from 8:30 to 4:00 P. M. 

This vitality is typical. New Zealanders claim to have 
the highest life expectancy in the world, something to puz- 
zle the cholesterol worriers, (Please turn to page 282)

® [ating in the kitchen used to be an unmentionable practice. 
People did it, but it was considered “not good for the chil- 
dren’s manners” and all that sort of thing.

Annie” in the household—the forgotten room into which 
you went only when you had to. Now things are quite dif- 
ferent. The emergence of the “living kitchen” (heralded 
first in House BEAUTIFUL in 1952) has changed an ugly 
duckling into a swan. Now in some houses it is hard to 
draw a sharp line between the kitchen and the living room. 
Many of these kitchens have charming areas for eating—less 
formal than dining rooms, naturally, but still attractive 
places to be in. And the table appointments used in such 
kitchens are quite often as thoughtfully chosen as those for 
the dining room. 

It is only naturai that new kinds of menus and new kinds 
of cookware would follow on the heels of the change in the 
kitchen itself. Certainly no House BEAUTIFUL reader can be

unaware of the scores of stove-to-table cooking utensils that 
grace the market places. 

But we have uncovered an even newer wrinkle: the whole 
meal cooked on individual platters. | am talking about 
“sizzle platters” of heavy aluminum with carrying platters 
of wood so you don’t get your hands burned. You have one 
for each person: you cook in it and each person eats from 
it. The cooking utensil is also the dish. Saves one more step! 

The wooden trays in themselves are handsome, and I use 
them alone for hors d’oeuvres or as cheese trays, so don’t 
think of them just as carriers for your sizzle platters. 

These platters permit two types of cookery—broiling 
and sautéeing. The variety of foods to be cooked is un- 
limited. I have asked dozens of my friends about sizzle 
platters, and none of them has ever cooked with one. They 
all felt the platters were just for restaurants, but actually, 
they are the perfect answer for eating in the kitchen or 
for that intimate supper in front (Please turn to page 268)

5“RULES” TO IGNORE

/@ That homes have distinctive aromas—as distinctive as 
personal aromas—is not much talked about. But everyone 
is aware of it in varying degrees. 

In fact, the bouquet of a house is more distinctive than 
the color it is painted. It is a record of its historical past 
as well as the habits of its present occupants. A house’s 
bouquet is compounded of many things: bookbindings, 
leather upholstery, woods and their waxes, potted plants 
and the earth in the pot, the scents and cosmetics used by 
the occupants. 

One of the biggest factors in a home’s bouquet is the 
cooking practices. The house holds a_ historical residue 
of all past meals. If you want to notice, you can instantly 
recognize the garlic-eating family from the shallot-eating 
family, or discern whether there is much frying done and in 
which type of oils. Different national cuisines even have 
different smells. 

A benign and aesthetically pleasing aroma is invariably 
an indication of loving housekeeping and inversely a not 
attractive smell is generally a sign of lack of, cleanli- 
ness. For even dust has a smell. So, how a house smells 
is a reliable index of the civilization of the past and present 
occupants. Such an aroma is a gradual accretion—a_pot- 
pourri on a large scale—built of many materials and diverse 
activities, 

In this country we are strangely unaware of all this. 
We only strive to eliminate bad smells, but do virtually 
nothing to add good smells to our homes. Yet most civi- 
lizations, past and present, have striven purposely to add 
smells of a pleasing nature (Please turn to page 279)

A pretty system 
for making order 
in your closets 


@ It's done with boxes—the kind that gifts and many pur- 
chases come in. Few of these boxes are pretty enough to save 
just as they are. But cover them with beautiful paper and 
you have the beginning of a wonderful system of orderly 
storage. Here is how it works: 

If something might get jumbled, lost, or crushed in a 
drawer, don’t put it there. Instead, put it in a box. You'll be 
surprised at how many things you can store better this way. 
The boxes, stacked on shelves, do a first-rate job of protect- 
ing their contents and everything is readily accessible. No 
digging to get at what you want. 

There’s no shortage of boxes. Shoes, hats, gloves, scarfs— 
almost everything you buy—can be kept in boxes. Most of 
them are just the right size for what they hold. Covering 
them with paper not only conceals their commercial origin, 
but makes them a delight to behold. For proof, look at 
the photograph opposite. 

There’s still another advantage. The colors and patterns 
of the paper can serve to tell you what’s inside each box. 
Put pink gloves in a pink box, black gloves in a black box, 
and white ones in a white box, and you'll never have to 
search for the particular pair you're after. A striped bathing 
suit can go ina striped box and a floral print in a floral box. 

You can carry your storage system another step. You 
can put a hat that goes with a scarf, or shoes that go with a 
bag in boxes covered with the same paper. It’s the peak of 
storage efficiency. 

For covering your boxes, use gift-wrap papers, wallpapers, 
rice papers, book-lining papers, or anything else that strikes 
your fancy. The column at the right tells you all you need 
to know about the kind of glue to use, and the finish you 
can apply to make your paper covering more durable. 
Sketches on the continued page show how to cut and apply 
the paper coverings to the boxes. 

There’s nothing complicated about it in the least. But 
don’t rush to get everything in (Please turn to page 292) 


It’s not only pretty, it’s practical. Cover ordinary boxes with 
beautiful paper (it’s easy to do) and they’re wonderful for 
storage. The colors and the patterns of the boxes remind you 
of what’s inside. You can locate anything at a glance.

TO GLUE: Use wallpaper paste. It can be either wheat paste or, 
preferably, the more recently developed cellulose paste. 
Cellulose paste is transparent, easy to handle. It 
spreads smoothly and smears wipe away without a trace. 


TO FINISH: Use one of the flat plastic finishes formulated to 
make wallpaper stain-resistant. Brush it on. You can 
also get a spray-can water repellent for wallpapers. In- 
quire at any dealer handling paint and wallpaper.

other harder-suriaced papers 


TO GLUE: Easiest to use is white glue. It can be slightly di- 
luted with water to make it go farther. It can then be 
brushed on, Available in economical pints and quarts 


as well as in squeeze bottles. Or use wallpaper paste. 


TO FINISH: Apply three light coats of clear plastic spray. For 
washable finish, apply two coats of white shellac; allow 
several hours drying between coats. For very durable 


finish, use varnish, but only on well-adhered paper. 


For thin, porous 


papers, rice papers, tissues 


TO GLUE: Use rubber cement (container with its own brush is 
best). Coat both paper and surface of box, let dry, then 
join them. Be very careful in positioning paper. No ad- 


justment can be made once both surfaces touch, 


TO FINISH: Pattern in rice paper tends to disappear if any 
finish is applied. Color and printing underneath tend to 
come through. Make a test application of a very light 


spray before attempting any full-scale finishing.

The Yardstick of Climate 

@ Climate considerations should be a major factor in shap- 
ing our buildings. No matter where you build, each location 
makes its own demands in terms of requirements for the par- 
ticular climate. 

It is obvious that a building in the tropics should differ 
from a building in the northern temperature zone. It is less 
obvious, however, that even in the same area there are micro- 
climates (or miniature differences) which should be recog- 


nized in the design and construction of buildings. In any big 





city we find summer heat, aggravated by vast areas of paving 
and large and massive buildings, while at the same time in 
the outlying green suburbs, with a predominance of trees 
and grass, there will be considerably lower temperature—all 
within a few miles of each other. 

Trees, shrubs. vines, and grass have a great influence on 
local weather conditions. Trees will give up moisture in very 
dry weather and they will absorb excess moisture on days of 
high humidity. This tends to equalize temperatures. So 
plantings are, in a sense, a form of natural air conditioner

In northern latitudes it makes good sense to use the sun’s 
warmth in winter, allowing it to penetrate deep into the house. 


serving to balance out and extend the comfort range of tem- 
perature and humidity at any given point. 

The function and form of a dwelling must of necessity 
spring from the environmental conditions. A home in a des- 
ert country of Arizona or New Mexico could well utilize a 
principle of evaporative cooling by keeping a layer of water 
on the roof. In the dry country this can effectively contribute 
to the comfort of the inhabitants. The same procedure, fol- 
lowed in a region equally kot but of high humidity, such as 
south Florida, would be of little advantage. 

In the southern countries of the world men wear a wide 
brimmed hat or sombrero in order to shield their eyes from 
the glare of the sun as well as to afford shade protection 
from the heat. In the northern latitudes men wear hats with 
very small brims, or no brim, as witness the parka of the 
Eskimos. 

So it should be with the roof of your home. In a southern 
climate with great heat and glare of the sky, it is appropriate 
to have wide overhanging roofs, whereas in the northern Jat- 
itude the sun is frequently wanted, and roofs are designed 
to permit often extensive penetration. 

We have always sought to control our environment in a 
manner that would avoid the extreme shocks of heat and 
cold. This control will undoubtedly continue to increase in 
both quantity and quality. Anyone who has tried to sleep in 
a bedroom which is like an oven at certain times of the year 
and like a refrigerator at other times, can certainly voice a 
loud “amen” to environmental controls. (The ideal bedroom 
might be one from which all light and sound could be ex- 
cluded yet maintain proper air movement, humidity, and 
temperature. ) 

Climatological data can be valuable in designing for any 
given location. United States Weather Bureaus often have 
information collected from 25 to 50 years about a given city. 
By studying this data it is possible to evolve a pattern of 
what to expect month by month and to design buildings to 
cope with the extremes of nature that occur in a given area. 

House BEAUTIFUL magazine sponsored and published a se- 
ries of climatological data sheets for 15 different climate 
zones. These climatological charts contain information con- 
cerning the prevailing wind directions, extremes of wind ve- 
locity, rainfall, temperatures, humidity, heat falling on verti- 
cal and horizontal surfaces, sun angles, and hours of sun- 
shine for every day of every month in the year. Climate con- 
trol charts are a genuine tool with which the owner and his 
architect may produce buildings which at least soften the 


Regional architecture is a necessity because of variations in 
climate. A sensitive designer uses materials and forms sug- 


weather extremes and solve the daily comfort problems 
posed by weather conditions. 

When you make even a cursory examination of climate 
control charts just for a few sections of these United States, 
you quickly come to the conclusion that there is no such 
thing as a single building type that is adequate and proper 
to use in all sections. You are brought to the realization that 
regional architecture is a necessity. Without it we must pay 
too high a price in discomfort and or engineering expense. 
When we build in this regional sense, it is almost instinctive 
for a sensitive designer to use materials and forms that are 
suggested by the enduring buildings in the locale. Certainly 
this does not imply a blind copying of the past. Fresh, im- 
aginative designs may achieve harmony with architecture of 
the past only with skill, not genuflection. 

I believe in regional buildings, even building for the mi-

cro-climates within the region. I resent the efforts of anyone 
who applies one pat formula to all buildings in all places. It 
is a perfectly natural thing to take into account local climatic 
conditions in designing and building. Every primitive race 
of historical record has made a real effort and achieved a 
satisfactory solution to the problems posed by their climate. 
Today, with our engineering resources, we can ignore the 
climate, but this is not conducive to architecture and it is also 
needlessly expensive. Architecture recognizes climatological 
needs. Architecture creates adequate solutions to the prob- 
blems posed by weather. To study and use principles of cli- 
mate control in buildings is obviously such a common-sense 
matter that we should be very puzzled by the vast number 
of buildings in which this awareness and application has 
been neglected.

By accepting the obvious fact that we live in a dynamic 
changing world, we are well on our way to accomplishing 
the maximum happy use of our environment. We are not de- 
signed for passivity. We are constructed for activity. The 
best houses are flexible instruments to be used by vital, alert 
individuals for their delight and comfort. To utilize climate 
fully is one of the conveniences of architecture and another 
of the yardsticks by which it should be judged. 


The Site as an Integral Part of a Building 

Land should be enhanced by architecture. A building that 
belongs to its site extends and amplifies the natural features 
of the ground. There is such a sense of “rightness” that it is

difficult to conceive of its being any other way. The beauty 
of the site may inspire the architect’s concept, but this is 
mutual and the building must give beauty back to the site. 
The character of the site must permeate the character of the 
architecture. Each must borrow from the other. These facts 
may be deceptive insofar as they move us to a feeling that it 
is all so easy and simple there must not be too much to it. 
Just remember that man frequently does the long involved, 
complicated thing first and, only after bitter experience, 
evolves a simple and direct approach. 
A site may have a view, privacy, trees, boulders, a stream, 
or a pond. It may have one of these desirables, or none. The 
- ground has been a necessity for building and the way the 
ground has been handled has been an essential part of archi- 
tecture. Natural features of a site, whether trees, rocks, 
streams, or slopes, should be utilized and not obliterated in 
the final result. It is wiser to subordinate man-made con- 
structions to the natural features of any site. Any natural 
place has assets all its own which add up to riches when 
sensitively handled. 
A building may anchor itself to the ground and relate im- 
perceptibly to it by means of walls, walks, terraces, and 
pools. Water can be used with handsome effect in landscap- 


e@ One of the things a modern, well-designed. house can do is 
level out the extremes of climate. Heating plants and air-condi- 
tioning systems do this, but there are lots of other climate flaws 
that can be eliminated or alleviated if we plan for them before 
we start to build. 

House Beautirut’s Climate Control research program charted 
and interpreted the climatic patterns of 15 major population areas. 
The data is based on 50 years of Weather Bureau records in 
these areas and gives month-by-month extremes and averages on 
rainfall, temperature, relative humidity, and vapor pressure. 
Solar tables give hours of sunshine to be expected, solar heat 
output; sun height is given for each hour of the day for each 
month. Wind tables show wind direction and intensity for four 
quarters of the day, by the month. 

Such data will help you and your architect orient your house 
on the site, plan more intelligently such crucial things as width 
of roof overhang, where to place the terrace, size and frequency 
and direction of glass openings, blow-through capacity for breezes 
in summer.

ing the terminals of a building. Just as plants can become the 
transition between the structure and the ground, so also can 
water serve as a means of interest and relationship with 
building and earth. 

The photograph of the California home by Charles Sumner 
Greene illustrates a wall of stone rising with great subtlety 
from its site. Notice how the few small pebbles on the 
ground build gradually to rock outcroppings and eventually 
a man-made wall of stones and cement is joined. 


How to Select a Building Site 

To an unskilled observer the problems in a difficult site 
seem insurmountable. Yet time and time again it has been 
demonstrated that the site with the most obvious disadvan- 
tages results in buildings with great character and utility. A 
tip to the thrifty is to seek those sites which seem undesira- 
ble to the real estate dealer’s mind and, therefore, under- 
priced in relation to other properties. An @lustration of this 
is the house located on the edge of a rock-pit in Florida. 
The site was a “spoil area” from which rock had been re- 
moved for neighborhood roads. The established price was 
one-half of existing values in the vicinity. The money saved

and landscaping to create an unusually handsome home and 
garden. The building was sensibly adapted to its site by plac- 
ing the main living portions high above the rockpit and us- 
ing the lower level as a sunken garden. 

There are innumerable ways to convert a disadvantage 
into an asset. In selecting a building site seek the advice of 
your architect. He frequently will be able to foresee the dif- 
ficulties that are inherent in certain properties. Also, he can 
judge the fortuitous circumstances that exist in any site. 

The previously mentioned matter of climate enters any 
analysis of a site. It is important to know not only tempera- 
ture and humidity extremes but also the prevailing direction 
of penetrating, chilling winds in the winter and cooling 
summer breezes. Sun angles and directions become comfort 
factors of any site. Think of these things in making a selec- 
tion. The north side of a hill may be less advantageous than 
the south side, in a cold climate, but quite the reverse in a 
warm climate. 

Landscaping is largely contingent upon the nourishment 
afforded by the soil. In general, the indigenous growth on a 
site is a good indication of a soil’s potential and also an in- 
dicator concerning the drainage of the land. 

The opening paragraph concerning this yardstick sug- 
gested that there are intangible characteristics of a site which 
architecture brings out. Learn to look for these attributes of 
a house and land relationships. Wherever man has fitted 
his dwelling amicably to its site, an unmistakable serenity is 
apparent. Such felicitous examples work with a site and not 
against it. A craftsman in wood might describe it as planing 
with the grain instead of against the grain. 

To this point the site has been considered in an abstract 
and somewhat ideal manner. To discover such ideal plots of 
ground today requires moving out of the city into the coun- 
try.

While the initial expense of a flag- 
stone terrace is much greater than 
planting grass, the difference di- 
minishes through the years as the 
maintenance of one remains negli- 
gible while the grass requires wa- 
tering, mowing, sweeping, fertiliz- 
ing, weeding, and sometimes even 
replacing. 

Water has already been  dis- 
cussed as a transitional device of 
great value in landscaping. Ponds 
can be made by shaping the ground 
and utilizing streams or springs as 
a source.

Effective dimensional thinking 
by the architect is never more ap- 
parent than in a garden. Every- 
thing must be considered from eye 
level, both seated and standing, 
and the third dimension becomes 
of utmost importance. There are 
factors constantly changing in a 
garden which the skillful designer 
anticipates to achieve a happy re- 
lationship between the building 
and the site during all twelve 
months. Even the changing direc- 
tion of light on a single day can 
create handsome and anticipated 
effects: low back or front lighting 
in the morning, as the sun rises; 
direct vertical rays at noon; and a 
complete change in the late after- 
noon as the western sun defines 
the color, transparency, translu- 
cency, or opacity of plant materi- 
als. 


The Utility of Landscaping 
Landscaping contributes in prac- 


tical ways to the comfort of a 


building. Privacy screening can be 
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accomplished for those areas in 
which seclusion is desired. Glare 
and heat can be overcome by a 
proper use of plant materials. Soil 
erosion can be halted. Service ar- 
eas, whether for clotheslines, gar- 
bage cans, automobiles, or deliver- 
ies, can be defined adequately and 
yet hidden from general view. Fre- 
quently one series of trees will do 
several utilitarian jobs, in addi- 
tion to adding beauty to the site. 
For example, a line of trees, 





planted on the western side of a 
residence, can shade the house all 
afternoon, thereby reducing the 
heat load for summer air condi- 
tioning. 

Trees, if tall enough, can also 
reduce the sky glare—another 
source of discomfort. Trees along 
the street side can filter street dust 
and car noises. They also can fune- 
tion as a possible safety barrier (a 
fence of tree trunks) against cars 
out of control.

This is the realm of the archi- 
tect, and how well he uses his pre- 
rogatives to create these pleasant 
emotional effects determines the 
success of his building. To assign 
these prerogatives to others is a 
sure way to fail in the creation of 
architecture. Architecture has to 


be a total unified concept. 





Once the main concept has been 


established, the architect needs 
many hands, brains, and hearts to 
realize the completed building. In 
furnishings there are many deci- 
sions to make concerning colors, 
textures, finishes, shapes. and 
sizes. When these decisions are re- 
still

solved, there is considerable 


work and acquiring 
these furnishings. In all of these 
matters enlightened and informed 
assistance is a necessity. 

Interior “decoration” is a mis- 
nomer. A better description would 
be the fittings of a room. These fit- 
tings fall into two broad categor- 
ies—hbasic furnishings and acces- 
sories. The accepted design proc- 
ess is to work from the general to 
the particular, so the basic furnish- 
ings must be considered by the ar- 
chitect in the preliminary stage of 
his work. For example. an archi- 
tect’s beginning studies should lo- 
cate all seating and tables, music 
sources and music storage in the 
living room. Table, chairs, and stor- 
age should be established in the 
dining room. Working surfaces and 
all equipment need to be roughly 
known in the kitchen and laundry. 
Beds, chests, and seating sketched 
in for the bedrooms. The early

whether built-in or free standing, 
even before the working drawings 
are made, is one way to test the 
validity of the plans proposed. If 
such matters are left till the build- 
ing is finished all kinds of unfor- 
tunate mistakes may be discovered 
—too late to be rectified. 

There are unique advantages to 
building-in many basic furnishings. 
A harmonious relation can then be 
established with the building. Ma- 
terials of the furnishings may echo 
the materials of the building. Such 
furnishings become a direct part of 
the architecture, thus creating 
greater unity. A table cantilevered 
from the wall and built of the same 
yood as the wall will unmistakably 
relate and belong to the building.

“cellar.” But who has today? What 
the modern house needs is a “li- 
brary” of wine, a small, select, con- 
stantly-replenished collection, from 
which one can pick and choose, and 
through which one can browse. To 
the wine-lover, the labels on the 
bottle have a romance of their own, 
and the names roll over the tongue 
with anticipatory pleasure: Haut 
Brion. Lafite-Rothschild, Pinot Noir, 
Montrachet — words’ of history, 
glory, and taste. 

What are the practical reasons 
for building up your library of 
wine? Well, to begin with, you 
will have the eternal pleasure of 
intelligently interpreting wine lists 
and wine literature. And if you are 
interested in the future generation, 
you can, if you wish, gather a col- 
lection of wines to leave your chil- 
dren, who will toast your wisdom 
in being so thoughtful. The custom 
still prevails in England, where a 
case or two of vintage port of the 
newest year is often laid down at 
the birth of a son. 

Beyond these emotional reasons, 
there is an economic justification. 
If you buy wines when they are 
young and allow them to reach 
their full maturity, their 
often rises astronomically. A case 
of Chateau Haut Brion 1959 was 
worth $40 in January, 1960; in 
January, 1961 it was worth $60; 
in January, 1962, it had reached 


value 


$85, and as the vintage becomes 
rarer, it will rise even more. Many 
older vintages are worth well over 
$100 a case. 

It is unlikely that you will want 
to make a habit of investing in 
wine for profit (although it can 
sometimes be more secure than the 
Stock Market as an investment). 
But you can, at any rate, use this 
as an argument for doing some- 
thing which is pleasant and reward- 
ing for its own sake, if you are 
accused of succumbing to luxury. 

In any case, by investing $100 
in a library of wine, you will have 
the following advantages: 

1. No need to cail your wine 
merchant at the last minute to ac- 
quire a bottle or two, chosen in 
haste and at random, for a dinner 
party. 

2. Your wine will come to the 
table after a comfortable rest in 
your home and not shaken en route 
from your neighborhood shop. 

3. And you will have the privi- 
lege of making a leisurely choice, 
in your own home, to suit your 
mood and your menu.

leisure, and the intellectual pur- 
suit of knowledge should be one 
of our aims. Wine is a part of the 
educated person’s knowledge. It 
has its own geography, for there 
are vineyards all over the world, 
and each one is different. Many a 
wine collector has been moved to 
the wine trail in literal 
fashion and can often be seen en- 
thusiastically knocking at the doors 
of a chateau in Bordeaux, a wine 
grower in California, and a vign- 
eron in Beaujolais or on the 
Moselle. 

The wine grape also has its own 
rich history. It was formerly the 
greatest of all commerces after the 
fabulous spice trade. The trading 
galleys of the ancient world, that 
are occasionally found sunk in the 
Mediterranean, are nearly always 
ballasted with amphorae of wine. 
The wealth of ancient France was 
built on her export to England of 
Bordeaux wines, and when that 
supply was cut off, the English 
turned to Port wine and thus built 
up the commerce and wealth of 
Portugal and created an alliance of 
trade and friendship that survives’

today. If you build up your library 
of wine you will soon want to build 
up a library about wine, for its his- 
tory is fascinating. 

What is more, it will amplify 
your own personal relationships. 
There is the constant challenge of 
experience, of comparing with your 
friends “Bottle A” against “Bottle 
B” and of describing its taste and | 
its unique qualities. And, of course, 
literature is full of references to 
wine—Plato, Johnson, Thackeray, 
Byron, Shakespeare. The list is 
almost endless. 

You don’t need to know much - 
te care for wine, but you should” 
remember that 
thing. It is alive in the bottle, un- 
like distilled liquors, such as Bour- 
bon, Gin, and Scotch. Its person-

ality changes as it ages in your 
home. It ripens and develops and 
improves. 

Perhaps the most potent force in 
preventing the widespread drinking 
of wine is “wine snobbery.” This, 
more than anything else, drives 
people to beer and Coca-Cola. You 
don’t have to be “educated” to ap- 
preciate wine. The possession of a 
“library” of wine. however modest. 
will arm you against intimidation 
of wine snobs, who may talk much 
and know little. Many people dont 
serve wine simply because theyre 
afraid of making a mistake and 


seeming to be unsophisticated. 
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‘ever fear. Most of the wine shib- 
oleths are nonsense and can be 
nored with propriety. 

First and foremost, do not let 
ne wine experts tell you what you 
nould drink, Can music critics 
ersuade you to listen to Beethoven 
chen you prefer Tchaikovsky? Or 
Joes the art critic manage to make 
Jou an admirer of Paul Klee when 
ou prefer Rembrandt? Develop a 
aste of your own and confidence 
») it. Red wine is usually taken 
ith meat, yes, and white wine with 
sh. But perfectly respectable peo- 
le like to drink white wine with 
neat, and there’s no reason why 
‘ou shouldn’t, if that is what you 
‘ke. Try it both ways, get the ex- 
Serience of learning for yourself 
nd, if you make mistakes, don’t 
‘yorry. The important thing to re- 
ember is that wine is not a ritual 
eremony but a pleasure.

The platters come with their own 
wood bases—some are oval in 
shape and some are triangular. 
They are manufactured by Glad- 
mark Woodenware, Sun Valley, 
California. The triangular bases 
for the sizzle platters are excellent 
for the family because then you 
can put a salad or a hot vegetable 
‘in the upper section not occupied 
by the sizzle platter. 

The triangular shape is excellent 
if you are serving, we'll say, fish 
hors d’oeuvres, for you can have the 
sauce or the toothpicks or the dip 
in the triangular section. They are 
also ideal to use for buffets, when 
you pick up your sizzle platter di- 
rectly from the stove and then pick 
up your salad. However, for enter- 
taining I prefer the oval shape (not 
_ shown) as they are a little smarter 
looking and make the table pattern 
more interesting. 

One of my _ friends asked: 
“Doesn't this splatter get all over 
the table?” Well, it doesn’t—at 
Jeast it hasn’t on mine. 

I “sizz’” as often as possible. The 
minute I see a recipe that says 
“place in the oven and glaze” then 
I say: “There’s where I use the siz- 
zle platter.” 


Recipes for the Sizzle Platter 


Prawns 


Get the largest shrimp or prawns 
» with shells on that you can find in 
| the market; they can be either 
frozen or fresh. 

Rinse them off well. Hold them 
firmly by the tail and lay the back 
of the shrimp on the board; take a 
sharp French knife and put it com- 
pletely through the shrimp, hold- 
ing it and pressing it on the board 
like a cleaver, cutting completely 
through. Pull out the vein. This 
leaves the tail together so when the 
shrimp are broiled they curl like a 
boat. Have melted butter ready to 
pour over them. 

Put butter on the sizzle platter, 
arrange shrimps very carefully (1 
allow six per person for a fish 
course), placing three on each side 
of the platter with the tails toward 
the end of the platter. Brush them 
well with melted butter and put in 
a 300° F. oven for around five min- 





utes. When they have turned a bril- 
liant pink, they are done. 
Remember these little goodies 
cook very quickly. If you overcook 
them, they will get tough. If your 
oven is not accurate, you might 


need to cook them up to eight min- 
utes. Dust them with extra butter, 
chopped chives and parsley: bring 
to the table. 


Lobster 


Use either fresh or frozen lob- 
sters. If you have bought frozen 
lobster tails, allow one per per- 
son. If you have large fresh lob- 
sters, allow one-half per person. 

Melt butter in a side container 
and then pour generously over lob- 
ster halves before putting in the 
even. Place in 300° F. oven. Hf you 
are having frozen lobster, follow 
directions, basting with butter 
twice during this cooking period. 
If you have fresh lobsters that have 
been boiled, then just merely heat 
them to the point where they are 
really hot. If you start with raw 
live lobsters that you have had cut 
in half, then you should allow 
around 20 minutes to a half hour 
for cooking in a 300°—350° F. 
oven. 

The lobster halves should be 
basted several times with butter. [ 
like just plain butter, then after- 
wards add a dash of chives and 
parsley to it because the lobsters 
are so sweet and delicious that it is 
too bad to spoil them with any ex- 
tra flavor. However, if you do want 
to add seasoning, put it in the last 
basting. A dash of curry is an addi- 
tion—and any seasoning powder 
that you want to put in is sort of 
fun and a change of pace. 


Petrale Sole 


Wash the sole well. Melt butter 
or olive oil (whichever is your fa- 
vorite) and place your fish on the 
platter after turning it over on both 
sides. I like my fish well buttered, 
and sometimes mix a shallot butter. 
Put it on top of the fish and bake it 
from 20 to 30 minutes, according 
to size and number of fish that you 
have put in your oven. To make a 
14-pound of shallot butter, allow 
one heaping tablespoon of either 
finely chopped shallot or green on- 
ions. Mix the onions with the but- 
ter until creamy consistency and 
put a generous pat on each fish. 


Frozen Fish 


Oil the sizzle platter with olive 
oil, then roll the fish in the olive 
Monte 


spoon 


oil. Open a can of Del 
Stewed Tomatoes and 
enough of the tomatoes over each 
portion to cover the fish well. This 
certainly is a change of pace from 
the butter and chopped shallot rou- 
tine. 

Another variation for fish is to 
put half olive oil and half melted

butter over the fish, then add 
chopped tarragon. Use new pota- 
toes that you get frozen and allow 
them to defrost. Dice them, mix 
with butter and either fresh dill or 
dried dill weed. Then arrange in 
mounds on one end of your fish 
platter. On the other end of the 
platter, place cucumber rings. 
(Peel cucumbers, cut in half ver- 
tically, and seed with an apple 
corer. When ready to cook, slice in 
1-inch slices, brush with butter on 
both sides, season with Spice Is- 
lands Beau Monde, salt, pepper.) 


Shish Kebab 


Use vegetables that are fairly 
quickly cooked. For meat use lamb 
or beef or chicken. However, the 
chicken must be well cooked so use 
chicken leftovers. Squash, egg- 
plant, cherry tomatoes, and onions 
are delicious companions to go 
with any of the above meats. If 
you don’t want to use canned on- 
ions, then get small white or yel- 
low onions, splitting them in half 
and cutting in one-inch lengths. 
They will be almost tender by the 
time the rest is cooked. Cut squares 
of lamb, not too thick, I would say 
about a half-inch. If you wish beef 
kebab, I suggest using filet cut in 
one-inch squares so it will be rare; 
smaller size pieces will, of course, 
be well done. 

Assemble squash cut in half-inch 
slices, eggplant cut in half-inch 
cubes, green pepper sliced. and 
skewer the vegetables, alternating 
with the meat cubes. I put meat on 
the skewers first so it will be near- 
est the handle. (You must have 
something fairly solid to push the 
food off the skewer.) 

Melt enough butter in your siz- 
zle platter to cover the bottom of 
it and also have some melted but- 
ter on the stove. When the platter 
is warm, either roll your skewer 
in the butter or pour melted butter 
over it, then place in the oven and 
broil. It will take around 20 min- 
utes in a medium oyen for your din- 
ner to be completely done, and it’s 
delicious. I usually turn the skewer 
once or twice during the cooking 
period. 

Sprinkle with chives and_pars- 
ley and serve immediately. Rice 
pilaf, when served with the shish 
kebabs, makes a wonderful combi- 
nation. 

My skewers are 16” long, in- 
cluding a nice big round loop of a 
handle. One end sort of hangs over 
the platter, but it makes it look 
very elegant.

need to think about: the proper 
dipping sauce for the foodstuff and 
the correct preparation of the food- 
stuff so it will meet the tongue 
agreeably. 

All is so simple that we could 
almost tell it with one generality, 
but no one would probably believe 
us, So we will tell in detail and let 
you draw your own generalities. 

You may prepare foods for dip- 
ping by letting them stand in salt 
or in vinegar, blanching them in 
hot water, or boiling them in hot 
water. 

Let us begin with the seafood fish 
family. You can happily use mack- 
erel, jack mackerel, smelt, porgy, 
sea bass, striped bass, flounder, red 
snapper, blue fish, cod, sardine. All 
above may be either marinated or 
blanched. 

If you use fresh salmon or 
fresh-water fish, they must al- 
ways be boiled 5 to 7 minutes 
when cut into one-bite pieces.

(Less 
water means that the tempera- 
ture drops when the vegetable 
is added, so lengthens the cook- 
ing time.) Also do not cover 
with lid at any time. 

Use 2 t. salt to every five cups 
of water. Bring water to a boil 
and add greens. After spinach 
is put in water it will cease 
boiling. When it starts to boil 
again turn spinach over and 
continue to let boil for 1 to 2 
minutes. Take off and rinse in 
running cold water till thor- 
oughly cool. Drain in a sieve. 
If you have to boil a large 
quantity, do it in two separate 
waters. For after a big portion 
of spinach is cooked the water 
becomes brown and bitter. 

After cooked spinach has 
drained, form into a long nar- 
row loaf by pressing together 
gently with hands. Then slice 
loaf cross-wise into one-person 
portions.

Nice for fragrance and swung 
like a censer in your closets are 
pomander balls of clove-studded 
oranges and apples, fragrance- 
diffusers dating back to 14th-cen- 
tury France. You can buy these 
but it’s more nose-tutoring to make 
them. (See recipe on page 281.) 

In your bathroom you can rely 
almost entirely for fragrance upon 
a bath oil luxuriously freighted 
with perfume, co-ordinated in scent 
with your other personal toiletries. 
Bath oil will permeate your towels, 
face cloths, and bath robes and 
hold captive a lingering fragrance. 
(Bath oils you rub on your body 
before bathing are more rewarding 
than those you put into the bath. 

A trick the French use with 
natural bath sponges is to get 
double duty out of a bath oil by 
saturating a sponge with it. Keep 
it in a bowl with a pierced lid, it 
will perfume the air until you 
squeeze out the oil for a bath. That 
done, refill the sponge; it perfumes 
the room until the next tub. 

In perfuming your house, don’t 
overlook the fragrant possibilities 
of bowls of cut pine boughs placed 
wherever you want to sniff woodsy 
freshness. Feed the flames of an 
open fire with pine cones, apple- 
wood, cedar, oak mesquite, or dried 
wax myrtle berries (whose spici- 
Thoreau loved and called 
“small confectioneries.”) 

Don’t let ready-mixes or other 
convenience foods rob your kitchen 
of the heavenly aroma of hot spices 
or deprive your nose of one of the 
best training rituals: sniffing this 
dab of herbs and that pinch of 
spice. 

An outdoor herb bed that per- 
fumes the house with pungent 
scents is also an invitation to ex- 
plore them. To identify odors sim-

ply crush leaves and sniff. 


JLANT a variety of fragrance- 
bearing flowers and shrubs in 
your garden and learn to distin- 
guish between the different scents. 
In some areas you can have fra- 
grance all-year round, beginning 
in January in mild climates with 
sweet jasmine and going through 
to fall perennials, such as fragrant 
cyclamen. One scent-pursuing gar- 
dener I know who works away from 
home during the day, cultivates 
flowers in her garden that release 
their perfume at night: nicotiana, 
mignonette, night-scented stock, and 
lilies loaded with heavy sweetness.

up. Even a paper with creases on 
it can be salvaged (paste tends to 
take out creases), so when you get 
a gift with a wrapping too pretty 
to throw away, save it and make 
use of it. 

In addition to pencil, ruler, and 
scissors, about the only other thing 
you ll need is a damp sponge. It’s 
good for wiping away accidental 
paste smears. 

Here are some other tips: 

Always test the glue or finish 
on a small sample of your paper 
before you plunge ahead. 

Work on newspaper and you can 
turn sheets as they get pasty. 

Paste entire surfaces. If you try 
pasting only along edges, the paper 
will be loose and subject to snag- 
ging and tearing. 

Don’t put paste on everything at 
once. Paste only a bottom or two 
sides at one time. 


Watch your colors. A paper may

The land where 


Christmas started

HOW TO LEAVE HOME AND LIKE IT

“There was a star in David’s land,” sing the 
carolers, recalling the Christmas story that Christians 
love and live by. It was that star that set the Wise 
Men traveling from the East some nineteen hundred 
and sixty-odd years ago and has created astronomic 
speculation ever since. Today it is thought that its 
dazzling light was an infrequent confluence of the 
planets Saturn and Jupiter which ied three ancient 
scientists to Bethlehem on the night that Christ was 
born. But does that really explain away the miracle? 
The planets are a miracle in themselves. 

And so, in a way, is the persistent symbolism 
of David’s land, that West-Asian strip of sun-dried 
plains and brown-crag hills the Bible calls Canaan, 
later known as Palestine. Over the millennia it has 
had as many names as it has had rulers. Egyptians, 
Hebrews, Babylonians, Hittites, Assyrians, Persians, 
Greeks, Romans, Byzantines, Saracens, Crusaders. 
Turks have left their stamp upon it. Archeologically 
it is the most dug-up and studied area on earth. 
Today it is the bitterly divided land called the 
Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan to the north, and the 
State of Israel to the south. And yet, despite its 
political boundaries, it is all still Holy Land _ to 
millions of the world’s three great monotheistic 
faiths—Judaism, Christianity, and Islam (which 
reveres Abraham and Jesus as spiritual predecessors 
of Mohammed).

(derived from the 12th-century Cru- 
saders) and the ladies are coifed in 
medieval, veiled wimples. 

In Bethlehem, which means the 
House of Bread, the secular Christ- 
mas feast is Arab, curiously tinged 
with the customs of the West. The 
Christmas tree is always a live, 
growing tree in this land where 
timber is scarce, but it is strung 
with lights and trimmed in gilded 
silver and gold pine cones, and 
walnut shells that are carefully 
kept intact and rejoined when the 
nuts are cracked for the Christ- 
mas cookies. Cookies of dough and 
date paste are molded, like German 
springerle, into decorative forms 
of stars and arabesques. Chicken, 
pine nuts and rice are the favorite 
Christmas dinner, the cock being 
the symbolic bird of the season 
the world over. 


HERE seems never to be an Arab 
meal without the omnipresent— 
and good-tasting—humos, a mash 
of chick peas, garlic, sesame oil, 
and chopped parsley, probably one 
of mankind’s earliest “dips.” for 
it is scooped up and eaten with 
pieces of puffy round bread. 
Three other goodies for which 
you can acquire a_ taste are 
kubbeh, the Arab version of yogurt, 
babakanush, a paste of scorched 
eggplant mixed with sesame oil, 
and the salad-like tabouli, chopped 
greens, with mint and vine leaves 
predominant. One wonders at times 
if there will ever be a meal without 
lamb in some form—good when it’s 
skewered as kababs—or vine leaves 
stuffed with rice, raisins, meat. 
Festive dessert is baclava, layer 
upon layer of thin, crisp pastry, 
filled with chopped pistachios and 
sinfully dripping with honey. Cof-

The strongest influences in the 
holy places seem to come from 
Orthodox Eastern Catholics, and 
that is really no wonder because 
the original rediscoverer of the 
revered places was Queen Helena, 
Christian converted mother of Con- 
stantine, who built great Byzantine 
churches on the sites in the Fourth 
Century. Most of her building has 
long since disappeared, sacked and 
razed during the Crusades, but in 
the Church of the Nativity in Beth- 
lehem, which was rebuilt by the 
Crusaders, you can still see por- 
tions of the original mosaic floors, 
now carefully preserved under trap 
doors. 

As for us, much as it hurts to 
report it, we found the shrines dis- 
tressingly ill-kempt, adorned in 
taste quite unworthy of their dig- 
nity and sometimes shockingly ex- 
ploited. We cannot imagine why 
anyone would want to be photo- 
graphed at the birthplace of Jesus. 
yet there are photographers there. 
One wishes there were some way to 


correct this. 


O TRAVEL here is simultane- 

ously satisfying and disturbing. 
Satisfying because your Sunday 
School picture books come alive. An 
hour or so away from Jordanian 
Jerusalem, you can today actually 
see the excavated walls of Jericho, 
one of the oldest cities in the world, 
watch the veiled women filling their 
water jugs at Elisha’s Fountain just 
as they did 2,000 years ago, see the 
lush tropical vegetation that made 
this Jordan Valley the land of milk 
and honey. You can visit the Jor- 
dan banks, where there is a thriv- 
ing business in boiled, bottled, and 
blessed Jordan water. You can float 
in the bitter, buoyant water of the 
Dead Sea, lowest spot on earth, and 
spend on hour or so at the Lido 
Restaurant observing the local pop- 
ulace who come here to sing, to 
dance their native dances, and 
drink their coffee. The Mount of 
Olives, with the same opalescent 
view of Jerusalem you saw in your 
prayer book, and the Garden of 
Gethsemane and _ its ancient. 
enarled olive trees we found the 
most touching of landmarks. It’s 
surrounded by a lonely, desert- 
beige landscape, where plains, 
grottoed outcroppings of rocks, and 
mud-brick houses all seem to 
merge together. The look of mysti- 
cism is here. 

On the Israel side, there are the 
quiet waters of the Sea of Galilee 
to visit (and an excellent resort 


hotel, the Galei Kinneret). Cana. 


Capernaum. and Tabgha. where 
the miracle of the loaves and the 
fishes is said to have occurred, and 
nearby the Mount of Beatitude. 

Jordan’s capital, Amman, is 
worth a visit. Adventurous travel- 
ers can take off from here for an 
unforgettable car and_ horseback 
trip to the curious rose-red and 
ancient. city of Petra which was 
carved out of rock.

Western youthfulness superim- 
posed on the ancient East. One 
must visit. besides Jerusalem, Tel 
Aviv, which is a metropolis with 
the atmosphere of a seaside resort, 
and Haifa, one of the most magnifi- 
cent harbors in the world. One 
must also visit its kibbutzim, the 
co-operative farming communities 
which have been responsible for 
the flowering of the desert. 

But one must go to this part of 
the world forewarned. It is not 
recommended territory for the 
purely Sybaritic tourist out for 
nothing more than a good time. 
There is too much food for thought 
here. Rather ironically, the best 
preparation for such a trip is a re- 
study of the Bible and a review of 
recent world events which have 
turned the Holy Land into contro- 
versial territory. 

The realities are disturbing. Be- 
cause of dissension between Arabs 
and Israeli, people of Jewish faith 
may not enter an Arab country. 
All travelers must have a certifi- 
cate of religious affiliation. For 
most Americans, a baptismal cer- 
tificate or a letter from one’s pastor 
is satisfactory. How agnostics cope, 
we couldn’t say. Furthermore, you 
cannot enter an Arab country like 
Jordan directly from Israel. 

Usual routes from America to 
the Holy Land are to Beirut in 
Lebanon, via ships of American 
Export Line or, flying, via Pan 
American or a broad choice of 
Trans- 


World Airlines you may also fly to 


European airlines. Via 
Cairo, where Middle East Airlines 
transport you from Cairo to Beirut 
and thence to Jerusalem-in-Jordan. 
From here you enter Jerusalem-in- 
Israel via the Mandelbaum Gate. 
You need visas for all countries in- 
volved.

There was clearly nothing to do but flop 
down on the shabby little couch and howl.

@ Each to his own. The sounds we make, with musical 
intent, are music to our ears, although at times they 
may be noise to others. But never mind. The joy is in 
the doing. Provide the instruments and freedom to use 
them and music, of its kind, is sure to come. 

Christmas is the perfect time for children to indulge 
their natural musical expression. There’s melody in 
the air and the resounding joy of song. In the spirit 
of the season, a child may well discover inner sounds 
and rhythms that will be a guiding theme in life. 

There is, in everyone, the force of natural expression. 
But most of us suppress it as we mature. Spontaneous 
music is usually one of the early losses. But now, dur- 
ing the holidays, when families have more time and 
occasion to be together, we have a golden opportunity. 
We can rediscover some of our natural freedom—a 
treasure we should never lose. 

There is a special group of simple instruments that 
have the playful quality of toys. Irresistible to adults, 
as well as children, they invite participation without 
the frightful obligation to “perform.” They are played. 
or played with, just for the fun of it. Skills can be learned 
and music expressed, but the only goal is the pleasure 
of being the music. 

The following list includes a baker’s dozen of the 
best small inexpensive instruments for out-and-out fun. 
The greater the variety you have, the wider the appeal, 
and more people can participate. These are so engaging 
and inexpensive that we'd encourage getting them all. 
You can get the whole collection for about $50. 

Some of these, such as the recorder and harmonica. 
are “musical” enough to be played on the concert stage. 
But they all have great appeal at the elementary level 
as well. 

Most of them also come in more expensive versions. 
For example, you can pay as much as $40 for a pair of 
bongos, a recorder, or ukulele. A chromatic harmonica 
may cost $12 to $15. But in the price range recommended 
here you can get instruments that are satisfactory for 
their purpose. If you pay much less than recommended. 
the product will probably not be worth while. 

Bongos: This small two-headed, two-toned drum is 
more than doubly interesting to play than a single one. 
The drum is held between the knees and tapped with the 
thumbs and fingers of each hand. You can get interesting 


combinations of varied sound (Please turn to page 182)

Combine in 1 pint of boiling water: 1 tablespoon nut- 
meg, 2 teaspoons powdered ginger. 6 cloves, 1/2 teaspoon 
mace, 6 allspice berries, and a 2-inch stick of cinnamon. 
Add 2 pounds sugar and 4 bottles sherry or Madeira. 
Heat over a slow fire. Core and bake 12 apples. Beat 
separately the yolks and whites of 12 eggs and fold to- 
gether. Put the beaten eggs in a large bowl and add 
the heated wine and spice mixture, pouring in, at first, 
very small quantities and stirring briskly with each addi- 
tion. After the hot wine and eggs have been thoroughly 
beaten together, add the baked apples to the foaming 
mixture. If you want greater potency in the wassail, add 
a spot of cognac just before the apples. Serves 15 to 20. 
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OLD-FASHIONED EGGNOG 


Beat the yolks of 12 eggs until they are light 
and frothy. Beat 2 pounds of sugar into the yolk 
mixture, then slowly stir in 1 quart bourbon or 
rye and 1 pint Jamaica rum. Stir in 1 pint milk 
and 3 pints heavy cream and finally | pint cognac. 
Beat stiffly the whites of the 12 eggs and fold them 
into the mixture carefully until they are blended. 
Do not beat the mixture. Keep eggnog in cool 
place until used. It may be poured into a pre-chilled 
punch bowl, but no ice is ever put in. Dust the top 
of each cup with grated nutmeg when serving.

FY Nhe essence of giving is sharing. The more we retreat 

from this concept the less giving means to us. The first 
Christmas offerings, whether they derived from shepherd or 
king, represented a sharing of the donor’s own treasures. 
There is no gift more personal than the gift of something 
you love yourself. 

If you decide to give something you own, it goes without 
saying that you do not pawn off what you think of as a white 
elephant to fulfill an obligation. This is not sharing, but 
barter and passing on last year’s present (now likely to be 
a bit shopworn) to this year’s friend inevitably leads to 
embarrassment. 

The philosophy of giving something you own rests on your 
willingness to part with what you cherish yourself, because 
you feel that it may especially please the recipient. It may 
be something your friend or loved one has always admired or 
secretly coveted. It may be a family heirloom with sentimental 
value. It may be a charming relic of your travels which you 
could not possibly duplicate. It may be a purchase made on 
a mutual occasion, with a memory already shared. It may be 
an object that fits into the collection of another. It may 
be an ornament that would become another house. It may be a 
splendid gesture to buck up another’s morale—or your own. 

Whatever it is, it stands to reason you will not part with 
it without considerable thought about its suitability to the 
person in mind, and this is the way a gift should be made. 
When you give away a piece of jewelry you have worn and 
loved, you will choose to give it to someone who will also 
wear and love it. Heirloom jewelry is very suitable to hand 
down to younger members in a family, who have not accumu- 
lated their own.

Living up to the superhuman standards 
of the Santa Claus legend, for example, 
may tax a parent’s ingenuity to the limit. 
And yet a “Santa Claus” who struggles 
manfully on Christmas Eve to assemble a 
playhouse, to get the electric trains run- 
ning, to produce a puppy at the last min- 
ute. is amply rewarded on Christmas 
morning by the look of rapture on the 
faces of his children. 

Traditions like cooky-baking and writ- 
ing notes to Santa are less arduous, but 
they, too, are fun only if there’s co-opera- 
tion on the part of the parents. The moth- 
ers and fathers who “play along” with 
their little ones soon find themselves 
caught up in the fantasy. Soon they are 
reliving the carefree memories of their 
own childhood while — simultaneously 
shaping unforgettable experiences that 
will become their children’s memories. 

Similarly, the family customs which 
bind a group of individuals together be- 
come a mockery unless they are carried 
out with good humor, sincerity, and a 
certain zest. Such customs as a grand- 
father reading Dickens’ Christmas Carol 
aloud, the opening of presents in order of 
age. or each person saying a few words of 
grace before the turkey dinner are the 
sort of charming traditions that few fam- 
ilies find time for during the rest of the 
year. Finding time for them now renews 
bonds of affection that may have become 
slack or even strained. By the very act of 
repeating familiar patterns with love and 
gusto, family solidarity is re-enforced 
once more. 

And last, the religious services—of 
whatever personal predilection—are im- 
portant because this is a time of spiritual 
reflection and renewal. But no matter 
how impressive the ceremonies, they are 
superficial unless they are observed 


thoughtfully and receptively. 





For my part, I look forward to the 
1 Santa Claus who struggles manfully to assemble a playhouse Sunday School program and the Christ- 
or gel the electric trains running will be amply rewarded mas Eve candlelight service. Each & movy- 
grams are always hectic and often quite 
comical, yet I find it heart-warming to 
watch my children participating in a 
church-directed activity. I like their hav- 
ing a solid foundation in religious his- 
tory and heritage. The Candlelight Serv- 











ice appeals to me because it is so simple 
and beautiful. There are no exhortations 
to repent, no collection plate—just mu- 
sic, prayer, and meditation. I find this an 
opportunity for reflection, revaluation 
and, hopefully, realignment with a divine 
ideal. 

In essence, it seems to me, that the

Instead of my suffering from writer’s 
cramp and creeping boredom at home 
with this monotonous chore, | found the 
party an ideal opportunity for exchang- 
ing gift ideas, cooky recipes, and, fittingly 
enough, religious views. Our hostess 
transformed a tedious task into a stimu- 
lating and happy occasion, setting the 
tone for everything else to come that 
Christmas season. 

The actual choice of a Christmas card 
can be an exercise in pointless poor taste 
or just the opposite—the conveying of 
good wishes and good will. I particularly 
admire the imagination and effort which 
go into the many hand-made cards we re- 
ceive each season. In expressing my ad- 
miration to one friend who always sends 
an outstanding card, I asked her how and 
why she takes such pains each year.

Perfected over generations, this 
menu offers an opulent feast with- 
out sacrificing most of Christmas 
day in preparation. Many of the 
items can be prepared at least a 
few hours ahead, but the ham must 
be started two weeks ahead. Thus 
you can be unflurried on the great 
day. The quantities for all recipes 
are for serving eight. But the whole 
roasted 12-lb., or better, ham will be 
enough for sixteen or more. 


Salty Caraway Crisps 
1 cup butter 
1 cup cream cheese 
14 cup heavy cream 
214 cups sifted flour 
1 teaspoon regular salt 
1 egg white mixed with 

] teaspoon water 
1 tablespoon caraway seeds 
1 tablespoon coarse salt 

Cream butter and cheese to- 
gether, adding cream. Add flour 
and regular salt. If dough is very 
sticky, chill till it is firm enough to 
handle. Form into two or three 
long rolls about an inch in diam- 
eter. Wrap in wax paper and chill 
three hours, or till the rolls are 
hard. 

With a knife, or with a serrated 
vegetable cutter, cut slices just 
about 14-inch thick. Place on 
lightly greased ceoky sheet. Brush 
each slice with egg white mixed 
with water. Sprinkle generously 
with caraway seeds and less gener- 
ously with coarse salt. Bake in a 
preheated oven (350° F.) about 20 
minutes, or until slices are lightly 
browned and crisp. 

These little salty pastries may be 
frozen before they are baked (but 
preferably after they have been 
sliced and seasoned), or after they 
have been baked. Baked or un- 
baked, they will keep in the freezer 
for several months; at room tem- 
perature, for almost a week.

each consommé cup a thin slice of 
raw breast of chicken which has 
‘had all bone and skin removed from 


Fill 
cups with boiling consommé and 
serve at once.

Sautéed Apples with Red Cabbage 


1% cups butter 

4 pounds hard, tart cooking apples 

1 tablespoon sugar 

Grated rind of 1 lemon 

4 pounds red_ cabbage, 
shredded 

2, cup dry red wine

Peel and core apples. Chop 
coarsely.

The result is an 
amplified resonant hum. It is great 
for humming harmony or playing 
along with any aggregation. In the 
early days of jazz the kazoo had a 
definite vogue. It is still used in the 
skifle bands of the South and in 
England. It makes an excellent 
substitute for a bugle in a home- 
made marching band. In fact, it is 
so useful that you might want to 
order a few dozen and give them 
out like Christmas cards.

In considering the kind of food 
to make for gifts, select recipes 
that will keep well and preferably 
those that can be packaged in rea- 
sonably small containers. Here are 
the recipes for the foods suggested 
on pages 160-161, plus a few others 
that would be suitable and welcome 
gifts any time of year. 


Créme Fraiche 

There are few delicacies equal 
to the créme fraiche of France. 
Here is a way to make it at home. 
It will keep in the refrigerator for 
at least a month and improves as it 
is kept, since it gets thicker and 
thicker. A delicious cream cheese 
may be made by pouring thick 
creme fraiche into a_towel-lined 
strainer and allowing it to drip (in 
the refrigerator) for 24 hours. The 
water leaves the cream and a most 
delicious cheese is the result. 


1 quart heavy cream 
4 tablespoons buttermilk 


Place cream in a large bowl. 
Add buttermilk. Stir well to be 
sure buttermilk is evenly distrib- 
uted. Let stand in a warm but not 
hot place for 24 hours, or till cream 
has thickened.

When cream is thick, pour 
into jars. Cover tightly and refrig- 
erate till needed.

Rillettes 

Rillettes is a widely-known item 
of charcuterie in France. It is often 
served as part of an hors d’oeuvres 
plate, taking the place of pate. 
When properly made and stored, it 
is long-keeping: I have kept it in 
the refrigerator for as long as 5 
weeks. It makes a wonderful spread 
for crusty bread or crackers.

Pack into small crocks, leaving 
half inch at the top. Heat remain- 
ing fat till it is boiling hot. Pour 
into crocks. Cover and refrigerate. 
Or chill rillettes mixture in refrig- 
erator till it is very cold. Form into 
sausage shapes 8 inches long, 2 
inches in diameter. Place each one 
on a piece of aluminum foil. Spoon 
boiling hot fat over each sausage 
so that it forms a shell. Enclose in 
aluminum foil and store in refrig- 
erator or freezer.

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The Seasonal Magic of 
Mistletoe 


and 


Holly 


e At this season, in memory of an 
event almost 2,000 years ago, it is 
no wonder we turn to the past to 
seek the well-remembered and the 
reassuring. 

In the world of plants, the holly 
and the mistletoe have unique and 
ancient claim to our attention at 
this time. Holly, one might say, 
was the precursor of the Christmas 
card. At the Saturnalian festivals 
some 700 years before the birth of 
Christ, festive Romans sent sprigs 
of holly to their friends as tokens 
of respect and affection. 

When Moses saw the burning 
bush (Exodus 3: 2-4) he may very 
well have seen a mistletoe. Biblical 
scholars now believe that the bush 
he saw burning, yet not consumed 
by flame, was Loranthus acaciae— 
a species of mistletoe. It is native 
to the Holy Land and grows on the 
acacias that are abundant there. 
When covered with orange-red 
flowers, it is literally a blaze of 
color. 

There is a legend in England 
that the mistletoe was originally a 
tree and its wood was used to make 
the cross on which Christ was cruci- 
fied. For this, it was condemned to 
be a humble parasite until the 
end of time. 

Although it

believed to take only moisture from 
the tree on which it grows and to 
somehow make its own food.

The use of greens for holiday 
decoration comes to us from the 
Romans and the Druids—by way 
of England. 

The Druids believed that the 
spirits of the woods might come to 
the evergreens that were cut and 
brought indoors and thus escape 
some of the rigors of the winter 
cold. They used holly, mistletoe, 
laurel, ivy, and rosemary. It was 
brought in at the winter equinox 
and kept until Candlemas (Feb- 
ruary 2). 

The use of greens for special 
celebrations and feast days was 
adopted by the early Christian 
church. The church found it easier 
to accept a heathen practice and 
turn it to Christian use than to ban 
the practice.

fied for Christian use. The great 
halls of the feudal lords were 
decked with English holly. Great 
feasts, drink, 
became the holiday practice in the 
11th to 17th century. These revels, 
lasting from Christmas to Twelfth 
Day, became so wild that they were 
forbidden by law in 1644. However, 
we still retain the more refined 
aspects of these celebrations. The 
feast, yule log, singing, and the 
use of greens for decoration are 
descended from the feudal halls. 

Much of our Christmas tradition 
can be traced to the very earliest 
festivals of human kind. The first 
known festivals were held at the 
winter solstice, when the days be- 
gan to lengthen. Great fires were 
burned for days on end in defer- 
ence to the sun gods who would 
soon provide the light for longer 


boisterous celebrations of 


and merrymaking 


days. 

If you want holly of your own, 
the English (Ilex aquifolium) or 
American (J. opaca) are two of the 
best for greens. The American is 
somewhat hardier than the English, 
but the English is glossier of leaf 
and brighter of berry. 

Usually you take mistletoe where 
you find it. It grows on oaks in the 
West, on poplars and willow in the 
Southwest, on tupelo and maple in 


the East—as well as other trees.

experience. It seems to me that I 
learned most of the things that 
matter while burnishing her thin 
spoons for the Christmas 
table. I am sure that my brother 
will recollect a similar experience 
when he and my father ritually 
cracked the walnuts and extracted 
the nutmeats for the fruitcake, for 
we never lacked for communication 
with our parents. 

My mother’s need for my soiled 
finger on the ribbon when she went 
to tie her Christmas bows gave me 
a sense of value that I never lost 
and rendered me an expert in the 
tying of bows. When the lopsided 
and scraggly wreath I had woven 
and decorated with red apples 
graced the Christmas dinner table 
and I was praised for what I had 
thought up and done, I had sudden 
insight into the 


silver 


possibilities of 


imagination and the rewards of 
creativity. When my brother and [ 
engaged in these communal proj- 
ects, all the feuds and altercations 
of siblingship were forgotten and 
we became, as we have remained, 
boon companions,

much a problem for sociologists or 
psychologists as for members of 
families.
